An  111-Fated  Train  Bearin^r  the  And- 
rews Opera  Company  Goes 
Over  an  £mbankment; 


The  Sleeper  Immediately  Catchinigr 

Fire;    Charminjr  Mrs.  Andrews 

and  Maid  are  Cremated. 


Twenty  Persons,  All   More  or  Less 
Seriously  injured,  Are  Extri- 
cated From  the  Wreck. 


Brainerd,  Minn.,  Jan.  15. — A  horrible 
accident  occurred  on  the  Northern  Pa- 
cific railroad  at  Jonesville,  the  first  sta- 
tion east  of  here,  at  3:50  this  morning. 
A  special  train  consisting  of  the  sleep- 
ing car  Petrel  and  a  baggage  car  was 
running  as  the  second  section  of  No.  g, 
the  regular  train  from  Superior.  The 
special  left  South  Superior  at  11:35  ^^^^ 
evening,  having  on  board  the  Andrews 
Opera  company  going  from  Duluth  to 
Grand  Forks.  The  train  was  running  at 
the  usual  rate  of  speed.  Striking  a 
broken  rail,  the  sleeper  left  the  track 
and  went  down  an  embankment  landing 
bottom  side  up.  Flames  immediately 
broke  out  from  all  parts  of  the  car  and 
burned  so  rapidly  tnat  the  crew  could  do 
nothing  but  extricate  the  passengers 
from  the  wreck.  When  all  had  been 
rescued  as  was  thought,  a  search  re- 
vealed the  fact  that  Mrs.  Andrews,  wife 
of  the  proprietor  of  the  troupe,  and  her 
Nurse  Miss  Lilly  Wallace,  were  missing. 

By  this  time  the  flames  were  burning 
so  fiercely  that  it  was  impossible  to  get 
near  the  car.  When  the  flames  were 
finally  subdued,  the  remains  of  the  un- 
fortunate women  were  recovered  so 
badly  burned  that  it  was  impossible  to 
identify  one  from  the  other.  Mrs.  An- 
drews and  Miss  Wallace  h.id  occupied 
an  upper  berth  at  the  forward  end  ot  the 
car  and  were  wrapped  in  the  bed  clothes. 
There  was  no  outcry  from  this  berth 
while  the  work  of  rescuing  the  injured 
was  progressing  and  it  was  supposed 
that  both  occupants  were  killed  in- 
stantly. 

The  rapidity  with  which  the  flames 
caught  and  spread  through  the  car 
caused  no  little  surprise.  It  is  not 
known  whether  they  caught  from  the 
lamps  or  the  stove,  but  it  is  supposed 
from  the  rapidity  with  which  they  spread 
they  caught  from  the  lamps. 

Twenty  persons,  all  more  or  less  seri- 
ously injured,  were  taken  from  the 
wreck.  Physicians  were  taken  from 
Brainerd  on  a  special  train.  The  injured 
were  brought  back  to  this  city  and  taken 
to  the  Northern  Pacific  hospital  as  soon 
as  possible.  Here  they  were  given  the 
best  of  care  and  medical  attention.  The 
hospital  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  United 
States,  and  the  injured  will  not  suffer 
from  want  of  care.  Mrs.  Andrew's  stage 
name  was  Nannie  Wilkinson. 


An  AppallinK  Spectacle. 

Conductor  BaH.  who  was  in  charge  of 
the  train,  says  the  sight  was  the  most  ap- 
palling of  any  he  had  ever  witnesses. 
The  shrieks  and  moans  of  the  women 
could  be  heard  half  a  mile  away.  Miss 
I^ouglas  when  she  was  brought  from  the 
car  was  literally  envelo|>ed  in  flames, 
her  hair  being  on  fire.  Many  of  the 
women  were  nude,  but  were  wrapped  up 
as  they  were  taken  out.  Mr.  Andrews 
rescued  their  little  baby  and  supposed 
his  wife  had  escaped.  He  is  prostrated 
with^rief.

THIJ(KS  SHE  IS  IN  IT. 

St.  Paul's  Chances  of  Getting  the  Con- 
vention Grow  Brighter. 

Washington,  Jan.  15.— St.  Paul  is 
more  in  the  race  for  the  national  demo- 
cratic convention  than  she  has  been  at 
any  time  in  the  last  three  weeks.  There 
is  no  reason  to  believe  that  a  large 
number  of  the  democratic  committee- 
men are  of  the  opinion  that  Sl  Paul  is 
not  the  best  place  to  hold  the  con- 
vention. 

The  chairman  of  the  national  demo- 
cratic committee,  Calvin  S.  Brice,  would, 
of  course,  be  expected  to  support  Cin- 
cinnati if  that  city  should  become  a  can- 
didate. So  far  he  has  not  been  informed 
that  Cincinnati  will  make  any  effort  for 
the  prize,  although  it  is  generally  under- 
stood that  she  is  to  come  in  at  the  last 
moment  as  a  dark  horse  and  sweep  away 
tl^e  convention  before  all  the  rival  aspir- 
ants. 

From  the  highest  democratic  source  it 
is  learned  that  the  democrats  them- 
selves who  are  supposed  to  be  candi- 
dates for  the  nomination  for  oresident, 
namely.  Hill,  Gorman  and  Cleveland, 
have  no  particular  choice  for  the  city  in 
which  the  convention  will  be  held.  From 
these  sources  it  is  understood  that  both 
Hill  and  Cleveland  have  said  that  they 
think  it  would  be  inimical  to  their 
interests    to    have    the    convention    at 

New  York,  and  it  may  be  set  down  as 
a  certainty  that  New  York,  although  she 
may  present  claims,  is  really  out  of  the 
race. 

Large  maps  of  the  city  of  Indianap- 
olis have  been  displayed  and  furnished 
to  different  people  in  Washington,  and 
their  entire  hotel  capacity  only  showed 
12,000,  and  the  suggestion  in  circulars 
that  23,000  people  could  be  accommo- 
dated in  Pullman  coaches  in  the  railroad 
yards  was  laughed  at. 


PENSION    REFORM. 


LOBBYIKG 


FOR   LAKE 
MENTS. 


IMPROVE- 


The  Deep  Waterways  Delegation  Will 
Soon  Have  a  Hearing. 

Washington,  Jan.  15. — The  lake  men 
who  are  here  in  the  interest  of  improve- 
ments in  the  way  of  channel  dredging, 
lighthouse  building,  etc.,  intend  to  urge 

the  rivers  and  harbors  committee  to  ex- 
tend the  system  of  authorizing  the  com- 
pletion of  the  projects,  as  was  done  in 
the  case  of  the  Hay  lake,  St.  Mary's 
rfver,  Galveston  and  League  island  im- 
provements. The  rivers  and  harbors 
committee  is  favorably  impressed  with 
the  work  done  under  this  system  so  far. 
It  is  said  that  the  Hay  Like  channel 
scheme  alone  has  resulted  in  saving 
$750,000  already.  The  original  cost 
of  the  work  was  estimated  $2,700,000  and 
so  far  $1,675,000  has  been  expended, 
while  the  chief  of  engineers  in  his  rec- 
ommendation to  congress  asks  for  only 
$500,000  to  complete  the  project,  "with 
the  provision  that  any  balance  may  be 
expended  elsewhere."  A  general  appli- 
cation of  this  principle  to  the  works  on 
the  lakes  would  insure  continuous  work 
for  a  year  whether  the  rivers  and  harbors 
bill  failed  or  not.  Since  the  authoriza- 
tion is  in  the  nature  of  a  contract  and 
would  bind  the  government,  with  any- 
thing like  a  general  adoption  of  this 
plan,  a  river  and  harbor  bill  for  $12,000,- 
000  or  $20,000,000  would  be  as  satisfac- 
tory to  the  vesselmen  as  one  that  would 
carry  $25,000,000  or  $30,000,000  and  leave 
the  late  of  the  government  works  in  the 
future  in  doubt.  The  delegation  has  ar- 
ranged for  a  hearing  by  the  rivers  and 
harbors  committee  for  the  deep  water 
ways  convention  on  the  20th  inst. 


Movement    Inan^rnrated    By   the 
Society  of  Loyal  Volunteers 
For  Pension  Reform.

to  Supi)ort  Themselves." 


Washington,  Jan.  15.— A  movement 
for  a  revolution  in  pension  matters  has 
been  inaugurated  in  Washington,  where 
the  movement  has  been  working  for  some 
time,  quietly  but  effectively.  It  is  known 
as  the  Society  of  Loyal  Volunteers.  The 
work  will  be  pushed  by  loyal  soldiers, 
who  believe  that  "pension"  reform  is 
necessary  and  that  millions  are  being 
expended  annually  for  pensions  to  men 
who  have  no  right  to  the  money. 

The  cardinal  principle  of  this  organiz- 
ation is  a  competency  to  those  perman- 
ently disabled  or  unable  to  earn  their 
living  and  nothing  to  the  men  who  can 
either  by  their  hands  or  brains  support 
themselves  and  their  families. 

The  association  believes  in  teaching 
and  maintaining,  among  other  things, 
these  lessons: 

That  the  war  was  for  the  preservation 
of  the  Union  and  not  for  conquest  or  re^ 
venge;  that  the  volunteers  were  inspired 
by  no  hope  of  individual  gain  or  glory; 
that  many  persons  as  loyal  and  brave* 
as  those  who  entered  the  service  were 
prevented  from  doing  so  by  circum- 
stances that  did  not  hinder  their  com- 
panions; that  victories  were  gained  by 
the  loyalty,  courage  and  endurance  and 
loyal  inspiration  of  the  whole  people; 
that  armies  were  recruited  from  all 
classes  and  vocations;  that  the  vast  ma- 
jority of  the  volunteers  were  men  of 
good  character,  but  some  were  bad,  and 
that  this  class  of  ;nen  do  not  hesitate 
to  live  on  the  generous  gratitude 
of  a  people  through  payments  made 
on  pensions  obtained  by  fraud  or  at  the 
expense  of  the  poor;  that  men  who  had 
the  intelligence  and  persistent  energy  to 
win  battles  by  virtue  of  these  same 
qualities  of  character  are  able  te  com- 
pete successf'illy  for  the  rewards  of 
ciVil  life  with  those  who  did  not  enter 
the  service;  that  many  who  sustained 
severe  wounds  suffered  no  impairment 
of  their  ability  to  care  for  the  support  of 
themselves  and  families.

THE  JOBBERS'  UNION. 

Their  Meeting   Held  Yesterday;   The 
National  Park  Scheme  Blocked. 

The  most  important  business  which 
came  before  the  jobbers'  union  yester- 
day was  the  report  from  Chairman  Pat- 
rick of  the  committee  appointed  to  look 
a'fter  the  matter  of  the  forestry  reserve. 
This  report  was  one  which  was  the 
source  of  considerable  satisfaction  to  the 
members,  for  it  showed  that  for  the  pres- 
ent at  least  the  scheme  of  the  Minneapo- 
lis people  to  cut  off  Duluth  from  the 
great  country  north  by  interposing  a  na- 
tional park  was  blocked.  He  had  cer- 
tain assurance,  he  said,  that  President 
Harrison  would  take  no  step  in  the  mat- 
ter until  after  there  had  been  another 
survey  of  the  proposed  district.  It  is  al- 
most certain  tnat  if  time  is  taken  to  in- 
vestigate the  matter,  as  it  is  now  assured 
will  be  the  case,  this  great  injustice  will 
not  be  done  to  Duluth.  There  was  to 
have  been  a  report  from  Mr. 
Costello,  chairman  of  the  committee 
sent  to  the  waterways  convention  at  De- 
troit, but  he  was  not  present  and  the  re- 
port had  to  be  postponed.  The  regular 
committee  on  reception  of  the  union, 
consisting  of  J.  B.  Sutphin,  D.  G.  Cutler, 
C.  B.  Woodruff  and  T.  B.  Hawkes  was 
appointed  to  co-operate  with  the  local 
lumber  manufacturers  in  entertaining 
the  Northwestern  Lumbermen's  associ- 
ation, 300  strong,  which  is  expected 
here  o;i  the  evening  of  the  28th.  A 
meeting  of  the  committee  was  held  this 
afternoon  in  the  office  of  Duncan, 
Brewer  &  Co.  to  arrange  for  a  plan  of 
entertainment.  The  association  which 
comprises  the  retail  lumber  dealers  of 
Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  Kansas,  Mon- 
tana and  the  Dakotas,  will  arrive  about 
5 :30  in  the  afternoon.  A  supper  will  be 
given  them  at  the  Spalding  in  the  even- 
ing, to  be  followed  by  an  entertainment 
at  either  the  Lyceum  or  the  Temple. 
The  visitors  will  remain  here  until  noon 
of  the  next  day  and  go  then  to  Superior.

Mrs.  Plumb 
and  her  son,  both  invalids,  were  made 
sole  executors  of  the  will,  and  while  Mrs 
Plumb  is  in  very  bad  health  she  will  at- 
tend to  all  the  business  of  the  estate  and 
has  been  looking  after  its  interests  fully.

THE  ANDREWS  OPERA  COMPANY. 

Nannie  Wllkenson.  who  was  a  Favorite 
Here.  Killed  Near  Brainerd  This 
Mornintr. 

The  Andrews  Opera  company,  which 
played  at  the  Temple  all  last  week  and 
which  closed  a  very  successful  engage- 
ment at  the  Grand  in  West  Superior  last 
night  met  with  a  terrible  accident  at 
Jonesville  near  Brainerd  this  morning. 
The  company   played  "lolanthe"  at    Su- 

Fterior  last  night  and  left  after  the  per- 
ormance  over  the  Northern  Ta- 
cific'  for  the  West.  The  list  of 
injured  reaches  20  or  about  half  of 
those  in  the  cornpany.  The  only  ones 
killed  were  Mrs.  Ed  Andrews  and  her 
maid.  Mrs.  Andrews  will  be  remem- 
bered as  the  soubrette  of  the  company 
who  played  under  the  name  of  Nannie 
Wilkenson.  While  here  among  other 
parts  she  took  those  of  the  queen  in 
"lolanthe,"  the  title  role  in  "Falka."  She 
was  a  particularly  clever  and  charming 
little  woman  and  the  many  friends  she 
made  during  her  engagement  here  will 
be  greatly  pained  to  near  of  her  sudden 
and  frightful  death.  The  news  of  the 
accident  caused  a  considerable  excite- 
ment in  thejcitv,  as  several  of  the  com- 
pany were  related  to  people  here. 
Among  those  most  interested  was  Mr. 
Lind,  president  of  New  Duluth,  who  is  a 
relative  of  Jay  Taylor,  the  leading  tenor, 
Mr.  Lind  left  this  afternoon  for  Brain- 
erd.

cured  a  petition  to  make  himself  an  in- 
dependent candidate  and  said  he  would 
run  whether  nominated  or  not.  But 
when  he  sees  or  thinks  he  sees  a  nomina- 
tion within  his  reach  he  disclaims  the 
character  of  an  independent  that  he  may 
have  the  stronger  claim  to  his  party's 
choice.  Then  if  not  nominated  he  can 
trot  his  petition  out  again.  Thus  it  is 
with  many  others.  They  are  playing 
fast  and  loose  with  the  voter, 
using  always  such  tactics  as  will 
further  their  personal  ends.  To 
elect  a  democrat  or  a  republican 
means  nothing  to  their  respective 
parties  in  the  wider  field  of  politics. 
Delegates  to  the  state  conventions  are 
not  based  on  the  vote  in  municipal 
affairs,  but  on  that  cast  for  governor 
when  some  party  principle  is  involved. 
The  fact  that  Thomas  Wilson  received 
more  votes  than  Wm.  R.  Merriam  in 
Duluth  in  the  election  of  i8qo  has  a 
meaning  in  the  state,  but  the  election  of 
a  democratic  mayor  in  a  four-cornered 
local  fight  has  no  political  significance 
whatever.  And  if  the  republican  nom- 
inee is  elected  it  will  cause  no  political 
tremor  to  play  high-spy  along  the  spinal 
column  of  the  faithful  followers  of  St. 
Jackson. 

If  this,  as  we  believe,  is  a  fair  state- 
ment of  the  case,  the  honest  and  intelli- 
gent voter,  ignoring  party  lines  and  look- 
ing upon  the  conventions  as  nothing 
other  than  formal  means  to  an  end,  will 
treat  municipal  government  as  a  busi- 
ness problem  and  throw  his  vote  where 
it  can  do  the  most  good  for  Duluth, 
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to  press  at  noon,  the  action  of  the  dem- 
ocratic convention  cannot  be  comment- 
ed on  today  in  these  columns  though  it 
may  be  announced  in  the  local  report. 
We  understand,  however,  that  Maj.  M. 
R.  Baldwin  will  permit  the  use  of  his 
name  as  a  candidate  for  alderman  in  the 
Fourth  ward,  and  believe  he  would  com- 
mand a  strong  following  irrespective  of 
party.  The  council  is  really  more  im- 
portant than  the  mayoralty,  and  there 
should  be  no  failure  to  see  that  good 
men  are  chosen. 


In  the  Fifth  ward  the  republicans  have 
two  candidates  for  aldermen  in  the  field. 
C.  O.  Nelson,  the  furniture  man  and  re- 
tiring member,  is  a  republican  who  is 
looking  to  the  people's  convention  for  a 
nomination,  while  J.  W.  Nelson,  the 
bookstore  man  is  working  to  be  made 
the  regular  republican  nominee.  The 
ward  is  overwhelmingly  republican  on  a 
straight  fight,  but  with  three  or  four  can- 
didates in  the  field  the  result  will  be 
uncertain.

Charley  Long  has  a  speech  of  accept- 
ance already  for  the  republican  conven- 
vention,  which  was  given  to  us  in  confi- 
dence and  we  give  it  to  the  public  in  the 
same  way.

NOT  A  PARTY  QIESTION. 
The  Herald  is  run  sttictly  as  a  Duluth 
newspaper  and    a.  business    enterprise, 
taking  a  hand  in  politics    only  as  such  a 
course  may,  in  its  opinion,  subserve   the 
interests  of  the  city.    The    present  elec- 
tion of  a  mayor  presents    no  issues    that 
involve  any   political    principle    as    the 
parties  are  now  divided,  and  those    who 
seek  to  maintain  party    lines  in  the  fight 
do  so   for    personal    reasons    or    future 
party  use,  not  with  minds  single    to    the 
welfare  of  Duluth,  the   solid  and  superb. 
The  democrats  will  today  put  a  ticket 
in  the  field,  the  alliance    will    do  so    to- 
morrow, and  the  republicans  will  gather 
next    Thursday      to    do      the      same. 
The   law  provides  certain   methods  for 
placing   cand^cktes   before    the   people, 
and  among   these  are  regular  nomina- 
tions and  petitions  of  a  given  number  of 
voters.     It  may  therefore  be  just  as  well 
for  the  several  parties  to  make  up  tickets 
in  the  regular  way,  that  from  the  several 
lists  thus  presented   the  voter  can  select 
for  himself   those  believed  to  be    most 
worthy  of  his  suffrage.     In  this  way  the 
nominations  may  not  be  looked  upon  as 
partisan  efforts  in  any  way  binding  upon 
the  faithful  of  either  flock,  but  as  a  mere 
legal  formality  in  conformance   with  the 
election  law. 

The  Herald,  at    any  rate,    prefers    to 
take  this  view  ot  the  situation,  believing 
it  can  serve  itself  and  its  readers  best  by 
exercising  an  impartial  judgment  rather 
than  a    party    prejudice.     To    decry  an 
independent  course  in  municipal  affairs 
is  to  condemn   the    past  action  of  evesy 
citizen  whose    opinion    is  worthy  of  the 
most  transient  consideration.    We    can 
safely  say  there  will  not  be  a  candidate 
on  any  of  the  three    tickets  who   has  not 
himself  at  some  time,  when  not   person- 
ally   interested,    acted    on  the  lines  we 
have  here  laid    down.    Such    a    course 
commends  itself  to  thinking  people,  and 
even  those  who    decry  it    in    their    own 
party  use   all    the    persuasion   in    their 
power    to     secure    votes     by    creating 
independence  in  the  ranks  of   the  other. 
The  three  gentlemen  who  have  occupied 
the  mayor's  chair  of  Duluth  for  the  eight 
years  just  past,  M.    J.    Davis,    John    B. 
Sutphin  and  H.  B.  Moore,  were  all   elec- 
ed  by  the  independent  action  of  our  peo- 
ple.    Possibly    better    results    may    at 
some  times  be  secured  by  drawing  party 
lines  in  electing  the  head  of  a    corpora- 
tion, but  that  could    only  be    under  pe- 
culiar conditions   and  is  at  best  but  the 
barest  possibility.   And  even  in  the  pres- 
ent case,   those  who    are    pulling  partv 
lines  the  hardest  will  act  the   most  inde- 
pendent if  the  nomination    goes  against 
their  crowd. 

Take  for  example  the  case  of  the  gen- 
tleman who  confidently  expects  the  re- 
publican  nomination.

A  Review  of 


the  Crop  Year  and 
to  the  City  of 
Dnlutta. 


Its  BeneflU 


The  goddess  of  agriculture  smiled 
upon  the  husbandmen  of  the  Northwest 
and  the  West  in  the  year  just  past.  The 
elements  were  all  favorable,  rain  and 
shine,  snow  and  wind  came  as  they  were 
needed.  The  insects  foiled  in  their  de- 
stroying work  and  in  most  regions  the 
frosts  of  fall  were  delayed.  So  it  hap- 
pened, taking  the  country  as  a  whole,  no 
such  year  for,  giant  crops  of  grain  was 
ever  before  known  in    America.    In  the 

freat  Northwest,  the  Northwest  on  whose 
order  land  and  at  whose  gates  sits  I)u- 
luth,  her    favored    child,    and,    too,  her 
guardian  and  her  benericiary,  there    was 
heard  all  over  her  broad  prairies,   from 
St.  Vincent  to  Sioux  Falls,  from   the  fer- 
tile fields  of  Houston  county  to  the   far 
country  beyond  Minnewaukan,    the  un- 
remittent  music  of  ten  thousand  reapers 
and    threshers.    And    so    too,  since  the 
days  of  August  the    great    railway   sys- 
tems   of    Minnesota    and    the    Dakotas 
have   been    burdened    by    the  constant 
movement  of  trains  laden  with  the  golden 
grain.    The    prosperous    farmers    have 
sold  millions  upon  millions  of  bushels  of 
their  wheat  ana  still  the   warehouses  are 
full  and  the  unthreshed   shock   appears 
upon  every  hand.    Yes,    indeed,    m  the 
great  harvest  of  1891  the  Northwest  was 
richly  blest,  and  no  place  was  more  ben- 
efitea  than  Duluth. 

According  to  the  report  of  the  United 
States  department  of  agriculture  for  the 
year  the  last  wheat  crop  of  the  North- 
western states  immediately  tributary  to 
Duluth,  with  the  average  and  value,  was 
as  follows:

The  average  yield  per   acre  was  over 
16  bushels    last    year,    less    than  11  the 

Erevious  year.  By  the  various  state 
oards  the  yield  is  put  higher  than  the 
government  estimate,  and  as  high  as  150,- 
000,000  bushels  in  the  aggregate. 

Of  this  great  crop  about  750,000  bushels 
have  been  sent  to  terminal  markets,  such 
as  Duluth,  Chicago  and  Minneapolis. and 
of  this  amount  Duluth  has  received  33,- 
000,000  bushels,  while  about  the  same 
amount  has  gone  to  Minneapolis.  There 
yet  remain  nearly  eight  months  of  the 
crop  year  to  market  the  remainder  of 
the  crop  by  farmers  and  country  eleva- 
tors. It  is  estimated  that  from  30  to  40 
per  ceut  yet  remain  in  the  hands  of 
farmers,  while  in  country  houses  there 
are  fully  23,000.000  bushels  stored.  In 
addition  to  receipts  already  recorded 
here,  Duluth  will  get  from  15,000,000  to 
20,000,000  bushels  more  on  the  crop, 
making  the  receipts  for  the  crop  year 
from  50,000,000  to  55,000,000  bushels. 

These  great  receipts  make  Duluth  the 
great  primary  wheat  market  of  the 
world.  Minneapolis  handled  more  wheat 
on  the  cost  of  1890  by  150  per  cent,  her 
mills  needing  a  great  proportion  of  the 
short  crop  of  that  year,  and  may  handle 
a  slightly  greater  amount  on  this  last 
crop,  but  she  takes  the  wheat  to  supply 
her  mills,  and  not  mainly,  as  Duluth,  to 
sell  to  the  world.  Chicago,  the  only 
other  great  market  of  this  country,  which 
compares  with  Duluth  in  the  amount  of 
actual  wheat  sold,  has  received  so  far  on 
the  crop  of  iSgi  2*000,000  less  than  Du- 
luth and  there  is  nothing  like  the 
amount  of  unmarketed  wheat  in  her  tri- 
butary territory  to  come  forward  as  there 
is  inDuluth's.  In  the  whole  lake  season 
of  1891  Chicago  shipped  by  lake  31,100,- 
000  bushels  of  wheat  to  33,817,568  bush- 
els by  Duluth.  The  two  mills  of  this 
city  required  the  past  year  about  3,100,- 
000  bushels  of  wheat.  Next  year  this 
demand  will  be  doubled  and  with  new 
mills  contemplated  and  to  be  built  Du- 
luth and  the  head  of  the  lake  will  vie 
with  .Minneapolis  as  a  milling  center. 
When  that  day  comes,  as  it  will  in  the 
next  two  years,  the  amount  of  wheat 
brought  here  will  be  as  much  greater 
than  that  taken  by  Minneapolis  as  the 
general  wheat  trade  of  this  city  with  the 
East  and  with  Europe  now  exceeds  that 
of  Minneapolis. 

The  wheat  coming  to  Duluth  is  handled 
by  the  Duluth  board  of  trade,  an  insti- 
tution nine  years  old,  and  known  where- 
ever  there  is  a  wheat  market,  as  are  the 
Duluth  grades  of  wheat,  which  are  rec- 
ognized as  the  best  in  the  world.  This 
is  not  a  statement  for  effect.  The  Lon- 
don market  will  show  that  it  is  true,  as 
will  that  of  New  York.  The  board  has 
nearly  200  members.  About  one  half  of 
whom  are  active.  It  owns  its  own 
building.  All  the  elevators  of  Duluth 
are  made  "regular"  on  the  board— that 
is  their  receipts  pass  without  question 
and  must  be  accepted  on  trades  made 
on  the  board. 

The  elevators  here  belong,  outside  of 
the  mill  elevators,  to  four  companies. 
Two  systems,  with  a  capacity  of  10,650,- 
000  bushels.  Are  located  in  Duluth  and 
two  with  a  capacity  of  8,800,000  are 
across  the  bay.  All  the  wheat  put  in 
any  house  here  comes  to  the  Duluth 
market  and  all  elevators  are  Duluth  ele- 
vators. The  elevator  capacity  here  by 
companies  is  as  follows: 


Total  wheat  and  flour.. ..49,195,591  25,943,054 
The  shipments  of  the  year  were  much 
larger  than  ever  before,  and  all  the  pre- 
vious records  were  broken  in  the  big 
monthly  movements.  In  the  fall  months 
of  1889  Duluth  shipped  about  10,000,000 
bu,  and  that  record  was  regarded  then 
as  a  great  one.  It  was  beaten  nearly 
three  times  by  the  shipments  of  the  same 
months  this  year. 

Duluth  has  always  been  the  best 
market  for  the  high  grade  wheat  of  the 
Northwest  and  the  proportion  of  No.  i 
hard  and  No.  1  northern  grades  arriving 
here  has  always  been  much  greater  than 
that  going  to  Minneapolis.  On  recent 
crops  the  proportion  of  these  two  grades 
has  been  over  60  per  cent  of  the  total  re- 
ceipts. The  gracling  of  wheat  here  is 
done  by  the  Minnesota  state  inspectors, 
and  has  been  uniformly  fair  and  just  to 
both  buyer  and  producer.  The  Duluth 
wheat  has  achieved  a  wide  reputation, 
and  the  very  name  is  worth  much  in  the 
markets  of  the  world. 

Until  Sept.  1  last  the  contract  grade 
on  the  Duluth  board  of  trade  was  always 
No.  I  hard.  On  that  date  it  was  changed 
to  No.  I  northern,  to  conform  wit  1  Min- 
neapolis, and  because  No.  :  northern 
made  up  the  greater  proportion  of  the 
crop  and  hence  had  become  the  popular 
grade  of  the  Northwest.  As  a  result  of 
this  grade,  No.  1  hard  is  now  regarded 
more  as  a  fancy  grade  and  is  sold  mostly 
to  millers  for  mixing  purposes.  No.  i 
northern  has  been  relatively  advanced 
in  price  by  the  change.  This  fact  has 
brought  a  large  amount  of  wheat  here 
from  points  which  formerly  sent  all 
their  wheat  to  Minneapolis. 

For  lower  grades  a  better  market 
has  been  created  here  this  crop  year 
than  formerly.^he  increase  of  the  mill- 
ing industry  here,  making  more  sample 
buying  has  had  a  marked  effect  on  all 
lower  grades.  Another  cause  is  the 
establishment  by  one  of  the  elevator 
companies  of  a  private  elevator  for  cur- 
ing and  mixing  low  grade  stuff.  There 
has  also  been  a  better  foreign  demand 
for  the  lower  grades. 

Duluth  during  the  first  three  months 
of  the  crop  year  received  more  wheat  by 
several  million  bushels  than  Minne- 
apolis, for  prices  here  ruled  from  two  to 
five  cents  a  bushel  above  those  of  that 
city.  Farmers  and  country  elevator 
men,  of  course,  turned  their  wheat  here 
to  take  advantage  of  this  condition  of 
affairs.  Prices  here  are  now  about  one 
cent  above  Minneapolis.  There  was 
nothing  that  could  better  have  shown 
the  benefit  of  the  Duluth  market  to  the 
farmers  of  Minnesota  and  the  Dakotas 
than  this  advance  over  competing  mar- 
kets in  wheat  prices. 

The  high  prices  of  wheat  here  made 
farmers  and  buyers  at  points  naturally 
tributary  to  Minneapolis  anxious  to  send 
their  wheat  here,  and  this,  with  the  com- 
petition of  the  Northern  Pacific  and 
Gteat  Northern  roads  in  or  close  to  their 
territory,  forced  the  Milwaukee  &  St. 
Paul  and  Minneapolis  &  Pacific  to  re- 
duce their  grain  rates,  from  a  large  ex- 
cent  of  territory,  to  Duluth  to  a  level 
with  their  rates  to  Minneapolis.  This 
created  the  great  howl  of  discrimination 
raised  by  tne  Minneapolis  press  and 
Minneapolis  men  which  went  up  awhile 
ago.  For  four  months  efforts  have  been 
made  to  change  these  new  rates  to  a 
more  favorable  basis  for  Minneapolis, 
but  they  have  so  iar  been  unavailing. 
The  movement  of  wheat  to  and  out  of

reight  charges  and  the  price  of  wheat 
on  the  Duluth  board.  While  the 
lake  freights  ruled  higher  this 
year,  Erie  canal  freights  were  also 
higher  and  ocean  '  freights  were 
over  twice  as  much  as  they  were  the  pre- 
vious year.  Duluth  wheat  is  sold  at 
Liverpool,  but  prices  of  our  wheat  are 
not  quoted  in  reports  sent  to  this  side 
because  No.  2  red  and  California  are 
their  speculative  wheats.  London  is  the 
chief  market  for  Duluth  wheat.    A  com- 

§arison  of  prices  here  and  at  London  on 
aturday,  Oct.  31,  will  show  that  there  is 
only  a  fair  profit  in  sending  wheat  to 
Europe  from  here.  On  that  day  No.  i 
northern  cash  closed  here  at  93 Xc,  and 
in  London  at  4 IS  per  quarter.  At  the 
rate  of  exchange  $4.80,  the  London  price 
would  be  $1.23,  a  difference  of  29^c.  It 
would  cost,  according  to  freight  and 
insurance  rates  on  that  day,  the  follow- 
ing amounts  to  get  wheat  from  here  to 
London:

Add  to  this  26f^c  to  the  price  here  and 
it  will  give  $1.19?^,  leaving  but  a  profit 
of  3Hc  to  be  divided  between  the  re- 
ceiver here  and  the  shipper  there.  On 
the  same  day  the  profit  on  No.  i  hard 
would  have  been  5>^c.  Of  course  the 
difference  between  our  market  and  those 
on  the  other  side  varies  much.  Some 
days  prices  here  are  above  the  export- 
able basis,  at  others  there  is  a  good  profit 
in  the  business. 

Coarse  Grains. 
The  business  in  coarse  grains  and  flax 
seed  in  Duluth  has  been  only  fair  this 
year.  Both  corn  and  oats  receipts  were 
smaller  this  year  than  in  1890,  largely  on 
account  of  the  small  crop  of  1890,  the 
movement  of  the  crop  of  1891  to  this 
this  market  not  coming  yet.  In  barley 
and  flax  s^ed  there  was  a  good  increase 
— due  to  the  increased  attention  paid  to 
these  crops  in  the  Northwest  and  because 
Eastern  buyers  begin  to  look  to  Duluth 
for  supplies.  The  figures  for  the  coarse 
grain  movement  here  for  1891  and  1890 
are  as  follows:

The  receipts  of  the  first  four  months 
of  the  crop  year  were  spoken  of  above. 
In  addition  to  these  there  were  received 
here  in  i8qi,  during  the  first  eight 
months,  from  the  crop  of  1890,  about 
7,500,000  bu,  making  a  total  of  40,501,106 
bu  for  the  year,  and  in  addition  2,783,494 
bbls  of  flour,  which  should  be  reduced  to 
wheal  to  show  the  aggregate  movement 
to  and  through  Uuluth  for  the  year.  The 
shipments  of  wheat  for  the  year  were 
3^,817,568  bu  and  3,452,494  bbls  of  flour. 
The  record  of  wheat  shows  by  months 
for  the  calendar  year,  according  to  the 
reports  to  the  board  of  trade,  as  com- 
pared with  1890,  were  as  follows:

Duluth  during  the  fall  was  accompanied 
by  features  of  the  utmost  interest.  It 
took  about  60,000  cars  or  3000  trains  of 
20  cars  each  to  carry  the  wheat  which 
came  here  in  the  four  month  beginning 
Sept.  I,  against  about  32,000  cars  for  the 
whole  of  the  previous  crop  year.  On 
Monday  morning,  Nov.  o,  a  sight  was 
witnessed  in  the  railroad  yards  of  Du- 
luth that  could  be  seen  no  where  else  in 
America.  There  were  in  these  yards 
the  arrivals  since  the  previous  Saturday, 
1605  cars  of  wheat,  awaiting  their  turns 
at  the  elevators.  These  cars  represent- 
ed 80  trains  and  would  make  one  solid 
train  10  miles  long.  The  wheat  in  them 
would  very  nearly  half  fill  the  largest 
grain  elevator  in  the  land,  would  load 
eight  of  the  large  ocean  steamers,  12  of 
the  largest  lake  steamers  and  K  of  aver- 
age size.  It  would  furnish  the  flour  for  a 
year  for  a  city  the  size  of  Detroit  or  Mil- 
waukee if  each  inhabitant  used  a  barrel. 
While  the  wheat  was  coming  in  so  fast 
it  went  out  at  nearly  as  rapid  a  rate  and 
this  made  a  very  heavy  demand  for  lake 
tonnage,  and  sent  Buffalo  rates  way  up. 
At  the  close  of  navigation  they  were  up 
t0  9>2  cents,  the  highest  rate  paid  since 
the  organization  of  the  board  of  trade, 
the  highest  since  the  early  days  of  the 
city  and  of  small  craft,  when  23  cents 
was  paid.  For  a  time  during  the  season 
the  rate  was  down  to  i  %  cents,  the  low- 
est ever  known  here,  so  the  lake  season 
witnessed  the  extremes  of  high  wheat 
rates.  On  the  highest  rates  the  big  lake 
steamers  made  over  $6000  on  a  trip. 
One  day  in  November  732,400  bushels 
were  loaded  out  of  Duluth  elevators  and 
on       one       Tuesday       morning      the 

f>osted  shipments  were  only  a 
ew  bushels  less  than  1,000,000  bushels, 
much  more  direct  export  business  was 
done  by  Duluth  grain  firms  than  in 
previous  years,  the  direot  shipments 
being  to  all  the  countries  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  France,  Holland,  Spain  and 
other  countries. 

Early  in  October  it  was  estimated  by 
a  prominent  exporter  that  of  the  7,000,000 
bushels  of  wheat  that  had  been  shipped 
from  here  from  August  ist,  about  4,000,- 
000  bushels  had  been  sold  for  direct  ex- 
port. These  figures  were  regarded  by 
some  as  too  large,  but  the  propoi;ijn  of 
of  the  wheat  leaving  here  and  Li.und  di- 
rect for  foreign  countries  is  very  large 
while  much  more  is  sold  to  Eastern  ex- 
porting houses  and  bv  them  sent  abroad. 
This  crop  year  the  foreign  buyer  has 
shown  a  tendency  to  buy  directly  from 
the  Duluth  grain  merchant.  In  October 
a  British  house  kept  a  representative 
here  for  three  weeks,  and  in  that  time  he 
probably  bought  2,000,000  bushels.  On 
one  day  his  purchases  were  700,000 
bushels. 

Much  was  said  in  country  papers  dur- 
ing the  fall  about  the  difference  between 
the  prices  of  wheat  at  Duluth  and  Liver- 
pool, and  it  was  charged  that  there  was 
too  great  a  difference,  that  the  farmer 
did  not  get  the  price  here  he  ought.  To 
this  it  need  only  be  said  that  the  Duluth

The  disciples  of  Jacksonian  democ- 
racy were  gathered  in  force  at  the  city 
hall  this  afternoon  and  when  Chairman 
Truelsen  called  the  meeting  to  order  a 
little  after  2  o'clock  the  hall  was  tilled 
with  the  unterrified.

The  Daily  Trade  Bulletin  estimates  that 
there  is  now  an  exportable  surplus  of 
123,000,000  bu  of  wheat,  after  deducting 
the  amount  of  seed  and  comsuniption 
from  crop  production  with  the  reserve. 
This  would  allow  for  exportation  until 
July  I,  4,730,000  bu  weekly, Dagainst 
5,000,000  bu  weekly  during  the  l^st  six 
months.

New  York,  Jan.  16.— The  Recorder 
this  morning  has  a  most  alarming  special 
from  Washington  in  regard  to  the 
Chilean  sitimtion.  All  the  signs,  it  de- 
clares, point  to  war  and  that  within  a 
short  time.  In  speaking  of  the  cabinet 
meeting  held  yesterday,  the  Recorder 
says: 

"  Not  within  a  quarter  of  a  century  has 
a  cabinet  meeting  been  fuller  of  import- 
ant contingencies  than  that  which  was 
held  for  nearly  three  hours  yesteidav. 
The  president  informed  his  cabinet  of 
many  things  he  had  not  mentioned  be- 
fore. Two  weeks  ago  he  directed  that 
e.ich  United  States  consul  in  Chile  be 
called  upon  for  a  confidential  report 
touching  the  sentiments  of  the  people 
where  he  is  stationed  toward  the  United 
States.  These  reports  have  been  arriv- 
for  the  last  week.  They  are  unanimous 
in  stating  that  there  is  an  extremely  un- 
friendly feeling  against  this  country. 

"The  reports  created  a  profound  sen- 
sation. The  President  then  outlined  his 
present  plans.  He  expects  the  lull  re- 
port of  Judge  Advocate  Remey's  investi- 
fjation  by  Tuesday  next.  He  is  fully  in- 
ormed  as  to  what  it  will  contain,  and  is 
preparing  his  message  so  that  it  may  be 
ready  to  go  to  congress  by  Wednesday 
noon.  Though  it  was  not  definitely 
settled,  it  was  understood  that  under  no 
conditions  will  Chille  be  allowed  to  go 
beyond  this  month  in  replying  to  the 
American  demand.

A  Orave  and  Serious  Meeting- 
"It  was  a  grave  and  very  seriou$  meet- 
ing. Every  man  present  felt  his  respon- 
sibility to  the  country,"  said  a  cabinet 
minister  last  night.  "One  incident  was 
interesting.  The  President  spoke  very 
strongly  of  the  attitude  of  the  Southern 
congressmen  towards  the  administration 
during  this  crisis.  Mr.  Herbert,  said  he, 
has  introduced  a  resolution  repealing  the 
act  forbidding  ex-confederates  to  be  ap- 

f)ointed    in    the  army  or  navy.       I  have 
avored  it,  and  now  I  hope  that  every  re- 
publican will  vote  for  its  passage. 

Secretary  Tracy  had  been  directed  to 
report  at  once  the  number  of  war  ves- 
sels ready  for  service  and  within  a  few 
days'  sail  of  Valparaiso.  The  vessels, 
Secretary  Tracy  informed  the  cabinet, 
are  in  first-class  fightme  trim.  This 
makes  13  of  the  best  vessels  the  United 
States  own  all  concentrated  within  easy 
distance  of  Chilean  ports  and  it  was 
said  last  night  that  the  Miantonomah 
would  be  sent  to  guard  the  Straits  of 
Magellan. 

Recruits  Are  Coming  Forward. 
"The  navy  is  not  alone  interested  in 
the  new  and  startling  developments. 
Confidential  orders  were  issued  to  the 
general  superintendent  of  recruiting  at 
New  York  yesterday  to  accept  every 
available  man  fit  for  artillery  or  infantry. 
Gen.  Schoficid  intends  filling  up  the  in- 
fantry regiments  to  their  maximum  of 
1000  rank  and  hie.  Recruits  arc  coming 
forward  in  unusual  numbers  just  now, 
and  the  reports  arc  that  300  were  accep- 
ted from  four  stations  alone  this  week. 

"Everything  now  looks  like  trouble. 
Nothing  except  an  apology  from  Chile 
will  prevent  it  and  the  South  American 
ministers  here  declare  that  President 
Montt  will  not  dare  to  offer  it.  They 
say  his  people  would  despise  him  if  he 
did." 

A  DIRECT  CONTRADICTION. 


ExtMsrts  Large,  Money  Plenty,  Trade 
Active  With  Business  Failures  Bean- 
tifullv  Less. 

New  York,  Jan.    16.— R.  G.    Dun   & 
Co.'s  weeklv  review  of  trade  says:     The 
exports  in  December  were  probably  the 
largest  ever  known,  and  overshadow  all 
other  features  in    the    commercial    situ- 
ation.    They    insure    large    supplies  of 
money  if  ever  needed,  but  at  present  the 
markets  are  everywhere    well    supplied 
except  at  Southern    points,    and    oetter 
supplied  there  than  a  week  ago.     Treas- 
ury disbursements  have  been  large  and 
there  is  no  reason    to  expect    a    lack  in 
the  supply  of  money.    Another    fact    of 
large  importance  is  that  the    iron  output 
was  not  diminished  in    December    as  is 
usual,  owing  to  the  stoppage  of  furnaces 
during  the  holidays,  but  was  188.082  tons 
weekly  against    188,135    on    Dec.  i   and 
167,599  a  year  ago.    The  market  is  fairly 
active,    though    the     enormous    output 
gives  buyers  an  advantage. 

The  wool  production  last  year  is  esti- 
mated as  considerably  larger  than  that 
of  the  year  before,  but  the  stocks  on 
hand  are  somewhat  larger,  indicating 
that  the  consumption  in  i8c)i  has  been 
about  the  same  as  in  1890.  The  market 
shows  no  important  changes.  At  Balti- 
more exports  of  breadstuffs  for  the  last 
six  months  of  1891  were  in  value  $155,- 
989,103,  a  gain  or  mortf  than  $100,000,000 
over  last  year. 

Pittsburgh  reports  no  change  in  the 
iron  market  though  prices  for  finished 
iron  are  growing  stronger.  At  Cleveland 
trade  is  larger  ihan  a  year  ago,  though 
in  some  lines  inactive,  and  the  tide 
seems  to  have  turned  in  pig  iron  and 
ore.  At  Chicago  sales  of  dry  goods, 
clothing  and  shoes  are  larger  than  a  year 
ago,  some  increase  is  seen  in  barley,  25 
per  cent  in  cattle,  a  third  in  flour,  corn, 
oats  and  hides,  while  receipts  of  wheat 
and  dressed  beef  are  double  last  year's, 
but  decrease  appears  in  cured 
meets,  lard  and  cheese,  and 
wool  receipts  are  only  half 
as  large  as  a  year  ago.  Trade  at  St. 
Louis  is  helped  by  colder  weather  and 
at  Milwaukee  and  St.  Paul.  At  Minne- 
apolis the  flour  output  is  178,000  barrels 
for  the  week  against  1 10,000  a  year  ago, 
and  at  Duluth  sales  amounted  to  g2o,- 
000,000.  New  Orleans  cotton  shows 
some  improvement  and  sugar  is  stcidy, 
with  money  in  more  active  demand. 
Depression  of  business  at  the  South  on 
account  of  low  price  of  cotton  still  con- 
tinues. Cotton  fell  to  7.37  cents  during 
the  week,  the  lowest  price  for  43  years, 
but  has  since  recovered  to  7.56  cents, 
though  receipts  and  stocks  are  remark- 
ably large. 

The  business  failures  occurring 
throughout  the  country  during  the  last 
seven  days,  number  for  the  United  States 
287  and  Canada  47,  or  a  total  of  330,  as 
compared  with  a  total  of  435  last  week 
(eight  days)  and  329  the  week  previous 
to  the  last.  For  the  corresponding  week 
of  last  year  the  figures  were  411  repre- 
senting 360  failures  in  the  United  States 
and  51  in  Canada.

Advices  From  Valparaiso  Give  Assur- 
ances of  an  Amicable  Settlement. 

New  York,  Jan.  16.— The  Herald's 
Valparaiso  dispatch  this  morning  is  in 
direct  contradiction  to  those  received 
here  from  Washington.  It  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

"There  has  been  a  decided  improve- 
ment in  the  situation  within  the  past  24 
hours.  There  is  now  no  war  talk  in 
Valparaiso  amon^  those  whose  opinions 
have  weight  with  the  government. 
Minister  Montt  has  cabled  from  Wash- 
ington that  he  has  assurances  of  an  early 
settlement  of  the  questions  arising  from 
the  assault  upon  the  Baltimore's  seamen 
and  the  minister  of  foreign  afTairs  here 
has  assured  Minister  Egan  that 
the  Chilean  government  will  pun- 
ish all  the  persons  who  have 
msulted  Americans.  I  am  told  on  semi- 
official authority  that  Minister  Montt  at 
Washington  has  been  instructed  to  act 
in  the  most  conciliatory  manner.  Under 
these  instructions  he  will  avoid  all  difh- 
culties  that  might  bring  about,  war.  Min- 
ister Egan  now  meets  with  great  consid- 
eration when  visitine  the  Moneda.  Dip- 
lomatic cavaliers  acknowledge  his  suc- 
cess. 

"A  Chilean  squadron  of  three  ships 
and  one  torpedo  boat  will  start  on  a 
cruise  next  Tuesday.  They  will  sail 
with  sealed  orders  and  their  destination 
is  not  publicly  known.  It  is  notorious 
that  the  vessels  of  the  Chilean  navy  have 
not  their  full  compliment  of  officers  and 
men." 

"War  Rnmors  Unfounded. 
There  seems  to  be  no  good  foundation 
for  the  war  rumors  circulated  last  night. 
Yesterday's  cabinet  meetmg,  instead  of 
being  three  hours  long,  as  one  of  them 
stated,  was  but  an  hour  and  a  quarter  in 
duration.  So  far  as  can  be  learned,  none 
of  the  sensational  incidents  reported  oc- 
curred. Both  the  state  and  navy  depart- 
ments were  in  receipt  of  communications 
from  Chile  today,  but  the  officials  state 
that  they  contain  nothing  of  unusual  im- 
portance. The  fact  that  the  dispatches 
were  received,  however,  is  satisfactory 
evidence  that  Minister  Egan  has  not  ab- 
andoned his  post,  as  a  telegram  to  the 
London  Times  led  some  persons  to  infer. 


Accorded  EgyDt's  New  Khedive  Upon 
His  Arrival  at  Alexandria. 

Alkxanijkia,  Jan.  16.— Prince  Abbas, 
the  new  khedive  of  Egypt,  arrived  off 
this  port  shortly  before  midnight.  At  8 
o'clock  this  morning  the  vessel  having 
the  young  khedive  on  board  steamed  in- 
to the  harbor  escorted  by  several  British 
warships  amid  the  thundering  of  guns 
from  the  forts  and  British  an<J  Egyptian 
ships  assembled  therein. 

Prince  Abbas  received  the  expres- 
sions of  sympathy  and  of  congratulation 
of  the  Egyptian  and  foreign  officials 
with  commendable  ease  and  modesty 
and  landed  for  the  first  time  as  the  khe- 
dive of  Egypt  upon  his  native  soil.  He 
was  received  with  the  utmost  enthusiasm 
by  the  Egyptian  populace  and  by  the 
foreigners  and  was  entertained  at  a  ban- 
quet where  all  the  prominent  British 
and-  Egyptian  officia.s  of  Alexandria 
and  Cairo  were  present.  At  10  a.  m.  the 
new  khedive  proceeded  by  rail  to  Cairo.

Which  Will  Occur   Tuesday  Next, 
be  of  the  Most  Solemn  Character. 

London,  Jan.  16.-  It  has  been  finally 
decided  that  the  funeral  of  Cardinal 
Manning  shall  be  held  at  the  Brompton 
oratory  on  Thursday  next.  The  services 
will  begin  at  11  o'clock  a.  m.  Requiem 
mass  will  be  said  by  Hon.  Wm.  Clifford, 
bishop  of  Clifton,  and  the  sermon  will  be 
preached  by  Rt.  Rev.  John  C.  Hedelev, 
bishop  of  Newport.  The  music  will  be 
Gregorian  and  sung  entirely  by  the 
clergy;  it  will  be  of  the  most  severe  and 
solemn  character.  The  church,  which  is 
one  of  the  most  beautiful  in  London,  will 
be  shrouded  in  black.  A  lofty  catafalque 
has  been  erected  in  the  center  aisle 
around  which  the  lighted  candles  will  be 
placed  and  on  which  the  casket  contain- 
ing the  remains  will  be  deposited.  The 
ceremonies  will  be  of  the  most  elaborate 
character  and  are  expected  to  last  about 
two  hours  and  a  half. 

On  Tuesday  night  the  body  will  be 
transferred  to  the  oratory,  where  it  will 
lie  in  state  a  dav  longer  and  be  exposed 
to  the  view  or  the  public.  A  limited 
number  of  people  were  admitted  today 
to  the  late  cardinal's  residence  to  view 
the  body. 

Destructive  Fire  at  Oscoda. 
OscooA,  Mich.,  Jan.  16. — The  most  de- 
structive fire  Au  Sable  has  ever  suffered 
started  in  the  dry  goods  store  of  Uan 
Rosenthal  &  Co.  at  8:45  last  evening 
and  was  not  gotten  under  control  until  i 
o'clock  this  morning  after  lo  buildings 
had  been  burned.  All  hyarants  were 
frozen  up,  delaying  the  fire  department 
half  an  hour  in  getting  the  first  water  on. 
The  heaviest  losers  are  Rosenthal  &  Co. 
and  Wilcox  &  Richards,  $20,000  each. 
River  street  this  morning  for  a  distance 
of  1500  feet  is  a  desolate  place.  The 
loss  on  buildings  and  stock  is  estimated 
at  $75,000,  partially  insured. 

The  Royal  FtmeraL 
London.  Jan.  16.— According  to  the 
present  indications  the  funeral  of  the 
duke  of  Clarence,  the  late  heir  presump- 
tive to  the  throne  of  England,  who  died 
on  Thursday  morning  at  Sandringham, 
will  take  place  on  Wednesday  next. 
The  final  funeral  services  will,  it  is  ex- 
pected, take  place  in  St.  George's  chapel, 
Windsor  castle,  as  soon  after  noon  as 
the  arrival  there  of  the  body  will  permit.

World's  Fair  Expenditures. 

Chicag%  Ian.  i6.— According  to  Aud- 
itor W.  K.  Akerman's  figures  the  total 
receipts  of  the  Columbian  exposition  to 
Jan.  I  were  $3,523,518  and  the  expendi- 
tures $2,647,400.  Of  the  latter  amount 
$2,101,911  was  paid  out  by  the  construc- 
tion department. 

In  the  foreign  department  the  audi- 
tor's report  shows  that  nearly  $50,000  has 
been  spent  in  South  America,  a  greater 
sum  than  has  been  disbur»cd  in  all  other 
countries  combined. 


Washington,  Jan.  16.— There  seems 
to  be  a  general  belief  among  members  of 
the  house  that  the  Holman  anti-subsidy 
and  anti-special  appropriation  resolu- 
tions do  not  mean  as  much  as  they  seem. 
There  is  much  fear  among  Illinois  mem- 
bers that  the  resolutions  may  prevent 
additional  appropriations  for  the  World's 
fair.  Mr.  Holman  has  been  asked  by  a 
number  of  members  whether  the  resolu- 
tions will  cut  off  any  appropriations  for 
the  fair. 

Speaking  of  this  he  said:  "I  cannot 
answer  the  question  without  giving  the 
matter  more  consideration.  The  resolu- 
tion confines  the  house  to  expenditures 
for  the  departments.  This  government 
is  one  of  aepartments  and  every  cent 
that  is  expended  ought  to  be  through 
and  by  some  department.  If  the  fair 
can  be  construed  to  be  part  of  the  gov- 
ernment an  appropriation  for  it  may 
possibly  come  within  the  terms  of  the 
resolution,  if  such  is  the  wish  of  the 
house." 

"Then,  in  your  own  mind  the  resolu- 
tion is  not  positively  against  the  appro- 
priation?" 

"No,  nor  is  it  intended  to  defeat  any 
proper  expenditure  of  money." 

"Would  you  oppose  any  appropriation 
for  new  ships.'" 

"I  don't  know  as  it  would  go  as  far  as 
that,  but  it  certainly  would  be  well  to 
complete  some  of  our  undertakings  with- 
out laying  down  too  many  lines  of  new 
expenditures.  There  is  not  only  a 
general  sentiment  throughout  the  coun- 
try in  favor  of  a  more  economical  admin- 
istration of  affairs,  but  we  are  threatened 
by  an  actual  deficit  in  the  treasury.  The 
sinking  fund,  it  must  be  remembered,  is 
a  pledge  of  the  American  people  that 
the  public  debt  will  be  paid  as  quickly 
as  possible,  and  it  should  be  paid  each 
year." 

"How  about  river  and  harbor  im- 
provements?" 

"I  am  in  favor  of  a  moderate  river  and 
harbor  bill,  but  1  do  not  think  it  ought 
to  go  over  $M,ooo,ooo  or  $12,000,000." 

Senator  Palmer  does  not  think  the 
Holman  resolution  will  have  any  effect 
on  the  application  of  Chicago  for  the  ap- 
propriation for  $5,000,000  for  the  Worlas 
fair.  "The  fair  has  passed  beyond  the 
wildest  dreams  of  even  the  most  san- 
guine," said  he.  Chicago  has  kept  her 
pledge  —more  than  kept  it — and  this  ad- 
ditional expense  is  necessary  by  reason 
of  the  enlargement  of  the  plans  of  the 
exposition," 

Into  a  Raging  Furnace. 
iRONwof)!),  Mich.,  Jan.  16.— G.  C. 
Baker,  employed  in  McCiossen's  mill 
here,  met  with  a  frightful  death  yester- 
day. He  was  engaged  in  throwing  refuse 
upon  a  runway  which  carries  the  fuel 
into  the  furnace,  when  he  accidentally 
slipped  and  fell..  His  foot  caught  in  one 
of  the  cleats  of  the  runway  and  before 
the  machinery  could  be  stopped  and  the 
man  extricated  from  his  position  he  was 
carried  head  foremost  into  the  raging 
furnace.  All  attempts  to  check  the 
flames  were  in  vain  and  before  the  fires 
were  finally  extinguished  the  man's  body 
was  completely  cremated.  He  was  a 
young  man  and  leaves  a  widow  and  two 
children. 


Grave  Charpes  Made  in  Relation  to  the 
N.  P.  Wreck  of  Yesterday. 

It  is  said  today  that  some  very  grave 
charges  will  be  made  before  the  coron- 
er's jury  which  will  investigate  the 
Northern  Pacific  wreck  of  vesterday  by 
which  Mrs.  Ed.  Andrews  and  Miss  Wal- 
lace lost  their  lives.  One  of  the  allega- 
tions will  be  that  the  wreck  was  not 
caused  by  a  broken  rail  at  all,  but  that 
it  was  due  to  the  criminal  negligence  of 
some  one  connected  with  the  road. 

A  Herald  reporter  was  today  informed 
by  a  gentleman  who  was  at  Brainerd 
yesterday  and  who  investigated  the 
matter,  that  the  sleeping  car  was  one 
which  for  some  time  had  been  con- 
denmed  as  unfit  for  use  and  dangerous 
on  account  of  a  weakness  of  the  trucks. 
It  was  given  to  the  Andrews  company 
on  account  of  a  scarcity  of  cars  ana  al- 
though its  dangerous  condition  was  well 
known,  the  desperate  chance  of  its  mak- 
ing the  trip  in  safety  was  taken.  There 
had  been  another  small  wreck  near  by 
and  in  a  caboose  near  at  hand  were 
15  laborers  who  by  fortunate  chance 
were  able  to  at  once  begin  the  work  of 
rescue.  But  for  this  fact,  for  they  re- 
moved the  roof  of  the  Pullman  with  tools 
in  their  possession,  not  «  person  in  the 
car  could  have  escftped  alive.  This 
chance  alone  averted  one  of  the  worst 
disasters  ever  known  in  Minnesota. 

If  the  facts  are  as  alleged,  the  story 
being  in  part  confirmed  by  a  railroad 
man  who  was  on  the  scene,  the  coroner's 
jury  will  be  very  likely  to  make  serious 
trouble  for  the  person  or  persons  guilty 
of  the  terrible  negligence  which  cost  two 
lives  and  imperiled  40  others. 

With  regard  to  the  sleeper  the  diffi- 
culty is  said  to  have  been  that  on  ac- 
count of  a  lack  of  equilibrium  or  an  im- 
perfect adjustment  of  the  trucks  the 
sleeper  was  entirely  uns.ife,  and  that 
conductors  have  often  refused  to  draw  it 
for  fear  it  would  leave  the  track  and  de- 
rail other  cars  in  the  train.  The  tragedy 
is  one  wliich  will  be  searchingly  investi- 
gated and  which  apparently  promises 
sensational  results.

U.VFOl'NDF.D  FEARS. 
The  Herald  is  in  receipt  of  a  marked 
copy  of  the  Toledo  Blade  containing  a 
communication  from  Samuel  R.  Backus, 
a  well-known  grain  and  elevator  man  of 
that  city,  regarding  the  proposed  deep 
waterway  from  Duluth  to  the  sea,  to- 
gether with  a  lengthy  editorial  on  the 
same  subject. 

Mr.  Backus  opposes  the  proposed 
deep  waterway  on  the  ground  that  the 
deepening  of  the  connecting  links  be- 
tween the  lakes  would  result  in  the 
lowering  of  the  surface  of  the  lake  tn 
that  extent,  thus  'rendering  many  im- 
portant harbors  useless.  He  recognizes, 
however,  the  necessity  for  larger  boats 
that  will  afiFord  cheaper  transportation, 
and  suggests  that  they  be  built  longer 
and  wider  rather  than  deeper.  He  also 
urges  that  lake  navigation  should  not  be 
arbitrarily  closed  on  Nov.  30. 

The  Blade  discusses  the  subject  along 
the  same  line,  and  says  that  so  far  as  it 
is  aware  the  point  raised  by  Mr.  Backus 
has  heretofore  been  entirely  overlooked. 
It  holds  that  the  lakes  are  great  ^pres- 
sions  in  the  earth's  surface  whose  waters 
overflow    at    the    lowest   point  and  thus 
pass  on  in  their  course    through   the   St. 
Lawrence.      As  a  remedy  to  offset  the 
effect  of  the  deepening  of  the  channel  it 
suggests  that  the  channel  might  be  made 
narrower    so    that  the  volume  of  water 
passing  through  would  not  be  increased. 
It  would   seem   that   the  subject  is  not 
fully     comprehended     by     either    Mr. 
Backus    or      the      Blade.      The     point 
they      raise        has       been       discussed 
here      more      or      less    in 
the     final     and     universal 
being  that  the  result  they  fear  could  not 
come  from  such  a    cause.     In    the    first 
place    it  IS  not  proposed  to  enlarge  the 
natural  channels,  but  to  deepen  artificial 
ones  which    will    have  .  no    appreciable 
effect  on  the  flow  of  water.    At  the  Sault, 
for  example,  the  deepening  of  the  canal 
with  its  locks  would  in  no  way  affect  the 
water    passing    over    the    rapids  in  the 
natural  channel,  and  could  not  therefore 
affect  the  depth  of  water  in   the   harbors 
on    Lake    Superior.    So,    too,    with  the 
channel  through  the  St.  Claire  flats,  it  is 
but    a    narrow  ditch    in  the  bottom  of  a 
sluggish      body     of      water     and     can 
in       no      way      increase       the       flow 
from    the    upper    lakes    for     the    mud 
scooped  up   in  one   place  is  dumped  in 
another  merely    leaving'  the   proverbial 
hole  in  the  bottom  of  the  sea.    The  fears 
of  our  neighbors  down  the  lakes   are  ut- 
terly without  foundation,  though   it   may 
be    conceded    that  when    in    a    million 
years  or  more  the  rocks  of  Niagara    are 
washed  away   only    a   channel    through 
Lake  Erie  will  be  left,  that  Toledo  won't 
be  in  it,  and  that    Duluth  the  solid  and 
superb  will  be  handling  the    entire  busi- 
ness at  the  old  stand.    So  let    the    boats 
be  deep  as  well  as  long  and  wide,  and 
let  Toledo  join    hands  with  the   Zenith 
city    in    the    triumphant    voyage  of  the 
merchant  armada  to  the  sea.

on  the  purchase    of    such    quantities  of 
wheat  .is    it    consumes.     Its   profits  on 
the  larger  capacity  should    be    propor- 
tionately increasea.     It    has  built  store- 
houses in  Duluth  for  the  storage  of  near- 
ly 100,000  barrels  of  flour  and   it   has  an 
Lastern  depot  at  Buffalo    with   storage 
room  for  50,000  barrels,  which  ^it    is  in- 
creasing to  loo.ooo.     It  has  its  own  ele- 
vator and  its  business  approximates  that 
of  a  great  bank  as  well  as    a    manufac- 
turing institution.     It    distributes   about 
$7000  per  month  in  wages,  and  employs, 
incidentally,  about  50  men  in  a  separate 
institution  making  its  barrels.

The  memory  of  man  runneth  not  back 
to  the  time  when    Duluth    was    not    re- 
garded as  a  flattering    location    for    the 
manufacture  of  flour,     It  was  for  years  a 
favorite  theme  for  talk   and   newspaper 
coment  and  everyone  except  the  Minne- 
apolis   millers   figured  it  out  as  plain  as 
Lake  Superior  that    more    money  could 
be  made  in  the   flouring    business   here 
than  at  any  point    on  the  American  con- 
tinent.    But  no  one  made  any  flour  here, 
and    year    by    year    the  golden  river  of 
wheat  flowed  to    Duluth  from  the  West,  l 
paid  its  little  tribute  to  commission  man  | 
and  elevator,  and    insurance  agent,  and 
vessel    broker,    flowed   on  East  again  to 
be  ground  into  flour  somewhere   beyond 
us.     Year  after  year  the   product  of    the 
enterprising  millers  of  Minneapolis  rolled 
into  our  warehouses  and  out  of   them  to 
the  cavernous  holds  of   our    vessels,    in 
constantly  increasing    tide,    but   Duluth 
did  not  swell  this   tide.     But    at    length 
the   Duluth,    South    Shore    &    Atlantic 
railway  was  built  and  guaranteed  freight 
rates  to  the  East  in   the  winter  at  a  rate 
as   low    as    was    allowed    Minneapolis. 
Then    there  was    something  tangible  to 
show,  for  in  the  eight   months  of    yearly 
navigation    it  was   evident   that  lo  to  15 
cents  on  every  barrel  of  flour  made  here 
could    be    saved  in  freight  over  Minne- 
apolis,   or    any  other    city.     Soon  B.  C. 
Church,"   a    miller    from    the  interior  of 
Illinois,  came  to   Duluth   to  buy  lumber 
for    a    small    flour     mill     he    intended 
to   erect    somewhere   out    West.     K.  S. 
Munger,  always  enthusiastic  on  the  mill- 
ing possibilities,    induced    him    to   stay 
here.    They    formed    a    company,    Mr. 
Munger  secured    the    capital,    and    the 
Duluth  Imperial  Mill   company  was    or- 
ganized.   The  mill,  located  on  the    east 
side  of    Rice's    Point,    began    to    grind 
about  1500  barrels    a    day,  a    little    less 
than  two  years  ago.     At   once,  and    in  a 
manner  almost  unaccountable,  certainly 
not  expected  by  the  most  sanguine  of  its 

Brojectors,  its  product  became  famous, 
'uluth  wheat  was  known  everywhere  as 
the  best  in  the  world,  why  should  not 
Duluth  flour  be  also  the  best?  So  the 
world  tried  it,  and  its  future  was  as- 
sured. 

Since  then    the    Imperial   has    grown 
marvelously  until    U   stands    today    the 
greatest  single    mill   in    the   world,     hs 
product  was  in  such    demand    from  the 
start  that  a  year  ago  its  capacity  was  in- 
creased to  2500  barrels  daily.     This   did 
not  fill  the  want  so  last  summer  the  com- 
pany contracted  for  3500    barrels    more 
capacity  and  a  looo-horse  power  engine. 
All  this  is  in,  and  the  great  engine,  built 
in  Duluth,  is  running  successfully.     The 
Imperial  mill  has,  therefore,  a  daily   ca- 
pacity of  over  6000  barrels    of    flour    or 
more      than        four      times      what      it 
had     two    years    ago.     The      Pillsbury 
"A"  mill  in  Minneapolis,  heretofore    the 
biggest   in  the  world,  has   a  daily  capa- 
city of   about   5800   barrels,  and   all   the 
Pillsbury  mills  ground  a  daily  average 
last   year  of  gooo  barrels,  or  half   more 
than  the  Imperial  will  now  turn  out. 

Shortly  after  the  Imperial,  the  Duluth 
Roller  mill  was  started  with  a  daily 
capacity  of  400  barrels,  and  it  has 
steadily  kept  at  work,  winning  a  name 
and  a  reputation  for  splendid  flour, 
grinding  day  and  night  and  Sunday 
month  after  month.  It  has  secured  a 
market  in  the  East  and  in  Europe,  and 
besides  its  own  product  sells  as  much 
more,  which  it  buys  from  mills  in  the  in- 
terior. Its  conservative  owners,  Messrs. 
Gill  A:  Wright,  are  now  forced  to  in- 
crease their  capacitv  nearly  three-fold, 
and  Mr.  Wright  is  now  in  the  East  to 
make  arrangements  for  making  this  a 
looo-barrel  mill.  This  they  will  do  dur- 
ing the  present  year. 

Encouraged  by  the  success  attained 
by  the  Duluth  pioneers,  certain  real 
estate  men  and  land  companies  of  Su- 
perior city  have  attempted  to  secure 
mills  for  that  city  and  by  the  payments 
of  very  large  cash  bonuses  induced  mill 
men  to  forego  the  advantages  of  Duluth 
and  locate  two  mills  there.  One  of  these, 
at  West  Superior,  will  probably  begin 
grinding  during  the  present  year,  its 
capacity  being  estimated  at  1200 
barrels  daily  with  room  in  the  building 
for  as  much  more  when  demanded.  The 
other  mill,  to  be  located  at  Old  Superior, 
has  not  yet  been  started,  but  probably 
will  be  soon  and  will  be  operating  by 
the  spring  of  1893.  ^t  will  have  an  in- 
itial capacity  of  1500  barrels  and  an  ulti- 
mate ability  of  grinding  4000  barrels 
daily.  There  is  also  a  small  mill  at  Su- 
perior, built  10  years  ago,  before  the 
age  of  bonused  mdustries,  that  has 
never  run  successfully  and  has  been  idle 
nearly  all  the  time  since  its  erection. 

There  is,  therefore  in  sight  at  the  head 
of  the  lake,  for  early  fulfillment,  the  fol- 
lowing milling  capacity.

But  scant  justice  was  done  in  the  pub- 
lished mention  to  the  company  given  on 
Wednesday  evening   by  Mrs.  Giles  Gil- 
bert at  her  home  on   East    First    street. 
It  was  the  most  elaborate  function  of  the 
week  and    none    more    enjoyable    have 
been   given    during    the    season.     Very 
elaborate    in    idea  it  was    at    the    same 
time    particularly    successful    in  execu- 
tion.    It  was  an  undertaking  about  equal 
in  magnitude   to    a  "dinner    dance."    A 
company    of     nearly     100,    comprising 
almost  the  entire  list  of  those  who  make 
up  the  social  life  of  Duluth,  was    invited 
and  tea  was  served  early  in  the   evening 
for  nearly    70.     Later    there    was    pro- 
gressive euchre  at  a  multitude  of  tables. 
Appropriate  and    handsome    prizes   re- 
warded   the    successful    players,  but  no 
one  was  without  a  souvenir  of  the  pleas-  | 
ant  evening.     Partners  were    chosen    by 
matching  ribbons,  of    different  shades  to 
designate    the  various   tables,   and  each 
Set    of    two    decorated  with  a  design  in 
hand  painting.    A  list  of  those  present  is 
almost    unnecessary    since    it  would  in- 
clude nearly  everyone  of    social    prom- 
inence in  the  city.

This  capacity  will  give  the  cities  of 
Duluth  and  Superior  a  united  capacity 
second  only  to  that  of  Minneapolis.  It 
will  mean  that  every  day  in  the  year, 
summer  and  winter,  over  42,000  bushels, 
or  80  carloads  of  whdat  will  be  taken 
from  the  flood  that  streams  by  our  doors 
and  made  to  pay  tribute  not  alone  to  the 
commission  man  and  elevator  but  to  the 
manufacturing  genius  and  determined 
will  of  these  cities.  Forty-two  thousand 
bushels  a  dayl  Four  or  five  ship 
loads  a  week,  four  or  five  cargoes  of 
flour  that  will  load  from  mills  located  di- 
rectly on  the  water-front,  with  their  back 
doors  connected  by  rails  of  steel  to  the 
farms  in  the  granary  of  the  continent. 
Other  mill  projects  are  afoot.  The  Im- 
perial will  in  the  next  12  months  make 
arrangements  to  begin  the  duplication  of 
its  present  plant  in  the  same  manner  it 
has  built  its  present  capacity.  A  move- 
ment is  on  foot  now  to  locate  on  Rices 
Point,  near  the  Imperial,  a  mill  that 
will  have  a  building  large  enough  to  hold 
machinery  for  grinding  7000  barrels  a 
day  and  will  start  business  with  a  ca- 
pacity of  about  2000.  This  it  is  hoped  to 
begin  in  the  spring. 

A  few  words  as  to  the  profit  of  milling 
at  Duluth,  to  which  many  vague  refer- 
ences have  been  made,  may  not  be 
amiss,  and  for  this  the  Imperial,  as  being 
the  pioneer  as  well  as  the  largest  mill  at 
the  head  of  the  lake,  is  taken  as  an  ex- 
ample. It  has  paid,  from  the  very  start, 
semi-annual  cash  dividends  of  5 
per  cent,  it  distributed  out 
of  the  first  years  profits  a  goodly  stock 
dividend  prior  to  an  increase  of  paid  in 
capital  to  $518,000,  and  it  has  since  ac- 
cumulated a  surplus  so  large  that  it  is

Declines  to  Cbase  the  Star-Kjed 

Godess  of  Reform. 


The  hall  which  echoed  yesterday  to 
democratic  victory  was  waked  today  by 
the  remarks  of  the  city  farmer,  known  as 
the  "alliance  man."  Despite  the  severe 
storm  and  the  fact  that  the  program  had 
been  carefully  arranged,  there  was 
a  jjood  attendance  and  a 
considerable  degree  of  interest. 
The  cohvention  was  called  to  order  at 
2:30  by  A.  T.  Scarlet,  who  read  the  call 
and  asked  for  the  nominations  for  tem- 
porary officers.  A.  C.  Parsons  was 
chosen  temporary  chairman  and  A.  F. 
Rudolph  temporary  secretary.  On  mo- 
tion the  following  committee  on  creden- 
tials was  appointed:  Messrs.  Scarlett, 
Canning  ana  Brown.  On  permanent  or- 
ganization the  committee  was  made  up 
of  Messrs.  Osburn,  Haker  and  Haskins. 
It  was  decided  while  waiting  for  re- 
ports from  these  committees  that  a  set  of 
resolutions  would  be  a  very  proper  thing 
and  the  following  committee  was  named 
to  formulate  a  set:  Messrs.  Rudolph, 
Hjelm  and  Blanchard. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  cre- 
dentials showed  that  at  the  ward 
caucuses  last  night  the  following  dele- 
gates were  elected  and  entitled  to  seats 
in  the  convention:

The  report  of  the  committee  on  cre- 
dentials was  received,  and  on  motion  the 
members  of  the  city  committee  were 
made  delegates  at  lar^e.  .Some  ab- 
sences were  reported  and  on  motion  the 
chairmen  of  the  ward  delegations  were 
empowered  to  cast  the  full  vote  of  the 
ward. 

The  committee  on  permanent  organi- 
zation reported  in  favor  of  making  the 
temporary  officers  permanent  ard  re- 
ported also  an  order  of  business  by  which 
the  report  of  the  committee  on  resolu- 
tions was  made  to  proceed  the  nomina- 
tion of  officers. 

The  resolutions  set  forth  four  declara- 
tions: 

1.  An  endorsement  of  the  state  and 
national  platforms. 

2.  The  strict  enforcement  of  all  laws 
on  the  statute  book. 

3.  The  abolition  of  the  contract  system 
in  city  work. 

4.  That  no  more  city  franchises  be 
granted. 

Chairman  Parsons  read  a  neat  little 
essay  on  municipal  politics,  which  was 
received  with  polite  attention,  and  then 
Mr.  Parsins  had  fullillcd  this  duty  which 
he  always  feels  due  from  him  on  such  oc- 
casions, the  convention  was  ready  to 
proceed  to  business.

A.  Barnum;  Fourth  ward,  Alex.  Craw- 
ford; Fifth  ward,  C.  O.  Nelson;  Sixth 
ward,  T.  B.  Perry. 

Nominations  for  mayor  were  called 
for  and  Mr.  Rudolph  presented  the 
name  of  M.  J.  Davis.  Tlie  nomination  was 
seconded  from  all  parts  of  the  hall  and 
as  expected  was  made*  by  acclamation. 
Chas.  Canning  and  Henry  Haskins  were 
appointed  as  a  committee  to  wait  on  Mr. 
Davis,  who  appeared  and  thanked  the 
convention. 

R.  S.  Powell  was  nominated  on  the 
third  ballot  ior  munihipal  judge.  E.  L. 
Winje  will  probably  be  named  for 
special  judge. 

Mr.  Davis  was  seen  before  the  nomina- 
tion was  made  and  asked  what  would  be 
his  attitude  in  regard  to  it.  As  usual,  he 
refused  to  make  any  statement  for  pub- 
lication, but  from  what  he  said  and  from 
other  sources,  there  is  no  doubt  but  that 
he  will  accept.  "If  a  candidate,"  Mr. 
Davis  said,  "I  shall  conduct  my  cam- 
paign upon  the  platform  adopted  when  I 
was  a  candidate  before.  My  policy  will 
be  the  same  as  heretofore.  I  have  made 
some  errors,  which  would  be  remedied, 
but  I  see  no  reason  for  a  radical  change. 
I  sav  now  as  I  have  said  that  if  the  re- 
publicans could  have  assured  me  that  a 
man  would  be  nominated  who  would 
carry  out  my  policy,  I  would  have  with- 
drawn. I  am  not  certain  I  would  not 
have  made  place  for  Mr.  Towne.  As 
the  circumst^Lnces  now  are,  my  duty  in 
the  case  seems  plain."

Washington,   Jan.    18.— The    demo- 
cratic committee  will  meet  in  Washing- 
ton next  Thursday  to  select  the  place  for 
holdinjj    |he    next    national  convention. 
During   the    next    two    days    the  early 
morning  trains  arriving  here  will   bring 
large  delegations   of  boomers  from  the 
various  cities  competing  for  the  honor. 
Cincinnati's  advance   guard  arrived  to- 
day and  have  headquarters  at  the  Arling- 
ton.     Milwaukee,     Kansas    City,    New 
York,  San   Francisco  and   St.  Paul  will 
also  have  headquarters  at  the  Arlington. 
Mayor   .Sommcrs  and   W.  A.  Walker,  of 
the    Milwaukee   delegation,  are  already 
here.       Delegations    from    Kansas  City, 
Indianapolis,  .San    Francisco    and    New 
I'ork  will  be  here  tomorrow.      St.  Paul 
has    a    delegation    here    and  it  will   be 
strengthened  by  a  committee  from   Min- 
neapolis.      Mr.    Michael    Doran,   of  St. 
Paul,  member  of    the    democratic   com- 
mittee from  .Minnesota,  is  at  the  Arling- 
ton.   He  is  one  of  the  most  enthusiastic 
workers  and  says  the  convention  will  go 
to   St.   Paul   if    Senator   Hill   keeps  his 
hands  off. 

"The  next  democratic  convention  will 
go  to  the  city,"  said  he,  "which  Mr.  Hill 
designates,  but  if  the  senator  from  New 
York  follows  the  advice  he  has  given  he 
will  stand  aside  and  permit  the  contest 
to  be  a  fair-for-all  fight  without  any 
handicap.  The  great  trouble  with  Sena- 
tor Hill  is  th.Tt  he  does  not  know  when 
to  stop  or  when  he  has  enough.  He 
now  has  New  York,  Tammany,  the 
speaker  of  the  house  and  all  the  com- 
mittee chairmanships,  and  his  latest  vie- 
to.  \  is  the  capture  of  the  house  restaur- 
ant.

1  ..ul  wants  the  convention  and  \vill  take 
proper  care  of  it.  She  has  no  cindi- 
dates  and  everybody  will  be  fairly 
treated." 

Mr.  Atkins,  a  Vermont  member,  is  in 
the  city  and  is  understood  to  be  in  favor 
of  New  York  city.  Hr.id  Snialley  is  also 
here.  Mr.  Smallcy  was  formerly  a  mem- 
ber of  the  committee,  and  when  he  re- 
signed, Mr.  Atkins  was  appointed.  Mr. 
hmallev  is  supposed  to  be  here  for  the 
purpose  of  coaching  his  successor,  and 
there  is  no  secret  as  to  Mr.  Sm.illey's 
choice.  He  IS  for  any  location  -Senator 
Gorman  wants.  The  senator  favors  New 
York,  henqe  Mr.  Smallcv  is  for  New 
York,  and  the  attitude  of  Mr.  Atkins  can 
be  very  easily  guessed. 

Henrv  Watterson  will  cast  the  vote  of 
Kentucky  for  Cincinnati.  Much  objec- 
tion is  made  to  Cincinnati,  however,  for 
the  reason  that  it  is  too  hot  there  at  con- 
vention time  and  for  the  further  and 
more  potent  reason  that  if  the  conven- 
tion is  taken  there  it  is  the  intention  of 
the  politicians  of  that  section  to  spring 
Senator  Carlisle  as  the  candidate. 


LADIFJS  WHO  WOULD  VOTE. 

Fair  Apostles  of  Woman's  Suffraee  Ad- 
dress the  Judiciary  Committee. 

Washington,  Jan.  18— Mrs.  Susan  B. 
Anthony,  Miss  Elizabeth  Cady  Stanton, 
Mi«s  Lucy  Stone  and  Miss  Howell 
Hooker  appeared  before  the  house  com- 
mitte  on  judiciary  today  in  support  of 
the  joint  resolution  introducc'd  in  the 
house  by  Greenleaf,  of  New  York,  pro- 
posing an  amendment  to  the  constitution 
extending  the  right  to  women  to  vote  at 
all  federal  elections. 

Each  lady  addressed  the  committee, 
advocating  the  passage  of  the  resolution. 
The  resolution  submits  to  the  legislat- 
ures of  the  several  states  the  proposed 
amendment  to  the  constitution.  The 
committee  took  the  matter  under  con- 
sideration. 

A  Wonderful  Mirage. 
Lkwiston.  Mont.,  Jan.  18.— A  wonder- 
ful mirage  was  distinctly  visible  near 
this  city  yesterday  afternoon.  The  mir- 
age has  caused  considerable  alarm,  be- 
cause it  is  feared  that  the  Indians  may 
have  started  on  the  war  path  and  en- 
countered a  party  of  hunters.  Through 
the  vistas  during  the  afternoon  the  hun- 
ters and  the  red  men  could  be  seen  re- 
peatedly to  charge  and  retreat.  The 
Indians  were  apparently  well  supplied 
with  ammunition  ancUby  superior  num- 
bers they  finally  succeeded  in  capturing 
a  party  of  a  dozen  hunters.  Midwinter 
mirages  in  the  clear,  crisp  atmosphere 
of  the  Rockies  are  rare,  and  phenomena 
of  this  character  is  usually  a  reproduc- 
tion of  real  events.  So  far  as  could  be 
ascert.Tined  last  night  the  Indians  on  the 
reservations  are  peaceable. 

Victory  for  the  State. 
Madison,  Wis.,  Ian.  18.— Judge  New- 
man filed  his  opinion  in  the  great  state 
treasury  cases  with  the  clerk  of  the  Dane 
county  circuit  court  this  morning.  The 
decision  is  in  favor  of  the  state  in  every 
point,  giving  all  that  the  state  claimed. 
The  cases  tried  were  one  against  E.  C. 
McFetridge,  state  treasurer  for  the 
official  term  from  1884  to  1886,  and  one 
against  H.  li.  Harshaw  for  the  two  years 
1889-1890.  They  were  tried  as'  test 
cases,  involving  all  the  points  covered 
by  all  the  c^ses  from  1878  to  1891.  The, 
amount"  involved  in  the  cases  covered 
in  the  decision  is  about  $350,000,  and  is 
for  interest  the  treasurers  have  received 
on  deposits  of  state  funds  and  kept  fot- 
their  own  use.

ONE  OF  THE  SABINE  SUITS. 

The  Sup/eme  Court  Holds  Indiviauals 
Liable  for  Corporate  Debts. 
St.  Pal'l.  Jan.  18. —An  important  de- 
cision was  handed  down  from  the  su- 
preme court  today  in  the  case  of  Myron 
McKusick  vs.  Sey|nour,   Sabine   <&  Co., 

wherein  the  judgment  of  the  lower  court 
is  affirmed.  The  court  decided  that  "the 
individual  liability  of  stockholders  for 
corporate  debts  may  be  enforced  in  a 
sequestration  proceeding  against  the  cor- 
poration." The  object  of  the  complaint 
is  to  recover  in  this  sequestration  pro- 
ceeding from  the  stockholders  on  the  in- 
dividual liability  for  corporate  debts  un- 
der section  3,  article  10  of  [the  constitu- 
tion.

End  of  the  Garza  Revolt. 
Laredo,  Texas^  Jan.  18. -It  is  be- 
lieved here  that  the  Garza  revolution  is 
at  an  end  and  the  armed  men  said  to  be 
moving  through  the  country  are  sup- 
posed to  be  Garza's  men  on  their  way  to 
their  homes.  Garza  himself  is  thought 
to  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  Laredo  and 
it  is  the  opinion  ot  some  that  he  may 
surrender  at  Corpus  Christi. 


Washington,  Jan.  18.— In  an  inter- 
view with  a  reporter  of  the  United  Press 
today  on  the  probabilities  of  a  war  with 
Chile  Representative  Rayner,  of  Mary- 
land, said: 

"1  hope  that  war  may  be  averted. 
PIvery  means  should  be  used  for  a  pacific 
settlement  of  this  question  before  this 
extreme  remedy  is  resorted  to.  The 
testimony  should  be  carefully  scrutin- 
ized and  the  question  as  to  how  far  the 
government  of  Chile  was  justified  in  the 
attack  upon  the  American  sailors  should 
be  critically  examined.  The  report  of 
the  judicial  investigation  and  especi.illy 
the  recommendation  of  the  President 
will  have  great  weight  in  this  matter.  If 
Chile  was  not  in  the  revolutionary  condi- 
tion that  she  is  in  this  whole  question 
could  be  settled  in  a  day  by  a  telegraphic 
apology.  The  whole  subject  lies  within 
a  very  narrow  limit. 

"If  a  concerted  attack  was  made  on 
the  crew  of  our  vessel,  aided  by  the  offic- 
ers in  \'alparaiso  and  the  legal  and  ex- 
ecutive branches  of  the  Chilean  govern- 
ment have  justified  this  proceeding  and 
have  not  only  done  this,  but  have  sent 
insulting  communications  upon  the  sub- 
ject, our  duty  seems  to  bt  a  plain  one, 
involving  as  it  does  the  rights  and 
honors  of  the  republic.  As  a  member  of 
the  foreign  affairs  committee,  1  have  not 
arrived,  and  shall  not  come  to  any  con- 
clusion until  the  evidence  is  submitted 
and  time  is  given  to  deliberate  upon  it," 


O'Brien  Denounces  Redmond. 

Duhlin,  Jan.  18.— Wm.  O'Brien.  M.P.. 
the  McCarthyite  leader,  has  written  a 
letter  denouncing  John  Redmond,  re- 
cently elected  to  parliament  from  Water- 
ford  in  the  Parnellite  interest,  for  his 
wholesale  abuse  of  himself,  Mr.  O'Brien, 
and  of  his  political  associates. 

Mr.  O'Brien  suggests  that  the  whole 
question  of  Mr.  Redmond's  and  his  own 
relations  with  the  late  Mr.  Parnell  should 
be  submitted  to  arbitration,  with  the  un- 
derstanding that  the  one  whom  the  de- 
cision adversely  affects  shall  retire  from 
public  life.

A  Georgia  Man,  Born  Blind,  Suddenly 
Regains  His  Sight. 
Thomasville.  Ga.,  Jan.  18.  -R.  T. 
Summers  was  blind  but  now  he  can  see. 
His  history  is  an  interesting anfl  strange 
one.  For  a  long  time.  Summers,  who  is 
a  white  man,  was  a  well  known  charac- 
ter in  Thomasville.  He  was  totally 
blind,  having  been  born  so,  and  there 
was  no  difference  between  day  and  night 
to  him.  Summers  was  unusually  intelli- 
gent for  one  so  handicapped  and  made 
a  good  living  at  selling  songs  and  mend- 
ing chairs.  About  a  month  ago  Sum- 
mers decided  to  marry  and  he  and  a  res- 
pectable widow  were  made  one.  After 
the  wedding  the  couple  left  here  going 
to  Alabama.  By  a  fortunate  chance 
they  visited  Birmingham.  An  oculist 
there  examined  his  eyes  and  offered  to 
cure  him.  There  was  .-in  operation  fol- 
lowed by  days  in  a  dark  room,  and  then 
Summers  could  see  as  well  as  any  one. 
The  world  must  have  had  a  strange  ap- 
pearance to  him,  and  it  would  be  inter- 
esting to  know  just  how  near  it  came  to 
his  idea  of  how  it  would  look.  Sum- 
mers' eyes  had  just  been  reversed  from 
what  they  ought  to  have  been.  The  pu- 
pils were  turned  inward  and  the  back  of 
the  eye  outward.  Last  week  when  he 
retnrned  to  Thomasville  he  was  in  the 
midst  of  friends  without  knowing  them.

Philadelphia,  Jan  18.  -After  years 
of  comparative  idleness  the  League 
Island  navy  yard  today  began  to  show 
signs  of  life  and  industry.  In  pursuance 
of  orders  from  Washington  the  formid- 
able monitor  Montauk  will  be  prepared 
at  once  for  service.  A  force  of  men  was 
put  to  work  this  morning  sufficient  to 
equip  the  vessel  for  sea  in  three  weeks, 
though  Capt  Coghlan,  acting  command- 
ant at  League  Isiand,  remarked  that  if 
urgent  necessity  required  it,  the  Mon- 
tauk could  be  equipped  in  a  week.

A  RUDE  AWAKENING. 

An  Ohio  Family  Blown  From  Their 
Beds  by  Natural  Gas. 

LANCA.STKR,  Ohio,  Jan.  18.— At  6:30 
this  morning  occurred  the  most  disas- 
trous explosion  of  natural  gas  in  the  his- 
tory of  natural  gas  here.  The  cesidence 
of  Judge  John  S.  Brazee,  a  2-story  brick 
on  North  Columbus  street,  was  leveled 
to  the  ground.  Mrs.  Hrazee,  four  grown 
children  and  the  servant  were  in  bed  at 
the  time.  Judge  Brazee  being  the  onlv 
occupant  stirring.  He  was  blown  60 
feet  across  the  street,  where  he  was  found 
unconscious  and  bleeding  from  severe 
wounds  about  the  head.

A  leak  in  a  pipe,  it  is  supposed,  filled 
the  cellar  and  library  with  gas,  which 
was  Ignited  from  the  grate.  The  house 
and  all  its  contents  are  ruined.  Loss,

At  the  pro-cathedral  yesterday  morn- 
ing Rev.  Father  Corbett  preached  an 
eloquent  sermon  on  the  "Priest  and  the 
Priesthood."  He  portrayed  in  glowing 
terms  the  grandeur  and  dignity  of  the 
mission  of  the  catholic  priest  in  preach- 
ing the  word  of  God  in  all  its  oeauty. 
Bidding  farewell  to  father  and  mother 
and  country  he  goes  forth  in  the  world 
dedicating  all  that  he  is  and  all  that  he 
has  in  the  holy  service  of  Christ  for  the 
salvation  of  souls.  Look  at  him  by  the 
bedside  of  the  dying  man,  to  whom  all 
seems  despair,  pouring  words  of  Chris- 
tian consolation  into  his  soul,  and  as  it 
were  presenting  to  him  a  vision  of 
heaven  in  all  its  beauty.  Having  re- 
ceived his  commission  from  Christ,  the 
catholic  priest,  with  the  divine  authority 
vested  in  him,  goes  forth  expounding  the 
sacred  truths  of  God,  fearing  no  man, 
for  he  is  the  only  man  that  has  the  power 
to  preach  the  word  of  God.  As  St.  Paul, 
the  inspired  writer,  says:  "How  can  they 
preach  unless  they  be  sent?"  "The 
catholic  priest,"  he  said,  "is  the  onlv  man 
on  earth  that  dare  come  forward  and 
tell  the  people  their  faults."  At  the  close 
of  the  sermon  the  annual  collection  for 
the  support  of  the  seminary  at  Minne- 
apolis was  taken  up.

Mr.  Reilly,  of  Pennsylvania,  intro- 
duced a  resolution  asking  the  secretary 
of  the  treasury  for  the  money  available 
for  the  World's  fair  and  an  itemized 
statement  of  the  money  expended. 
Adopted. 

Mr,  Mil's  returned  from  Texas  Satur- 
pay  night  much  improved  in  health  and 
was  tendered  quite  an  ovation  when  he 
appeared  upon  the  floor  of  the  house  this 
afternoon.

SOVEREIGN'S    STORY. 

A  Northern  Pacific  Official's  Tale  of  the 
Andre'ws'  Horror. 

Assistant  Superintendent  A.  J.  Sov- 
ereign, of  the  Northern  Pacific  railroad, 
called  at  The  Herald  oflke  yesterday 
and  among  other  things  said:  "I  want 
to  enlighten  you  a  little  about  the  item  in 
Saturday's  Herald  regarding  the  Jones- 
ville  accident.  Your  reporter  was  en- 
tirely misinformed  out  probably  gave  the 
news  as  he  received  it.  There  is  no 
question  as  to  the  cause  of  the  accident. 
It  was  due  to  a  broken  rail— broken  in 
five  pieces.  The  sleeper  was  in  perfect 
order,  it  was  not  old  and  had  never  been 
condemned.  The  sleeper  was  one  of  a 
pair  which  are  used  on  trains  Nos.  q  and 
10,  and  came  in  on  No.  10  in  the  morn- 
ing of  the  day  it  departed  on  its  fatal 
and  last  trip.  It  received  the  usual  thor- 
ough cleaning,  its  usual  amount  of  sup- 
plies and  was  inspected  in  the  usual 
thorough  manner  by  the  car  repairer. 
The  special  left  exactly  four  hours  be- 
hind No.  Q  and  the  engineer,  Charley 
Lee,  is  a  picked  engineer  and  I  told  him 
to  run  on  the  same  schedule  time  or 
speed  as  No.  q.  We  select  Lee  for  this 
kind  of  work  because  he  is  thoroughly 
trustworthy  and  never  exceeds  his  speed 
limit.  That  he  obeyed  orders  is  seen 
from  the  fact  that  he  was  reported  at 
Aitkin  4  hours  and  10  minutes  behind 
No.  9,  (at  3  o'clock)  and  the  accident  oc- 
curred at  3:53,  as  nearly  as  we  can  as- 
certain. The  night  dispatcher  reported 
all  his  wires  grounded  at  that  time  and 
upon  an  examination  of  the  wreck 
it  was  found  that  the  sleeper  had  broken 
down  a  telegraph  pole  and  the  wires 
snapped  at  the  moment  of  the  shock. 
The  track  was  in  good  shape,  but  when 
the  thermometer  is  as  low  as  it  was  that 
night  broken  rails  may  be  expected. 
The  track  was  in  fine  condition,  had 
been  ballasted  last  fall  and  was  laid 
with  56-pound  steel,  but  owing  to  the  in- 
creased traffic  it  will  be  relaid  with  66- 
pound  steel  this  year.  The  speed  of  the 
special  was  between  22  and  23  miles  an 
hour.  By  the  way,  we  are  going  to  do 
some  regrading  on  the  East  Minnesota 
division  this  year  so  that  heavier  trains 
can  be  handled  with  tiie  same  motive 
power.  We  had  a  caboose  and  flat  car 
off  some  miles  east  of  the  wreck  that 
night,  and  \o  this  fact  is  due  the  saving 
of  the  imperilled  lives.  I  am  sorry  the 
false  report  readied  you,  but  am  sure 
The  Herald  will  make  the  proper  cor- 
recdon." 

At  the  inquest  held  on  Saturday  at 
Brainerd  the  Northern  Pacific  road  was 
exonerated  of  any  blame  in  the  matter 
or  from  any  special  liability.  The  in- 
jured people  are  all  reported  as  doing 
nicely.

A  RAIN  OF  ROCKS. 

Careless  Blasting  Causes  a  Shower  of 
Rocks  Which  Might  Have  Had  Seri- 
ous Results. 

A  piece  of  criminal  carelessness  to 
which  the  attention  of  the  police  depart- 
ment is  called  was  a  dynamite  explosion 
at  the  corner  of  Superior  street  and  Sec- 
ond avenue  west  at  noon  today.  Where 
the  excavation  is  being  made  for  the 
new  Panton  &  Watson  building  the 
frozen  clay  is  being  blown  out  wi&  dy- 
namite.  At  the  blast  in  question  none 
of  the  necessary  precautions  seem  to 
have  been  taken.  The  place  was  cov- 
ered with  a  few  small  poles,  but  they 
were  of  no  more  use  than  tooth  picks. 
The  force  of  the  explosion  threw  the 
chunks  of  frozen  clay,  hard  as  rock,  for 
a  block  in  both  directions,  and  there  was 
a  regular  rain  of  them.  One  or  two 
passers  by  were  struck  and  knocked 
down,  but  no  one  hurt  at  all  seriously. 
A  passing  street  car  just  escaped  having 
its  roof  taken  off  by  a  flying  timber,  but 
it  also  was  uninjured.  In  front  of  the 
Ideal  restaurant  a  piece  about  as  large 
as  a  barrel  fell,  but  did  nothing  more 
than  cause  a  hurried  scattering  of  every- 
body in  the  vicinity.  That  no  one  was 
injured  was  a  very  fortunate  circum- 
stance, but  one  that  in  no  way  excuses 
the  contractors  under  whose  direction 
the  blasting  is  being  done.

The  mouthpiece  of  the 
Kas  and  water  company  remained  anfl  no^ 
draws  a  bead  on  Mr.  Lour  who  defeated  the 
whole  scheme  and  in  lo  doin?  .-iervod  the  city 
well.  It  is  said  the  gas  and  water  c«)mpany 
are  iu  any  scheme  to  defeat  Mr.  L»>n»{,  and 
from  them  oiunes  most  of  any  opposition.  We 
mistake  the  tomiier  of  Duluth  Republicans  and 
Duluth  people  if  they  sanction  Mr.  Lonys  du" 
feat  under  these  circumstances. 

This  should  have  come  under  the  title, 
very  little  truth,  as  the  only  suggestion 
ot  fact  in  it  is  that  The  Herald  possibly 
may  not  be  in  favor  of  Alderman  Long 
for  the  mayoralty.  In  the  ne.xt  to  the 
last  sentence  of  the  quoted  editorial 
Charley  forgets  himself,  having  written 
"most  of  my  opposition"  although  a 
typographical  error  makes  it  read  "most 
of  any  opposition,"  and  thereby  spoils 
the  sense. 

So  far  as  the  writer  is  aware,  no  indi- 
vidual stockholder  of  The  Herald  owns 
a  dollar  of  gas  and  water  stock.  Certain 
it  is  that  no  outside  stockholder  of  The 
Herald  influenced,  or  attempted  in  the 
remotest  degree  to  influence,  the  edi- 
torial conduct  of  this  paper  in  the  gas 
and  water  campaign.  Nor  has  any 
stockholder  of  The  Herald  made  the 
slightest  suggestion  as  to  its  attitude 
toward  our  esteemed  friend  Alderman 
Long.  We  have  spoken  kindly  of  him 
because  we  love  him  personally. 
Whether,  if  the  stockholders  were  con- 
sulted, their  composite  affection  would 
be  of  the  same  delicate  flavor  ond  con- 
suming intensity,  we  cannot  say. 

The  Tribune,  it  will    be    remembered, 
supported  in   its    feeble    and    blighting 
way,  the  purchase  of  the  water  plant,  and 
now  calls  it  a  steal,  thus  criminating  itself. 
The  Herald  has  seen  no  cause  to  change 
its  opinion,  and  believes  the  time  not  dis- 
tant when    the    public    will    regret    the 
purchase  was  not  made.    We  were  told 
in  ringing    eloquence    that    before    the 
spring  election  the    cempany    would  be 
bankrupt  and  the  plant   could    be    pur- 
chased for  half  the  peice.    The  election 
is  now  upon  us,  the  company  still    lives, 
and  we  hear  nothing   of    the    kind.    At 
that  time  Mr.  Long    undertook    to    dic- 
tate editorials  to  The  Herald,   as    he    is 
now  doing  to  the  Tribune,  but  it    would- 
n't work.    Yet  with  all  his  gall  we    love 
him  still. 

As  to  the  Tribune  there  is  no  need  of 
consistency,  and  a  dilemma  is    not    dis- 
tressing, for,  like  any  other  rat  hole  it  af- 
fords egress  at  either  end.    As  to  Char- 
ley,  however,    whose   embonpoint    dia- 
phram    we    hug    more    closely    to    our 
bosom,  there   is  not   such  ready  escape. 
When  chosen  alderman  he  declared  he 
would   next    be    mayor,    and    has  been 
working  for  that  end  ever  since,  regard- 
less of  public  interest  or    his  own  over- 
flowing wisdom.    He  voted  for  the  water 
plant  resolution,    and    then    sat  on    the 
fence    till    he    could  tell  which  was  the 
popular  side  to  fall  off.      Now  he  endea- 
vors to    make    political    capital    by  the 
charge  that  the  water  company  is  against 
him,  forgetful  of  the  fact  that   there   are 
some      calamities       that       make      all 
mankind      kin.         In         the         present 
campaign  he  first  secured  the  necessary 
petition  to   become  an  independent  can- 
didate, and   afterwards   made  overtures 
to  a  gentleman   in  responsible    position 
on  The  Herald  for  democratic  support, 
m  return   for  which  he  promised  to  re- 
member his  friends  and  make  democratic 
appointments.     Next  he  flirted  with   the 
alliance,  and  juSt  now  he  is  a  republican 
candidate  seeking  to  control   the  party 
primaries  Wednesday  and  carry  the  con- 
vention the  following  day.'in  all  of  which 
we  wish  him  success. 

We  might  go  further  and  say  more,  but 
we  fear  that  by  pressing  the  claims  of 
our  friend  upon  the  republican  conven- 
tion we  may  raise  a  suspicion  and  tTiwart 
our  mo5t    earnest    desire.      That  Char 
ley    can     change    his    affiliations    and 
adapt    himself     to     the    kaleidoscopic 
vista  of  politics  quicker   than  Joseph    of 
old  could  jerk  his  jacket  of  many  colors, 
we  have  a  profound    conviction;  and    if 
the  republicans  want  a    chameleon  can- 
didate to  suit  his  surroundings,  even  as  a 
lady  dude  colors  her    hair  to  match    her 
poodle,  we  beg  permission  to  present  for 
their  honorable    consideration  the  name 
of  our  most   learned    and   distinguished 
citizen,  first  in  water,    first    in  gas,    and 
first    to    go    back  on    his 
Charles  Alexander  Long. 


WHAT  WE  NEED  IX  A  MAYOR. 

In  a  great  measure  popular  sentiment 
rules  a  city  when  the  reichstag  and  offi- 
cial chief  are  men  of  candor  and  reason. 
If  we  had  a  more  lenient  government 
under  John  B.  Sutphin  than  we  are  now 
having  under  M.  J.  Davis,  the  difference 
IS  due  more  to  the  times  than  to  the 
men.

AN  1MP0L1TI<'  I'lANK. 

The  third  plank  of  the  people's  munic- 
ipal platform  will  lose  Mr.  Davis  many 
votes.    It  says: 

We  demand  the  abolition  of  the  contract  sys- 
tem on  all  city  work,  and  that  the  day  laljor 
plan  be  adopted  eifflit  hours  t<»  be  a  day's  work. 

The  day  labor  plan  where  tried  has 
never  proved  a  success,  and  as  human 
nature  is  now  constituted  there  is  much 
doubt  if  it  ever  will.  We  could  never 
know  what  a  great  undertaking  would 
cost  when  we  begun  it,  though  we  could 
rest  assured  it  would  be  enough.  We 
have  no  idea  Mr.  Davis  knew  of  this 
plank  when  he  thanked  the  convention, 
nor  that  it  would  be  carried  out  if  he 
were  elected,  but  it  will  prove  a  stumb- 
ling block  in  the  campaign.

Stretching    far    away   to  the  north,  to 
the    northwest,    to     the   northeast,   and 
for  many  miles  in  a  circle  about  Uuluth. 
except    where    the    extended    tinger  of 
Lake  Superior  cleaves  a  way  from    afar 
east  to  the  city's  gates,  are  vast  and  pri- 
mcsal    forests,    mainly    of    white    pine, 
though      hardwoods      abound.     Except 
where  the  woodsman's  axe  has  fallen,  in 
isolated  spots  and  in  a  feeble    way,  this 
forest  is  yet  as  nature  has  made  it     it    is 
the  greatest  body  of  standing   pine    tim- 
ber, and  indeed  almost  the  only  one,  east 
of  the    Pacific    slope.     In    the    district 
called    Duhith's  and  now  available,  and 
in  that  section  which  will  in   a    year    or 
two  be  opened    to    traffic    by    railways 
now  under  construction  there    are    esti- 
mated to  be  at  the  least  figure  over    20.- 
000,000,000  feet  of  standing  and  growing 
pine,  not  to  mention  other  woods.    This 
magnificent  total, Jar  beyond  realization, 
is  distributed  about  as  follows:

Much  of  this  vast  territory  is  as  yet 
unexplored,  and  the  further  the  survey- 
ors and  estimators  get  into  the  interior 
the  higher  do  tiieir  hgures  become.  It  is 
likely  that  25,000,000.000  feet  is  a  closer 
estimate  than  that  above  given. 

It  is  conceded  by  >)aginaw  valley  lum- 
bermen that  the  Duluth  district  is  fully 
equal  to  their  own,  though  the  i|uality  of 
the  pine  is  not  so  high,  and  that  there  is 
as  much,  if  not  more  timber,  than  kept 
the  Michigan  manufacturers  sawing  at 
the  rate  of  nearly  a  billion  feet  a  year  for 
25  years.  Faith  in  Duluth  is  shown  by 
the  Saginaw  men,  two  of  the  wealthiest 
firms  in  that  valley  having  built  great 
mills  here  in  the  past  year.  Others  are 
intending  to  follow  them. 

The    lumbering    industry    of    Duluth 
saw    a    period    of  great    activitv  in  the 
early  part  of  the  last  decade,  when  -Mich- 
igan men  began  to  realize  that  here   was 
the  last  great  forest    between  their  own 
depleted  woods  and   the   waters    of    the 
ocean  of  the  Occident.     In  a    few   years 
many    mills    were    built  and   the  trade 
grew  enormously.    It  was  a  forced  trade, 
however,  and  when  disaster   fell   on   the 
dwellers  along    the   treeless  prairies  of 
the  Dakotas  and  they  could  purchase  no 
more  lumber  the  mills    were    forced   to 
depend  almost  entirely  on   Duluth  and 
its  immediate  neighborhood  for  a    mar- 
ket.     Duluth    consumed    an    enormous 
quantity    of    material,    but  not  what  the 
mills  could  saw,  so  they  were   gradually 
reduced  materially.  Then  the  tide  began 
to    turn    again.     A   market   to  the  East 
w.is  found,  to  which  large  shipments   by 
water  could  be  made,  better  freight  rates 
gave  a  larger  Western  district,    and  bet- 
ter than  all,  prosperity  returned   to  the 
dwellers  on  the  fertile'  lands  west   of   us. 
Lumber  production  assumed  its  old   im- 
portance   and  last    year    the  cut  of  the 
district  reached    275.000,000  fejt,    while 
the  prospect  is  that  it  will  be  a    hundred 
million  greater  in  the  present  year. 

The  chief  events  of  the  year  in  Duluth 
lumber  circles  have  been  the  decision  of 
the  Duluth,  Mesaba  &   Northern  railway 
to  build  its  line  at  once  and    the    virtual 
settlement  of  the  Duluth  &  Winnipeg  in 
its    idea    to    reach    directly   west  to  the 
wheat  producing  sections  of  Dakota  and 
Minnesota.    The  importance  of   the  one 
event  is  that  it  assures  the  tapping   of   a 
vast  area  of  the  upper    Minnesota   pine 
forest  that  has  heretofore  bden  inaccess- 
ible, making  it  probable  that  for  years  it 
will    be    the    great   timber   road  of    the 
state.    A  proposed  and  probable  exten- 
sion of  the  line  to  the  Big  Fork  river  and 
Rainy    lake    reaches    the  whole   of   the 
pine  country  in  the  northern  part  of    the 
state,    extending    ti^m    the     Vermilion 
river  westward,  much  of  it    now   useless 
or  valuable  only  to   the   few    millers  of 
Kewatin,  Canada,  who  need  pay   for  this 
pine  only  what  they  wish  as  it    must   be 
sold  to  them   alone.     This  area   is    esti- 
mated to  contain  over  6,000,000,000  feet 
of  timber  and  its  opening  to  the  general 
market    will    be    of    great    importance 
to  the  owners  as  well  as    to     Duluth. 
The        importance*     of        the       other 
event  above  noted  lies  in  the   fact  that  it 
will  open  to  Duluth  dealers  a  local   road, 
independent  of  the  other    centers,    that 
will  reach  through  the  richest  section   of 
the    Red    River    valley    and  beyond  it. 
Thus  is  a  market  extended   tremendous- 
ly.   Another  feature  of  the    year    of  as 
great  if  not  more  apparent    moment,  be- 
cause its  results  are  already  seen,  13  the 
location  here  of  two  of  the  heaviest  con- 
cerns  of  the    Saginaw    valley  and    the 
probable    early    coming  of  at   least  two 
more.     Mitchell  &  McClure  and  Merrill 
&  Ring  are  firms    of  great   wealth    and 
vast  influence.     What  they    are    able  to 
accomplish      is     seen     in      the   tables 
^below,      where      it      is      shown     that 
one    of    them     will     this      year      saw 
30,000,000  to  50,000.000    feet    of    logs  on 
Its  own  account,  while   the  other  will  cut 
30,000.000  feet  on  contract  and  for  itself. 
The  plants  of  these  two  companies,  out- 
side   of    logging    railways,     permanent 
camps,  etc.,    that    sjfpply    the    mills  of 
both,  are  estimated    to   have    cost  over 
$500,000,  nearlv  all    of    which    has  been 
spent    in    i8gi.     Mitchell     &     McClure 
operate  a  standard   guage    logging  rail- 
way running  over  their  own  tracks  about 
four  miles  and  over  the  Northern  Pacific 
main  line  nearly    as    much    more,    and 
have    large    and    thoroujjhly    equipped 
permanent  camps.   The  Cranberry  com- 
pany, for  whom  .Merrill  &  Ring  operate, 
has  also  a  standard  guage    road,  perma- 
nent camps  and  extensive  improvements 
at  the  Cranberry  river.     During  the  year 
also  Duncan  Brewer  &  Co.,  an    old   and 
very  successful  local  firm,    has    built  a 
fine  new  mill,  which  is  to  cut  20,000,000 
feet  in  '92.     Two    excellent    mills   have 
also  been  built  on  the  St,   Louis   river  a 
few  miles    further    up    stream,    one  of 
which,  the  B.  B.  Richards,  is  one  of  the 
finest  and  most    complete    single  band 
mills  ever  put  together  in  this  section. 

There  has  been  a  good  deal  done  in 
hardwood  mill  work  the  past  year.  Two 
new  mills  have  been  started  and  are  now 
m  operation.  Thev  are  the  pioneers  in 
their  line,  but  will  be  followed  by  more. 
They  are  turnin;^  out  a  splendid  grade 
of  oak,  maple,  birch,  etc.,  most  of  which 
finds  a  ready  sale  to  local  furniture  mak- 
ers. All  along  nearly  every  railway  that 
enters  Duluth  are  hardwood  forests,  and 
this  branch  of  the  mill  business,  though 
new.  is  destined  to  have  a  most  import- 
ant future. 

With  all    this    the    outlook  for    more 
mills,  to  be   built    in    the    year    1892,  is 


most  promising.    One,    a    single   circu- 
lar, will  go  in  on   the  St.  Louis  river,  be- 
low New  Duluth,  to  be    operated  by  W. 
P.  Heimbach,  of   this    city;    another,   a 
rotary  and  gang,    will    be'  built   at   the 
mouth  of  Iron  river,   a   few   miles  down 
the  south  shore;  a  third,  a  single  rotary, 
is  going  in    at  La  Prairie;  at    least   one 
mill  will  be  built    on    the   iron   range  of 
the  western  Mesaba,    where    such   mar- 
vellous developments  have  of    late  been 
made.     It  is  also    probable    that  a  Sagi- 
riaw  firm,  owning  several    hundred  mil- 
lion feet  of  standing  timber  near  Duluth, 
will  begin  building  a  mill  this  year. 

The  growth  of  the  eastern  cargo  trade 
has  been  gradual,   but.  steady.     In    the 
present  year  it  will  take.on  a  boom  that 
will  add  greatly   to    the    importance  of 
Duluth  as    a    maritime    port.    A   large 
part  of  the  cut  of  the    two  new  firms  will 
go  to  the  eastern  market,   and   probably 
100  cargoes  will    be    shipped    from  the 
upper  bay  during  the  season.     Mills  on 
the  lower  bay  will  do    their    usual    lake 
business,  and    it    is   likely    that  at   the 
least  60,000.000  feet    of   lumber    will  be 
sent  to  the  ports  on  Lake  Erie  from  Du- 
luth before  another  winter.     In  prepara- 
tion for  this    trade    extensive    dreoging 
operations  have  been  carried  on  the  past 
season,  insuring  a  depth  of  16  feet  of  wa- 
ter to  the  new  mills,  and  a  mile  of  dock 
frontage  has  already   been   built,   which 
is  before  spring  to  be  extended  to  a  mile 
and  a  half.    On    this    dockage   there  is 
piling  room  for  48.000.000  feet  of  lum- 

And  while  the  year  1891  has  seen  such 
a  treinendous  stride  in  the  work  of    cut- 
ting into  the  forests,    sawing    logs    into 
boards  and  timber  and    joist  and   scant- 
Img,  it  has  seen  an  even  greater  stride  in 
the  placing  of    Duluth    in    the  foremost 
rank  as  a  manufacturer    of  sawmill  ma- 
chinery.    While.18  months    ago  Duluth 
made  not  one  iota  of  the  machinery  that 
crowds  the  modern  sawmill,  it  is  now  dis- 
tinctively the  home  of  such    machinery, 
and  not  a  modern  mill  is    built  but  pays 
tribute  to    Duluth    manufacturing    con- 
cerns.       The    Marinette     Iron    Works 
company,  located  at  West  Duluth,  is  the 
sole  manufacturer  of  the  steam  feed,  and 
without  the  steam  feed  no  mill  is  in  com- 
petition.   The   Marinette  works  also  en- 
joys a  most  enviable    reputatign   for  its 
Prescott  band  saw,    whic  h    is    acknowl- 
edged to  be  the  best   mill  made,  and    of 
which  more  are  made    than  of  any  other 
patent  in  the  world.      Over  45    Prescott 
mills  have  been    built    and  sold  by    the 
Marinette    company   in    the    past  year. 
These  have  gone  to    mills  from    \Iixine 
to  New  Zealand,  and  from  the  Canadian 
pine  limits    to    the  regions    of    the    far 
South.     The    company  also    makes    all 
other  machinery  needed  about  a  sawmill, 
engines,  boilers,    edgers,  trimmers,  rolls, 
conveyors,  slab  slashers  and  all  the  other 
multitudinous  machinery  peculiar  to  the 
trade.     It  can  and  does  build  every  piece 
of  machinery  that    goes    to  make    up    a 
mill.     Another  large  local    iron  working 
concern,  the  Iron   Bay  works,  is  success- 
fully entering  the  listsas  a  manufacturer 
of  sawmill  machinery.      This    company 
coittrols  the    patents  of    the    Fitzgerald 
band  mill,  which  hasalready  been  briefly 
described  in  The  Herald.     It  differs  ma- 
terially from"any  mill  now  built,    and    is 
expected  to  be    fully    equal  to  the  Pres- 
cott.   These    two   mills,  then,  have    no 
competitors  in  the  industry.      The    first 
Fitzgerald  band  is  now  set  up  and  ready 
for  trial  at  a  mill  in  this  district,  and  un- 
less the  anticipations  and    expectations 
of  all  mill  men  fail,  it  will  be  a  flattering 
success.     Its  chief    departure  from    the 
usual  rule  hes  in  the  fact  that  the  whole 
mill  is  moveable  up  and  down  on  a  rigid 
iron    pin,  24  inches  in  diameter,  and  that 
the  sawing  is  done  as  close  as  possible  to 
the  point  where  the'band  saw  comes    off 
the  upper  wheel.     As  every   one  knows, 
it  is  next  to  impossible    to    push    a   big 
belt  off  a  wheel  or  pully  near  the    point 
where  it  lea vis  ihe    wheel,  but  that    the 
merest  touch  near    where    it  meets    the 
wheel  pushes  it  off.      This   fact,  worked 
to  its  logical  result,  allows    the    feed   of 
the  Fitzgerald  mill  to  be  much  stronger, 
and  the  sawing  consequently  much  more 
rapid,  than    in    other    band  mills.     The 
mill  is  a  handsome    structure,  firm    and 
rigid.  The  Iron  Bay  company  also  makes 
other  mill  machinery  to  a  certain  extent. 
The  lumber,  lath  and    shingle  cut    for 
the  year  just    past    is  given- below,    the 
figures  being  more    complete   and  accu- 
rate than  any  heretofore  published.     Be- 
low it  is  given  the    expected    log   cut  of 
the  present  winter,  which    with  the    logs 
left  over  from  last  year  will    give  a 
sible  cut  for  the  district    75,000,000 
greater  than  it  has  ever  made. 


The  Stock  on  Hand. 
Duluth  and  other  mills  of  the  district 
had  the  following    stocks   of    lumber  at 
the  beginning  ofthe  year: 
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The  Cut  For   1891. 


Into  the  Southwest. 
It   has  long  been  a  cherished  idea  of 
Duluth    lumbermen    that    in    time  they 
should   and  would   reach   the  Southwest 
and    the    territory  centering   at   Omaha 
and    Kansas    City.      Efforts  have  been 
made  all  this  past  year  by  a  committee 
of  the  local  lumbermen  and  jobbers  look- 
ing toward  an  equalization  of  rates  with 
Chicago  in  that  territory,  but  so  far  their 
efforts  have  been  of  no  avail.    The  com- 
mittee has,  however,  made  progress,  and 
expects  that  when  the  manufacturers  of 
this  district  can  make  a  united  showing 
of   their  ability  to  ship  to  that    section 
large  amounts  of  sawn  timber  they  will 
obtain    the   rate    that  is  their   right  and 
which  they  have  insisted  upon  as  a  mere 
matter  of   broad  justice,  over  and  above 
all  the  considerations  of  increased  traffic 
and  profit   to   railways.      They  look  for 
initiatory  steps   in    this    direction  to   be 
made,  possibly  during  the  present  year, 
bv  the   Great  Northern   railway  system, 
already  reaching  over  its  own   and   con- 
trolled lines  into  Omaha,      They  expect 
the  Great  Northern  will  never  rest  con- 
tent until  it  has,  in  addition  to  its  through 
line   to   the   Pacific   coast,  a  direct  road 
from  the  head  of  Lake    Superior  to  the 
City  of  Mexico,  and  such  a  road,  running 
on   the    line  the  Great  Northern  has  al- 
ready planned,  will  open  the  markets  of 
the  entire  Southwest  to  the  mills  of  Du- 
luth. 

The  Great  Northern   road  has  not  yet 
begun  to  avail  itself  to  any  extent  of  the 
enormous  traffic  it  can  gather  to  this  city 
from  its  present    lines  in  Iowa  and   Ne- 
braska in  corn  and  cattle.     It  will  do  so 
soon,   however.      That   is  a  necessity  of 
the  situation  and  is  as  sure  as   that   rail- 
ways are  built  for  business.      VV^hen  that 
time    does    come    and  the  corn  of    two 
great  states  pours  to  the  East  via  Duluth 
and    the    lakes    the  road   that  brings  ;t 
here  will  need  some  return  traffic.  There 
is   not    much    salt  or  coal  or,  compara- 
tively speaking,  general  merchandise  to 
be  carried    there.       What   is  there    but 
lumber  and  manufactured  products?  The 
Great  Northern  will  lead  in  es:ablishing 
a  rate  that  will  do  away  with  the  present 
discrimination,   the   St.   Paul  &    Duluth 
and  Its  connections  will   follow,  and  the 
Southwest  will  be  opened   to  the  white 
pine  of  Minnesota.      No  assistance  can 
be  expected  from  the  Omaha  or  the  North- 
western  in    such   a   rate,  as  this  system 
is  so  largely   fed    by    interior    mills    all 
throughleast,  central  and    west  Wiscon- 
sin that  it  cannot  afford  to  cut    the    Du- 
luth rate.     It  is  probable  that  any  reduc- 
tion by  the  Great  Northern  and  St.  Paul 
&  Duluth  roads  would  be  theinccptionof 
a  war  with  the  Northwestern  that   would 
equal  in  its  importance  to  this    city    the 
successful  war  carried  on  a  year  or    two 
ago  by    the  Great  Northern  against  <he 
Chicago  trunk  lines  for  the   control,    via 
Duluth,  of  the  merchandise  business* be- 
tween the  East  and  the  Northwest.   This 
possible  future  rate  war  can  only   result 
as    advantageously    to    Duluth    as    the 
other  has  already  done.

In 
the  mills  durinj^  the  sawing  season, 
which  extends  in  most  cases  from  April 
into  December,  some  2500  men  are  busy, 
and  their  average  wages  are  over  $i.yt,  a 
day.  An  ever-increasing  number  of 
mills  run  winter  as  well  as  summer,  so 
that  this  great  force  is  still  further  in- 
creased.

The  political  situation  has  worked 
itself  out  so  far  that  the  end  is  beginning 
to  appear  with  a  certain  amount  of  clear- 
ness. At  their  meeting  of  Saturday  eve- 
ning the  republican  leaders  settled  upon 
their  course.-  The  scheme  to  induce  Mr. 
Davis  to  withdraw  from  the  contest  hav- 
ing failed  of  effect,  Mr.  Towne  very 
properly  decided  that  he  did  not  desire 
to  lead  the  forlorn  hope.The  contest  for  the 
mayoralty  will  be  fought  out  by  Messrs. 
Davis,  d'Autremont  and  Long.  The  lat- 
ter is  not  very  likely  to  have  much  suc- 
cess, but  he  will  assist  Mr.  Mannheim  as 
a  "tail  ender." 

The  republican  satisfaction  with  Mr. 
Long's  candidacy  is  not  very  apparent. 
He  will  be  run  for  the  reason  that  no  one 
else  is  available  and  he  will  have  the 
nominal  support  of  the  leaders,  but  an 
effort  will  be  made  by  the  city  commit- 
tee, so  The  Herald  is  informed  by  a 
member,  to  withdraw  him  after  nomina- 
tion, and  if  this  effort  is  successful  he 
will  be  "knifed"  in  a  way  that  will  make 
him  think  he  is  participating  in  a  "scalp 
dance"  rather  than  a  political  campaign. 
As  for  Mr.  Davis  and  Mr.  d'Autremont 
it  is  a  question  yet  just  which  one  will  be 
successful,  and  at  the  present  moment 
the  chances  are  about  equal.  If  Mr. 
Long  is  nominated  by  the  republicans 
the  election  of  one  of  them  is  assured. 
Mr.  Davis"  letter  to  those  asking  him  to 
stand  as  a  candidate  is  a  strong  and 
manly  one  and  will  win  votes.  It  was 
as  follows:  "Your  request  that  I  allow 
my  name  to  be  used  as  a  candidate  for 
re-election  to  the  office  of  mayor  is  duly 
received.  I  appreciate  highly  the  honor 
thus  conferred  upon  me,  and  reflecting, 
as  it  does,  your  commendation  of  my  ad- 
ministration, it  is  especially  gratifying. 
It  is  because  1  have  received  such  en- 
dorsement and  encouragenieut  that  1,  in 
response  to  your  request,  consent  to 
stand  again  for  election.  I  am  content 
to  abide  the  people's  expression  at  the 
polls  of  their  opinion  of  my  administra- 
tion." 

There  is  one'peculiar  feature  of  this 
campaign  which  has  not  yet  been  com- 
mented on.  Anyone  desiring  his  name 
upon  the  tickets  and  not  having  received 
a  regular  nomination,  must  present  a  pe- 
tition from  I  per  cent  of  the  voters  he 
must  appeal  to  for  support.  But  the 
last  election  was  on  the  water  works 
bond  question  and  in  the  whole  city  only 
1700  votes  were  cast.  This  means  that 
a  petition  of  17  voters  will  put  any  m.an's 
name  on  the  ticket  for  mayor,  for  alder- 
man in  almost  any  of  the  wards  a  peti- 
tion of  five  or  six  is  enough.  The  diffi- 
culty of  getting  names  to  a  petition  need 
not  prevent  anyone  from  appearing  on 
the  tickets.

The  clearances  from  New  York  were 
364,440  bu  of  wheat  and  flour.  The  mar- 
ket here  ruled  very  dull,  eased  off  Ssc  on 
May  in  the  three-ciuarters  of  an  hour 
preceding  noon.  Tne  longs  began  to 
sell  wheat  and  soon  became  frantic  in 
their  endeavor  to  unlo  id.  The  result 
was  a  bre.ak  as  sudden  as  the  early  rise. 
The  exports  of  wheat  and  flour  from 
the  United  States  during  thfe  month  of 
December  were  equal  to  22,^34,320  bu 
against  9,514,207  bu  for  the  correspond- 
ing month  in  i8go,  an  increase  of  136.8 
Ser  cent.  The  exports  of  wheat  and 
our  for  the  past  six  months  as  estimat- 
ed by  the  bureau  of  statistics  were  equal 
to  124,887,951  bu  against  45,030,541  bu 
for  the  same  time  in  1890,  an  increase  of 
177.3  per  cent.

New   York.  Jan.  iq.— The    Record's 
Washington  special  savs  a  long  dispatch 
was  received  yesterday  at  the   navy  de- 
partment from  Commander  Evans.  Capt. 
Evans   has   reported  to  the  department 
that    four   of    the    best    cruisers  of  the 
Chilean  navy  will  leave  Valparaiso  Jan. 
20  for    the    Straits  of  Magellan,  with  a 
torpedo    boat    besides.      From  another 
officer  comes  the  additional  information 
that   the  captain  of  one  of  the  English 
ships  of  war  in  those  waters  said  that  the 
Chilean  commander  informed  him  that 
the  fleet  was  going  on  a  special  mission. 
"You  may  be  astonished  .before  long," 
he  said.    This  is    interpreted    to    mean 
»hat  Admiral  Walker's  fleet  mav  be  halt- 
ed there    and    directed    to  turn  back  or 
risk  a  fight.    This  is  the  most  serious  in- 
dication of  Chile's  hostile  intentions  that 
the    navv    department    has      received. 
Naval  officers  say  that  it  can  only  mean 
one  thing,  which  is  that    Chile    mtends 
opening  the  ball  herself.    The  vessels  to 
go  are  said  to  be  the  Esmeralda,  the   Al- 
mirantc    Cochrane,    the    Pinto,    a    new 
armored  cruiser,  whose    sailing    rate   is 
19  knots,  and  the    Condell.    the   famous 
fast  torpedo  boat  that  blew  up  the  Blanco 
Encalado. 

Admiral  Walker,  in  his  flag  ship,  the 
Chicago,  arrived  at  Montevideo  Jan.  ii. 
He  was  yesterday  informed  of  what 
might  await  him  and  warned  to  make 
ready  for  it.  For  the  first  time  there  is 
real  alarm  here  at  the  threatened  danger 
of  Admiral  Walker,  His  squadron  is  not 
ecjuipped  with  torpedoes  and  the  Chicago 
might  be  blown  up  in  spite  of  the  utmost 
vigilance.  It  would  be  a  daring  and 
plucky  attempt,  but  so  was  the  success- 
ful attempt  on  the  Blanco  Encalada. 

Capt.  Evans  also  informs  the  depart- 
ment that  he  is  taking  the  most  extreme 
precautions  on  account  of  what  he  has 
been  told  for  the  safety  of  the  Yorktown. 
He  does  not  intend  to  be  blown  out  of 
the  water  if  he  can  help  it. 

Senor  Montt  last  night  sent  to  the  min- 
ister Oi  foreign  affairs  a  dispatch  of  sev- 
eral hundred  words,  advising  Pereoia  of 
the  determination  of  the  Onited  States 
and  the  warlike  feeling  which  pervades 
every  department  of  the  government 
and  congress  and  strongly  urging  him  to 
make  some  definite  advances  which 
might  serve  to  allay  the  bitter  feeling  at 
Washington.  The  minister  has  not  until 
now  realized  the  full  extent  of  the  war 
feeling  at  Washington  and  forcibly  tells 
Pereoia  that  the  fullness  of  our  prepara- 
tions is  a  matter  of  surprise  to  him. 


HILL  FACTION  DEFEATED. 

The  Cleve;and-Pattison  Forces  Win  a 
Sweeping  Victory  in  Philadelphia. 
Ni;w  York,  Jan.    19.-   A   Philadelphia 
special  to  the  press    says:    The    Cleve- 
land-Pattison  forces  won  a  sweeping  vic- 
tory  at  the  democratic  primaries  in  this 
city  last  night,  and   by  winning  this  bat- 
tle they  have  practically  secured  control 
of  the  ten  national  delegates  and  also  of 
the  stale  convention,  which  will  send  ten 
delegates  at  large.    The   leaders  of   the 
Cleveland- Pattison    forces,     marshalled 
under  Secretary  of  State   Harrity,   have 
captured  all  of    the    conventions  in  the 
five   congressional    districts.    Congress- 
rnan  McAIeer,  the  leader  of  the  Hill  fac- 
tion, was  knocked  out  in  his  own  district 
which  Samuel  J.  Randall  h.d  possession 
of  for  so  many  years.     The  Hill  men  held 
a  conference  last    night  and  arranged  to 
contest  half  the  seats  at  today's  conven- 
tion in  the  hope  of  knocking  Cleveland 
out.

Gen.  IX  E.  Coon,  of  .Sandieijo,  Cal., 
who  a  few  days  ajjo  wired  the  President 
for  permission  to  organize  a  coinpany  of 
civil  war  veterans  for  service  in  Chile  to- 
day opened  a  recruitinjj  office  and  se- 
cured signatures  of  a  large  number  of 
citizens,  both  veterans  and  otherwise, 
who  are  ready  to  go  on  the  first  trans- 
port. 

WAR  SHIPS  ORDEIIKD  SOUTH. 

Admirals  QherardiandWalker  Ordered 
to  Proceed  to  Valparaiso. 

Washington,  Jan.  19.— Orders  were 
iss'ied  from  the  navy  department  today 
to  concentrate  the  sciuadrons  under  Ad- 
miral Gherardi  and  Admiral  Walker  at 
\alparaiso,  Chile.  Admiral  Gherardi 
has  been  designated  to  command  the 
vessels  on  the  Pacific  station.  At  pres- 
ent Admiral  Gherardi  with  his  squadron 
is  at  Port-Au- Prince,  West  India  islands. 
The  vessels  of  his  squadron  consist  of 
the  Philadelphia,  Concord  and  Kear- 
sarge.  Admiral  Walker's  squad- 
ron is  at  Montevideo.  The 
Chicago,  Atlanta  and  Bennington 
comprise  the  vessels  under  his  com- 
mand. Admiral  Walker  was  also  ad- 
vised today  of  the  orders  issued  to  Ad- 
miral Gherardi  and  it  was  left  to  his  dis- 
cretion whether  he  should  proceed  at  once 
to  Valparaiso  or  delay  his  departure  un- 
til further  advised  from  the  navy  de- 
partment. Admiral  Gherardi's  squadron 
will  leave  at  once  for  the  South  Atlantic 
touching  at  Bahai,  Brazil,  for  advices 
from  the  navy  department. 

This  combined  squadron  will  meet  at 
Valparaiso,  the  Yorktown,  Boston  and 
Charleston,  making  a  fleet  of  nine  ves- 
sels, three  of  which  are  the  most  power- 
ful in  the  United  States  navy.  The  aver- 
age number  of  men  on  each  vessel,  in- 
cluding officers,  marines  and  sailors,  is 
about  160  making  in  all  about  iioo  that 
will  soon  be  on  the  Pacific  station.  The 
navy  department  was  again  this  morn- 
the  scene  of  marked  activity.

The  Duke's  Funeral. 
London,  Jan.  ig.— Preparations  for  the 
funeral  tomorrow  at  Windsor  of  the  duke 
of  Clarence,  eldest  son  of  the  prince  of 
Wales  and  heir  presumptive  to  the 
throne  of  England,  who  died  of  pneu- 
monia on  Thursday  last,  at  Sandring- 
ham  palace,  continue  quietly.  There  is 
much  disappointment  at  the  fact  that 
there  will  not  be  a  funeral  procession 
through  London,  but  the  queen  is  op- 
posed to  it  and  that  settles  the  matter. 


Washington,  Jan.  19.— Secretary 
Blaine  was  taken  suddenly  ill  at  the 
cabinet  meeting  today  shortly  after  12 
o'clock.  He  was  assisted  to  his  carriage 
by  Secretary  Elkins  and  taken  to  his 
residence  and  the  family  physician  sum- 
moned. His  illness  is  a  recurrence  of 
the  attack  of  nausea  from  which  he  suf- 
fered on  Jan.  6,  when  he  was  taken  home 
from  the  state  department. 

The  cabinet  assembled  a!  11:30  and 
began  a  discussion  of  the  Chilean  situa- 
tion. Secretary  Blaine  taking  part  in  it. 
After  the  session  had  lasted  about  20 
niinutes  Blaine  suddenly  complained  of 
illness  and  asked  to  retire.  Secretary 
Elkins  offered  to  go  with  him,  but  his 
proffer  of  assistance  was  refused  by  Mr. 
Blaine,  who  rose  from  his  thair.  As  he 
stood  up  on  his  feet  the  secretarv  grew 
deathly  pale  and  tottered  for- 
ward. Mr.  Elkins  grasped  his  arm 
and  assisted  him  from  the  room  and 
down  the  stairs  to  the  lobby  of  the  man- 
sion, where  Mr.  Blaine  seemed  to  regain 
his  self-possession.  A  messenger  was 
sent  for  Mr.  Blaine's  carriage, but  before 
it  arrived  Mr.  Wanamaker's  vehicle  was 
Called  into  service.  As  Blaine  entered 
the  carriage,  assisted  by  Mr.  Elkins,  be 
doubled  up  like  a  very  sick  man. 
Thinking  that  the  air  would  revive  his 
colleague.  Secretary  Elkins  directed  the 
driver  to  drive  four  or  five  blocks  before 
going  to  the  Blaine  residence  adjacent  to 
the  White  house. 

The  cool,  damp  air  seemed  to  revive 
Mr.  Blaine,  and  he  looked  stronger  when 
he  arrived  at  home.  A  gentleman  who 
saw  Mr.  Blaine  placed  in  Mr.  Wana- 
maker's carriage,  says  he  seemed  to  be 
suffering  from  an  attack  of  vertigo.  Mr. 
Elkins  says,  however,  that  the  attack 
was  simply  dyspeptic. 


Reasons  Why   the  Venerable    Arch- 
bishop is  Now  Journeying  to  Rome. 
Minneapolis,  Jan.    19.— There    have 
been    many    surmises  regarding    Arch- 
bishop Ireland's  hasty  departure.    The 
reason  has  just  leaked  out.  "The  journey 
of  Archbishop  Ireland  to  Rome    is  a  re- 
sult of  a  recent  conference  of  the  Ameri- 
can prelates  at  St.  Louis,|but  it  was  some- 
what hastened    by  other    events,"    said 
Rev.  Father    Byrnes,    who  was    for  six 
years  private  secretary    of    Archbishop 
Ireland.    "The  prelate  felt  that  import- 
ant questions  requiring  the  most    judici- 
ous treatment  were    being   hurried    too 
much,  if  not  hopelessly  involved  by  the 
innumerable   petitions,    memorials   and 
newspaper  editorials  with    which   Rome 
w;as  being  incessantly  flooded.    They  de- 
sired a|man  who  could  unravel  this  snarl 
and  their  unanimous  choice  was  the  ven- 
erable archbishop  of  St.  Paul. 

"The  death  of  Cardinal  Manning  and 
much  more  the  death  of  Cardinal  Sime- 
oni,  will  augement  the  difficulties  of  the 
archbishop's  mission.  If  the  archbishop 
can  impress  his  noble  ideas  on  the 
church  authorities  at  Rome  he  will  merit 
not  only  a  cardinal's  hat,  but  the  lasting 
gratitude  of  the  American  church."

WHY  NOT  MAYOR  DAVIS? 
The  Hdrald  has  from  day  to  day  ut- 
tered a  word  or  two  on  the  municipal 
campaign,  urging  from  the  first  that  it 
should  not  be  made  a  matter  of  party 
politics.  The  party  leaders,  however, 
seeing  a  national  campaign  ahead,  have 
sought  to  draw  the  lines  and  win  posi- 
tion for  the  larger  contest.  Two  party 
candidates  are  in  the  field,  and  another 
will  be  determined  on  tomorrow. 

The  Herald  holds  that  the  local  ccn- 
test  is  the  most  important  one  of  all, 
that  the  local  government,  touching  as  it 
does  every  age  and  interest  from  the 
cradle  to  the  grave,  is  the  one  which 
most  concerns  our  people,  and  that  it  is 
the  supremest  folly,  a  folly  closely  allied 
to  criminal  disregard  of  duty,  that  this 
sacred  trust  placed  within  our  keeping 
should  be  made  a  football  for  aspiring 
politicians  and  the  stock  in  tr.ide  for  po- 
litical intrigue. 

We  brand  as  unworthy  of  that  higher 
and  more  thoughtful  manhood  such 
cojvardly  surrender  of  the  sovereignty 
imposed  by  free  government  on  every 
citizen.  To  vote  for  the  party  candidate 
in  a  local  contest  because  of  his  position 
on  the  tariff  is  as  senseless  as  for  a 
lawyer  to  select  hi.s  library  by  the  bind- 
ing of  the  books  or  a  church  to  choose  its 
pastor  by  the  color  of  his  hair. 

What   we   want   in  our  city  executive 
_     and    local    legislature    is    men    wise  in 
counsel,  conservative  in  action,  and  fully 
yi    touch   with    all    the    interests  of  our 
people.     In  choosing  aldermen  by  wards, 
a    choice    which,    in    the    weakness  of 
human    nature,   experience  has   proved 
essential,   we    oftimes    have    a    council 
composed  in  part  of  inferior  men.  Where 
party  lines  are  strictly  drawn   or  a  gen- 
eral   interest    is    not  taken,  ward  candi- 
dates are  frequently  chosen   by   but    a 
small  minority  of  the  people.     In  select- 
ing a  mayor,  however,  we  have  the  whole 
city  to  drawfrom.and  the  public  interest 
should  be  such  as  to  insure  the  selection 
of   a  competent,  candid  and  every  way 
worthy  man. 

It  happens,  however,  that  many  of  the 
best   men   are  not    available,  either  be- 
cause   they  are   not  generally  known  or 
that  business  interests  impel  them  to  de- 
cline the  honor.    Under  our  law,  too,  the 
voter  is  not  free  to  cast  his  ballot  for  his 
personal  choice,  for  only  such  ballots  as 
are  cast  for  some  one  formally  placed  in 
the  field  by  petition  or   convention   can 
be    counted.      If,    therefore,    under  all 
these  conditions,  we  were  advising  our 
republican   friends  as  to  their  course  in 
Thursday's   convention,    we   would  sug- 
gest to  them  the  nomination  of  one  who 
for       two       years       has       served      the 
city        well        in        the        person        of 
the  present  mayor,  M.  J.  Davis.     With 
only  two,  and  both  of  them  competent 
men,  in  the  field,  there  would  be  no  room 
for    irreparable    blunders.      That     Mr. 
Davis  is  a    republican    in    all  questions 
where  party  principle  is  at  stake,  no  one 
doubts  for  a  moment.    If  he  is  supported 
in  advance  by  the  alliance  folks,    it   can 
hardly  be  deemed  a    party  disgrace  that 
some  individual    republican    in    Duluth 
has  the  confidence  of  the  public.    Under 
other  and  ordinary    circumstances,   that 
candidate  is  always  chosen  who  can  puIL 
strongest  from    the    opposition,    and    it 
would  be  a  comedy  of   errors   for  the  re- 
publicans at  this    time    to  turn  down    a 
candidate  on  the  ground    that  too  many 
people,  including  a    numerous  and  well 
organized  party,  had  declared  their  pur- 
pose to  support  him. 

We  are  well  aware  that  the  nomina- 
tion of  a  third  candidate  would  make 
democratic  success  almost  certain  and 
at  the  same  time  enliven  to  our  great  de- 
light the  impending  contest.  But  be 
still,  our  throbbing  heart,  be  still.  Per- 
sonal feeling  must  give  place  to  public 
interest,  and  with  a  straight-away  race 
between  two  candidates  one  or  the  other 
would  be  sure  to  get  a  majority  of  all 
the  ballots  in  the  boxes.  We  want  no 
comedy  with  a  tragic  ending.  The  in- 
terests of  Duluth  are  at  stake.  Give  us 
candidates  whose  success  would  not 
prove  inimical  to  the  public  weal,  and 
may  heaven  guide  the  winner.

In  no  particular  is  the  magnitude  of 
Duluth's  coniniercial  importance  more 
fully  shown  than  in  the  amount  of  em- 
ployment furnished  the  various  railroad 
corporations  which  center  here.  The 
figures  given  are  obtained  from  station 
registers  of  arrivals  and  departures  of 
trains  at  Duluth,  from  the  general  freight 
offices  and  from  the  various  local  agents, 
and  are  substantially  correct. 

During   1891   a   total  of  61,582  regular 
trains,  passenger  and  freight,  arrived  at 
or    were    dispatched   from   the    various 
depots  and  freight  yards  in  Duluth.      Of 
this  number  46,720  were  passenger  trains 
and  14,862  were  freight  trains.       Dunng 
the  heaviest  part  of  the   year's  business, 
when  grain  was  pouring  into   the  eleva- 
tors in  a  continual    stream    and  various 
classes  of  freight  were   being    received 
by  lake    and    shipped    by    rail,  or  vice- 
versa,  it   took  38  switch  engines  to  meet 
the  requirements  of    the  business.     The 
shriek  of  locomotive  whistles,  the  clangor 
of  a  myriad  of  engine  bells,  the  swaying 
and  swinging  lanterns  by  night  and  ges- 
ticulating switchmen  by  day  rounded  up 
the  rumble  of  the  rails   mto  the  pleasing 
picture  of  a  prosperous    year.       In    the 
hgures  given  only  regular  trains  are  in- 
cluded,   no    account   of    "extras"  being 
made   except   in   the   tonnage  handling, 
which  is  given  in  full. 

The  passenger  trains,  if  strung    out  in 
one  continuous  line,  would    about  reach 
from  New  York  city  to  Eureka,  Nevada, 
in  an  air  line,  or  about  2212   miles.    The 
freight  trains,  in  the  same  position  would 
just  about  span  the  Unitecl    States,  in  an 
air  line,  from  New    York    to  San    Fran- 
cisco, or  about  2615  miles,  to  say  nothing 
of  the  36  miles  of  "slack"  which  the  long 
line  of  freight  cars  would    show,    allow- 
ing six  inches  to  each  car.  The  engines, 
alone,  would  make  a    continuous  string 
of  iron  horses  reaching,  in    an    air   line, 
from  Duluth  to  St.    Louis,    Mo.,  or    ap- 
proximately 584  miles.     There  were  em- 
ployed in  the  joint  traffic  movement  380,- 
818  freight  cars,  1 4,2;6    cabooses,  61.582 
locomotives  and    i86,SSo    mail,  express, 
baggage,  passenger,  sleeping  and    chair 
cars. 

Freight  business  has  been  more  than 
brisk — it  has  been  one  continual  rush  all 
through  i8<>i,  at  this  point  at  least,  and 
when  the  statistical  fiend  is  ripe  for  an 
experiment  let  him  take  out  his  pencil 
and  calculate  the  amount  of  the  business 
transacted  at  Duluth.  It  will  mount  up 
-^much  higher  than  anticipated  to  a 
little  over  7,000,000,000  pounds,  or  about 
3,500,000  tons  and  not  one  ounce  of  it 
belongs  to,  or  is  claimed  (strange;  by 
our  sister  city  across  the  bay.  There  are 
14  different  railway  lines  listed  in  the 
city  directory,  but  the  list  includes  the 
street  railway  company,  some  1'  ies  not 
yet  in  operation  and  ^  two  terminal  or 
transfer  companies  which  handle,  itie 
movement  of  freight  given  to  or  Origin- 
ally claimed  by  the  seven  lines  of  road 
which  do  an  actual  freight  business  at 
Duluth.  The  seven  lines  so  creditecl 
(and  it  would  b^  a  repetition  pure  and 
simple  to  include  terminal  and  transfer 
companies)  are  the  Northern  Pacific; 
Chicago,  .Minneapolis  &  Omaha;  Duluth 
tS:  Iron  Range;  Duluth.  South  Shore  & 
Atlantic;  St.  Paul  &  Duluth;  Duluth  & 
Winnipeg  and  the  F^astern  Railwaycom- 

fjany   of    Minnesota.     To   these    seven 
ines.        then,       belongs       practically 
the        exclusive        credit      of      hand- 
ling the  vast         amount         of 
business  transacted  in  this  city.  The  St. 
Paul  &  Duluth  has  had  by  far   the   best 
year's  business  in  its  corporate  existence; 
its  regular  trains  in  many  instances  hav- 
ing consisted  of  two.  three  and  four   sec- 
tions, and  in  addition  a  large   number  of 
"extras,"  also  occasionally   run    in    sec- 
tions have  been  found  absolutely   neces- 
sary.   The  Northern    Pacific's    show   in 
some   classes      of    freight    is   two-fifths 
greater  than  in  i8</),  and  in  other   kinds 
twice  as  much.    The  Chicago,   St.  Paul, 
Minneapolis    &     Omaha    line    handled 
353,4c>o,i3i  pounds   of    freight    here    in 
181/J.  but  last  year  the  "abstract  of   com- 
modities"   showed    764,781,386    pounds, 
whereat  General* Agent  Smith  and  Local 
Agent  Kemp  exclaim  in   a    threnody  of 
traffic  glee  "We-are-the-people-and-our- 
line-is-out-of-sight."    The      Duluth      & 
Iron  Range,  unmoved    and   undisturbed 
by  rumors  of  projected  competing  lines, 
is    satisfied    with  an  exhibit    of    double 
the  volume  of  business  done  in  1890,  and 
while  many  class  this    road    as  "only  an 
ore  line"  the  implication  is  dispelled  by 
its  showing  of  over  276.000,000  pounds  of 
other  freight  handled  at    Duluth    alone. 
The    Eastern    railway's    business      last 
year     was     much      the    largest    since 
It  commenced     operations    at     Duluth. 
The  Duluth  «i  Winnipeg  traffic  has  been 
largely  increased    for    several   reasons, 
principally  bv  the  new  territory  reached 
and   the   increased  population  along  its 
line.      Last  but  not  least  is  the  Duluth, 
South    Shore    &    Atlantic,  and  its   1891 
record  shows  its  freight  business  here  to 
be  fully  three   times  as  great  as  in  iSgo, 
and  its  passenger  business  last  year  was 
nearly  equal  to  the  volume  of  all  former 
years. 

The  four  great  freight  handlers  here, 
however,  were  the  Northern  Pacific,  St. 
Paul  &  Duluth,  Duluth  &  Iron  Range 
and  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  & 
Omaha.  They  are  Duluth's  really  "Big 
4,"  and  their  combined  freight  handling, 
received  and  forwarded,  amounts  to  the 
magnificent  total  of  5.715,463,753  pounds, 
or  a  little  over  2,857,731  tons,  leaving  less 
than  1.000,000  tons  lor  the  remaining 
three  lines  of  road.  Among  the  principal 
freight  articles  the  last  four  lines  men- 
tioned have  handled  319.189,140  pounds 
of  lumber  and  logs,  1,185,498,605  pounds 
of  wheat,  802,179,620  of  coal,  362,859,510 
of  flour,  23,520,800  of  feed  and  millstuffs, 
35,966,670  of  lime  and  cement,  98,274,696 
of  brick  and  stone,  36,007,780  of  salt, 
7,623,000  of  live  stock,  15,802,369  of  hay, 
7,084,060  of  oil.  748,233,3'74  of  merchan- 
dise, 2,066,931,070  of  iron  and  steel  (in- 
cluding machinery,  railroad  supplies, 
ore,  etc.) 

Some  of  the  lines  expended  consider- 
able money  in  and  around  Duluth  dur- 
ing 1891  in  the  construction  of  new  build- 
ings, the  laying  of  additional  yard  track- 
age, and  a  myriad  of  other  improve- 
ments, but  the  greatest  showing  has  been 
made  by  the  Duluth  Union  Depot  & 
Terminal  company  in  the  completion  of 
the  elegant  depot,  which  is  much  more 
of  a  pride  than  the  old  depot,  which  was 
in  use  here  for  the  last  time  Oct.  15, 
was  an  eyesore.  The  commencement  of 
the  old  depot's  demolition,  on 
Oct.  16,  was  hailed  with  satisfaction  by 
Duluth  people,  although  for  a  score  of 
years  it  nad  seen  the  development  and 
growth  of  the  passenger  business  of  Du- 


luth. Its  successor  is  the  largest  and 
finest  in  the  Northwest,  and,  with  the 
spacious  depot  yard  to  the  south  of  the 
train  shed,  including  grading,  etc.,  it 
represents  about  $600,000  of  an  invest- 
ment in  facilities  for  the  handling  of  the 
vast  and  increasing  passenger  traffic  of 
Duluth. 

It  is  quite  possible    that  thctrains    of 
at  least    two    new    roads    will  add  their 
quota    to    the    freight     and    passenger 
business  of  a  portion  of  the  present  year 
—the  Port  Arthur,    Duluth    &    Western 
and   the    Duluth,    Missabe   &  Northern 
.ind    there    is  a  growing  and  apparently 
well-founded  suspicion  that  the  Chicago, 
Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  and  the    Burling- 
ton &  Northern  will  declare  their  inten- 
tion of  striking  out  for  Duluth   long  be- 
fore   the   close    of  1892,    either    by  the 
building  of  entirely  new  lines  or  by  the 
securing   of   practical  control   or  unlim- 
ited traffic  facilities  over   some   lines  al- 
ready in  successful  operation.    The  con- 
struction   of    ore    docks  at   Duluth  has 
been  talked  about  for  some  time  and  the 
Duluth  &    Winnipeg    will  probably   in- 
augurate the    work  during   the   present 
year  and  the  Duluth,  Missabe  &    North- 
ern will   not  be   far   behind  them  if  the 
present  prospects  of  the  road    are    real- 
ized. 

The  development  of  the  Duluth  ter- 
minal system  is  being  arranged  and  will 
reach  completeness  of  plan  before  many 
months.  The  (piestion  of  ample  terminal 
facilities  is  a  vital  one  and  every  mea- 
sure looking  to  this  end  should  receive 
hearty  support. 

During  1891  the  Duluth  &  Winnipeg, 
or  the  North  StarJConstruction  company, 
built  17  and  2-10  miles  of  main  line  and 
half  a  mile  of  spur  tracks,  at  a  cost 
(e(|uipped)  of  ip2o,ooo  per  mile.  The 
right-of-way  on  this  extension  cost  a  total 
of  $46,400,  and  the  grading  of  two  miles 
of  road,  not  yet  ironed,  cost  §40,000  more, 
making  the  expenditures  of  this  line  for 
1891  foot  up  to  the  comfortable  total  of 
8436,400.  Its  expenditures  during  the 
present  year  will  greatly  exceed  that 
figure. 

The  Duluth  &  Iron  Range  company 
has  expended  a  very  large  sum  of  monev 
at  various  points  along  its  entire  line  in 
the  constant  endeavor  to  better  its  al- 
ready almost  perfect  road  bed  and  to 
furnish  facilities  for  the  accommodation 
of  the  growing  business.  This  outlay 
shows  Its  effects  in  a  reduction  of  grades, 
new  sidings,  docks,  depots,  yard  exten- 
sions and  extension  of  tracks  between 
Duluth  and  Ely,  but  at  the  Endion  yard 
in  Duluth  over  $15,000  has  been  laia  out 
in  the  improvement  of  terminal  facili- 
ties, and  a  new  round  house  and  other 
railroad  buildings  have  been  erected. 
The  road  will  carry  on  considerable  im- 
provement here  during  the  present  year.

NEW  IKON  MINES. 


Three  Ne^v  Minlnc;   Companies  to  be 
Organized  This  Week;  Mining  Notes. 
The  result  of  the  visit  of  the  Southern 
iron  men  has  only  today  been  given  out 
for    publication.      It  is  announced  that 
three  new  iron  companies  will  be  organ- 
ized this  week,  one  on  Friday,  the  other 
two  on  Saturday.    The  one  to  be  organ- 
ized on  Friday  is  the  Pittsburgh,  of  which 
mention    has    already    been   made,   the 
capital  stock  of  which  is  fixed  at  $5,000,- 
000.  Of  those  to  be  organized  on  Saturday 
one  is  the  Cleveland,  to  be  capitalized  at 
$200,000.       It    has    mining    property   in 
sections  i,  5,  8  and  o  in  58-17.    The  other 
mine     is    the     Ballard,    capitalized    at 
$2,000,000,     which     has     56     "40's"     in 
57-1 7-     The    articles    of    incorporation 
for    these    mines   are  already  prepared 
and  wait  only   the   signatures.    The    in- 
corporators   in     each    case  are  E.    A. 
Ilumpries  and  his  .Southern  friends,  John 
McKinley    and      Judge    Hale.     At  the 
Pittsburgh  mine  work  of  development  is 
to  be  begun  as  soon    as  the  company    is 
finally  organized. 

Ex-Governor  Campbell,  who  has  just 
given  place  to  McKinley  in  Ohio,  is  ex- 
pected here  in  the  very  near  future.  He 
IS  president  of  the  Ohio  company,  re- 
cently organized,  and  will  be  in  Duluth 
as  soon  as  his  Ohio  affairs,  consequent 
upon  his  retirement  tiom  office,  can  be 
closed  up.  His  visit  here  will  be  de- 
voted to  his  private  business,  but  it  is 
probable  that  some  demonstration  in  his 
honor  will  be  made  by  the  democrats  of 
the  city  during  his  visit.  He  was  expec- 
ted the  latter  part  of  this  week,  but  now 
will  hardly  be  here  so  soon. 

In  regard  to  the  reported  discoveries 
of  iron  and  coal  on  the  Mesaba  range,  a 
Herald  reporter  was  informed  this  morn- 
ing by  a  gentleman  qualilied  to  know 
tnat  there  was  absolutely  no  truth  in  the 
stories.  "Such  rumors,'  he  said,  "are  an 
injury  to  the  legitimate  development  of 
the  range.  There  is  a  great  deal  of 
wealth  up  there.  W^e  can  not  say  too 
mucn  about  it,  but  to  claim  too  much  for 
it,  to  claim  things  that  seem  impossible, 
cast  discredit  upon  what  is  the  truth.  I 
am  familiar  with  the  country  on  the  Me- 
saba range  and  there  is,  I  am  sure,  not  a 
trace  of  anything  which  would  indicate 
either  coal  or  oil."

The  shrewdest  political  scheme  which 
has  been  worked  in  this  city  for  some 
time  was  the  one  consummated  at  a 
meeting  held  in  Labor  hall  last  night, 
when  F.  P.  Bresland  was  nominated  for 
mayor  by  a  number  of  members  of  trades 
unions  in  the  city.  Mr.  Bresland  has  no 
chance  for  election.  No  one  expects 
that  he  will  win  and  there  was  no  such 
^  idea  in  nominating  hipi.  Certain  peo- 
ple are  inclined  to  treat  this  nomination 
as  a  very  light  matter.  This  is  a  very 
mistaken  view  for  the  using  of  him  was 
only  one  move  in  the  shrewdest  political 
campai^'n  which  has  been  conducted  in 
this  city  for  a  long  time.  The 
better  element  of  the  laboring  classes 
are    strongly    in  favor    of    the    peoples 

rarty  and  the  nomination  of    Mr.  Uavis. 
n  the  natural  order  of  thmgs  he  would 
poll  nearly  every  labor  vote    in    the  city, 
and  this  would  mean  not  only  defeat  but 
a  "complete  swamp"  for  Mr.  Long.     To 
avert  this  an  element  which  can  be  "con- 
trolled" was  enlisted  in  his  cause,  and  a 
new  ticket,  which    is  mtcnded  to  divide 
the  labor  vote,  was  put  in  the  field  in  his 
interest.     It  is  said  that  a  full  ticket  will 
be   nominated,  but  this   is  vcrv  unlikely, 
as  a  full  ticket  will  not  specially  aid  Mr. 
Long,  and  he  is  not  wasting  time  trying 
to  elect  anyone  else.      The  effect  of  this 
new  movement  is  as  yet  hard  to  predict. 
The  trick  is  too  apparent  to  have  much 
effect  upon  the  intelligent  portion  of  the 
people's  party,  but  it  may  divert  enough 
votes  to  injure  Mr.  Davis" without  aiding 
Mr.  Long.     If  any  strength  is  developed 
from     this     movement     it     will     render 
certain  the  election  of  Mr.   d'Autremont. 
The  move  was  a  good  one  but  a  trifle  ap- 
parent, so  much  so   in    fact   that   it   will 
probably  defeat  itself.     It  has  one  great 
fact    to    contend    with    from    the    first. 
Namely,  that  Mr.  Bresland  is  not  a  union 
man  and  for  that  reason  not    entitled   to 
union  votes.     He  is  a   painter  and   was 
formerly  a  member  of  that  union  but  has 
severed  his  connection  with   the   organi- 
zation.    J.  J.  Haley,  who  acted    as  secre- 
tary at  last  night's  meeting,  took    out  his 
first  citizenship  papers    yesterday.    The 
republican  primaries  take   place   tomor- 
row night,  and  the  probable  action  of  the 
city  committee  is  fairly  well  settled.  Mr. 
Long  will  undoubtedly  be  nominated  for 
mayor  as   no   one   is  specially  opposing 
him.     He  will  be  named  and  then  Knifed 
in  a  way  that  will  startle    him.     F'or    the 
municipal  judgeship  there  are  three  can- 
didates.    Of  them  Judge   Morris   seems 
to  have  slightly  the  best   chance   of   the 
nomination,   though    the    question    is   a 
very    unsettled    one.     For  aldermen  the 
nominations    made    will    probably     be: 
First  ward,  Jas.  Dingwall;  Second,  T.  W. 
Lemieux,      Third    ward;   Geo.    F.  Ash; 
Fourth  ward,  T.  W.  Hugo,    Fifth    ward, 
J.  W.  Nelson.     In  the  Sixth  ward  the  ac- 
tion of  the  party  is  not  yet    decided    on. 
There  was  some  question  as  to  what  would 
be  the  outcome  in  the  Fourth    ward,  but 
that  is   all  settled    now.     Fred    Quimby 
was  mentioned  as   a    candidate    and  he 
could    have    been    nominated   had    Mr. 
Hugo  decided   not   to  run.     The   under- 
standing between  the   two    was    perfect 
and  Mr.  Quimby  has  no  desire  to  make  a 
fight  for  the  place  if   Mr.    Hugo   desired 
to  continued  in  his  present   position  and 
has  so  publicly  expressed  himself.  I'p  to 
today,  however,    it    was    ancertain  what 
course  Mr.  Hugo  would  pursue  and  onlv 
yesterday  he  decided  to  commit  himself. 
•  This  morning,  however,  in  the  course   of 
an  interview    with    a  Herald  reporter  he 
said:     "I  will  accept  the   nomination   in 
my  ward  if  it  is  offered  me  and   am    wil- 
ling to  serve  another  term    in    the  city 
council.     Mr.  Quimby  ha*  told    me    that 
he  was  not  a  candidate    if    I    decided  to 
run  and  t.know  of  no  one  there  now  who 
will  make  any  fight  or  come   before   the 
convention."  This  plain  statement  means 
that  Mr.  Hugo  is  a   candidate  for  alder- 
manic  honors  in  his  ward   and   that  any 
one  who  thinks    him  easy  to  beat  will  be 
greatly  mistaken.     The  hght  in  his  ward 
will  be  a  very  pretty   one  as  three  of  the 
best  men  whose  names    are    before   the 
public  as  candidates  for  seats  in  the  city 
council  are  in  this  ward.  The  candidates 
on  the  three  tickets    are    Maj.    Baldwin, 
Alex    Crawford    and  T.    W.  Hugo.     It 
will  be  a  "friendly  contest,"  but   will   be 
fought  out  with  "^ard  gloves." 

Mr.  Davis  has  intimated  that  "he  would 
be  glad  of  the  endorsement  of  the  re- 
publican convention,  but  is  making  no 
effort  to  obtain  it  and  such  an  event  is 
very  improbable.  It  does  not  seem  to 
be  a  matter  of  great  importance  as  he 
will  draw  a  large  number  of  votes  from 
the  republican  ranks  in  any  case.

Dullness  and  steadiness  characterized 
the  early  hours  of  the  market  today.  Fu- 
tures ruled  very  inactive  and  trades  in 
cash  were  also  far  between.  One  cause 
of  this  slowness  and  inactivity  was  due 
to  the  fact  that  this  was  annual  election 
day  on  the  Duluth  board.  All  cables  re- 
ceived reported  weak,  lower  and  inactive 
foreign  markets.  These  reports  natur- 
ally weakened  the  opening.  The  only 
sustaining  feature  in  the  Northwestern 
markets  seemed  to  be  the  heavy  pur- 
chases of  grain  by  Partridge  and  other 
shorts  on  the  Chicago  '  board.  The 
amount  of  wheat  on  passage  iucreased 
2,258,000  bu  and  corn  on  passage  de- 
creased 136,000  bu. 

The  imports  of  wheat  and  corn  into 
the  United  Kingdom  in  i8gi  were  the 
largest  on  record,  amounting  roughly  es- 
timated to  163,200,000  bu,  against  153,- 
445,143  bu  in  i8qo.  The  largest  pre- 
vious years  record  was  in  1883,  when  the 
quantity  was  161,514,475  bu.  The  Liver- 
pool Corn  Trade  News  estimates  that 
the  countries  outside  of  the  United 
States,  which  are  grain  shippers  will  ex- 
port about  5o.(xx),ooo  bu  of  wheat  be- 
tween Jan.  I  and  Aug.  i,  i8g2.

Nkw  York,  Jan.  20 — A  special  to  the 
World  this  morning  from  Washington 
gives  an  interview  had  by  its  correspond- 
ent with  Senator  Hale,  a  close  friend  of 
Secretary  Blaine  and  a  member  of  the 
senate  comniitte  on  naval  affairs. 

Mr.  Hale  said  that    he  did  not  expect 

war  with  Chile.     He    thought  that  there 

would  be  proper  recognition  on  the  part 

of  Chile  of  her  fault,  that  the  affair  would 

be  properly  adjusted,  and  that  apology 
and  reparation  would  be  made  by  her. 
He  thought  that  the  present  government 
of  Chile  was  embarrassed  by  the  popular 
sentiment  down  there  against  the  United 
States,  which  makes  the  task  of  the 
Chilean  government  very  difiticult. 

Continuing,  Senator  Hale  said:  "If 
the  Chilean  government  is  coerced  by 
public  sentiment  into  hostile  acts  which 
leave  us  but  one  course— and  that  course 
is  war — fortunately  we  are  in  a  condition 
of  preparation  entirely  different  from 
what  our  condition  was  a  few  years  ago. 
We  have  got  at  least  14  formidable  ships 
that  can  be  concentrated  in  Chilean 
waters  and  we  have  got  114  guns  against 
36  of  the  entire  Chilean  navy.  There  is 
no  reason  to  believe  that  in  the  end  the 
issue  would  be  doubtful.  If  it  comes  to 
war,"  he  said, "it  should  be  proscuted  with 
the  utmost  vigor  and  of  course  but  one 
result  man  follow.  That  is  the  crushing 
defeat  of  Chile,  the  entire  annihilation 
of  her  navy  and  the  indemnification  of 
the  United  States  for  all  our  expenses  of 
the  valuable  property  in  the  control  of 
the  Chilean  government.  Peru  would 
form  an  alliance  with  us  and  Chile 
would  take  a  very  secondary  place  in 
the  South  American  continent." 

The  senator  in  conclusion  said  that  in 
half  a  dozen  years  from  now  we  would 
have  not  only  the  largest  and  most  ex- 
pensive navy  in  the  world,  but  the  best 
cruising  ships,  the  best  light  draft 
smaller  ships  --  ♦he  best  war  ships  in 
the  world,  witi.^at  the  expenditure  of 
one-fifth  of  the  money  that  Kuropean 
powers  have  expended  on   their    navies. 


AN  IMPORTANT  DECISION. 

A    Canadian   Judge   Declares  "Blank" 
Message  Contracts  to  be  Illegal. 

Montreal,  Jan.  20.— The  court  of  ap- 
peals yesterday  pave  its  opinion  of  the 
contract  which  telegraph  companies 
have  printed  on  the  blanks  which  they 
furnish.  The  case  on  hand  was  that  of 
Lawrence  vs.  the  Great  Northwestern 
companv.  While  Mr.  Lionel  Laurence 
was  in  New  York  one  of  his  employes 
sent  him  a  dispatch  saying:  "Writing 
you  tonight."  The  sentence  was  made 
to  read:  "Waiting  you  tonight."  Con- 
sequently Mr.  Laurence  made  an  un- 
necessary trip  from  New  York  to  Mon- 
treal, and  sued  the  telegraph  company 
for  $200  damages.  The  court  first 
awarded  $30,  the  actual  cost  of  the  trip 
from  New  York.  The  company  ap- 
pealed from  this  decision. 

The  proof  established  the  fact  that  the 
error  was  due  to  the  negligence  of  the 
employes  of  the  company,  but  the  ap- 
pellant set  up  the  plea  that  the  dispatches 
were  sent  under  a  contract  which  de- 
clared that  it  would  not  be  liable  for 
damages  resulting  from  errors  unless  the 
dispatch  was  repeated  and  then  only  to 
the  amount  of  fifty  times  the  price  p.iid 
for  the  message.  Such  a  contract  the 
court  declared  to  be  contrary  to  public 
policy  and  any  contract  by  which  a  party 
sought  to  fix  the  punishment  for  his 
faults  was  illegal.  The  judgment  was 
confirmed.

New  York,  Jan.  20.— The  Herald's 
Laredo,  Texas,  correspondent  telegraphs 
his  paper  that  he  has  had  an  interview 
with  one  of  Garza's  chief  lieutenants. 
The  officer  indignantly  denied  the  re- 
port that  they  were  bandits,  and  said 
they  paid  ^>r  everything  they  used. 
Garza,  he  sai,^.  represented  a  principle. 
He  was  a  patriot  and  was  determined  to 
overthrow  the  tyrannical  yoke  of  Diaz. 
Garza,  he  said,  had  over  1500  followers 
on  this  side  of  the  river.  All  the  people 
are  with  him,  he  added,  and  half  the 
army.  Garza  was  not  yet  ready  to  strike 
the  final  blow,  but  would  do  so  in  six  or 
eight  weeks  or  not  until  the  grass  sprouts, 
so  that  they  might  have  forage  for  their 
horses  and  men. 

The  lieutenant  concluded  that  they 
had  a  rich  and  powerful  backing,  and 
that  when  they  were  ready  to  enter  the 
field  their  forces  would  be  commanded 
by  one  of  the  most  popular  and  capable 
men  in  Mexico.  Garza  had  no  eye  to 
the  leadership  himself  nor  did  he  expect 
to  succeed  Diaz  when  that  tyrant  was 
overthrown.

GOVERNOR  BOIES  SWORN  IN. 


He  Urges  Immediate  Repeal  of  the  Pro- 
hibitory Laws. 

Des  Moini;s,  Jan.  20.— The  second  in- 
auguration of  Horace  Boies  as  governor 
of  Iowa  took  place  at  2  o'clock  this  aft- 
ernoon in  the  house  of  representatives  m 
presence  of  a  largeand  distinguished  as- 
semblage. The  inauguration  ceremon- 
ies were  extremely  simple  and  devoid  of 
display.  The  oath  was  administered  by 
Justice  Rothrock. 

In  his  inaugural  address  Gov.  Boies 
gracefully  acknowledged  his  gratitude 
to  the  people  of  the  state  for  their  con- 
tinued confidence,  announcing  his  reli- 
ance upon  the  author  of  our  being  for 
future  giiidai  e.  He  then  proceeded  to 
arraign  the  p.ohibitory  laws  of  the  state 
as  having  failed  of  their  purpose,  being 
disregarded  by  entire  communities  oth- 
erwise law-abiding  and  as  making  crimes 
of  acts  regarded  as  innocent  by  the  best 
people  of  the  civilized  world.  He  in- 
sisted that  the  people  at  the  last  two 
gubernato- "  »1  elections  repudiated  pro- 
hibition a  ,  urged  immediate  repeal  as 
the  duty  ol  both  parties. 


Republican  Senators  Censured. 
Albany,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  20.— The  judiciary 
committee  of  the  senate  todav  reported 
in  the  contempt  cases  resolutions  of 
censure  and  oraering  suspension  of  the 
three  republican  senators,  Erwin,  Sax- 
ton  and  O'Connor,  until  tomorrow  morn- 
ing. Senator  MuUin  dissented.  The 
report  was  adopted.  The  three  senators 
named  refused  to  vote  on  the  enumera- 
tion bill  when  it  was  under  discussion  a 
few  days  ago.

A  New  Free  CoinaKe  Bill  Soon  to  be 
Reported;  Other  News. 

Washington,  Jan.  20.— The  commit- 
tee on  coinage,  weights  and  measures 
today  voted  to  report  a  free  coinage  bill 
to  the  house  three  weeks  hence.

London,  Jan.  2o.~The  funeral  of 
Prince  Albert  Victor  of  Wales,  duke  of 
Clarence  and  Avondale,  eldest  son  of  the 
prince  of  Wales,  and  heir  presum.ptive 
to  the  throne  of  England,  who  died  at 
Sandringham  hall  on  Thursday  last,  took 
place  today.  The  funeral  ceremonies 
were  commenced  in  Sandringham  par- 
ish church,  where  the  body  has  been  ly- 
ing since  Saturday  last,  upon  a  bed  of 
violets  and  lillies  in  a  plain  but  hand- 
some oak  coffin.  The  religious  services 
in  Sandringham  church  were  confined  to 
members  of  the  royal  family  and  to  the 
household  of  the  prince  of  Wales. 
Prince  George  of  Wales,  the  heir  pre- 
sumptive, looking  quite  delicate,  and  the 
poor  little  widowed  bride,  Princess  Vic- 
toria May  of  Teck,  otherwise  and  more 
generally  known  as  Princess  May,  at- 
tended the  services  in  the  little  church 
at  Sandringham  and  attracted  much  at- 
tention. The  princess  of  Wales  today, 
and  in  fact  since  the  hour  of  the  prince's 
death,  watched  over  and  consoled  Prin- 
cess May  like  a  mother,  forgetful  of  her 
own  sorrow  in  the  desire  to  relieve  that 
of  the  grief-stricken  betrothed  of  the 
dead  prince. 

After  the  prayers  of  the  dead  had  been 
read  the  services  were  concluded  with 
the  reading  of  the  psalms  and  with  sing- 
ing one  hymn,  most  significant  to  all 
present,  "Thy  Will  be  Done."  The 
mourners  during  the  singing  of  this 
hymn,  the  music  being  beautifully  and 
softly  rendered  from  the  organ,  were 
weeping  quietly  as  they  struggled  to  re- 
press the  emotion  caused  by  the  touch- 
ing words.  At  the  conclusion  of  the 
ceremonies  at  the  palace  the  coffin  was 
conveyed  to  Wolferton  station  where  a 
special  train  was  in  waiting  to  convey 
the  body  to  WMndsor. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  imagine  a  more 
simple  funeral  service  in  connection 
with  royalty.  As  the  bodv  passed  on 
its  way  to  the  station  the  school  child- 
ren, tenants,  servants  and  villagers  fell 
into  line  behind  it  and  accompanied  the 
remains  to  the  spot  where  they  weie  em- 
barked upon  the  train. 

While  the  train  was  en  route  to  Wind- 
sor minute  guns  were  fired  from  the  war 
ships  and  forts  throughout  Great  Britain 
and  Ireland,  their  dull,  constant  booming 
announcing  far  and  wide  that  the  re- 
mains of  the  unfortunate  young  prince 
were  on  the  way  to  their  last  resting 
place.  In  many  churches  special  serv- 
ices for  the  dead  were  held  and  the  bells 
from  nearly  every  church  steeple  in 
England  were  tolled  during  the  whole 
time  the  body  was  on  its  way  to  W^ind- 
sor.

Our  underground    contemporary,    the 
News,  in  its  treatment  of  the  municipal 
situation  this  morning,  in  which    it  wax- 
eth  poetic,  is  wrong  on  Shakespeare,  but 
right  on  Long.    There  can  be   no  doubt 
that  Charley  is  all  that  our  neighbor  pic- 
tures him,  but  the  bard  of  avon  like  The 
Herald,  loved  all    mankind    and    never 
said  harsh  things  in  politics.    liy  permis- 
sion of  the  News  we  would  suggest  that 
it  was  our  friend  Dryden,    and   not    the 
more  immortal  bard,    who  with    a    pro- 
phetic vision  of  our  most  learned  and  va- 
cillating gas    and    water  advocate   and 
snow  ordinance  statesman,  the  alderman 
from  the  Second  ward,  and  air-presump- 
tive to   the    mayoralty    throne,    penned 
these  pleasing,  truth-fraught  words: 
A  man  so  various  that  he  8<>emed  to  be 
Not  one,  hut  all  mankind's  epitome; 
Stitf  in  opinions,  always  in  the  wrong. 
Was  every thinK  by  starts  and  nothing  lontr ; 
But  in  the  course  of  one  revolving'  m<x)n 
Was  chymist,  fiddler,  statesman  and  buffwm. 

While  The  Herald  cannot  support 
the  Augustan  pretender,  it  will  not  sit 
idly  by  and  see  the  poets  misquoted  to 
his  hurt  and  ultimate  undoing.  The 
News  well  knew  that  to  array  the  bard 
of  Avon  against  any  man,  however 
worthy,  in  our  peerless  town  meant  in- 
evitable defeat. 

The  News  knew,  as  all  The  Herald 
readers  surely  know,  that  Shakespeare's 
genius  never  perched  on  so  small  a 
theme. 

We  charge  the  News  with  wilfully 
perverting  truth  to  the  injury  of  one  who 
would  willingly  be  its  guide,  philosopher 
and  friend. 

It  scratched  the  name  of  Dryden  from 
the  te.xt  and  inserted  therein  the  name 
of  Shakespeare. 

It  claims  privately  that  it  is  acquainted 
with  the  poets,  but  when  occasion  re- 
quires it  publicly  garbles  them  in  an  un- 
worthy cause. 

Can  any  dependence  be  placed  in  such 
a  paper.' 

Can  the  republicans  afiford  to  place  a 
paper  of  that  character  in  a  position  of 
such  great  importance  and  responsi- 
bility? 

The  Herald  does  not  believe  they  can 
afford  thus  to  disgrace  themselves  and 
their  party,  and  trusts  that  when  they 
survey  this  picture  of  error  and  v>illful- 
ness  they  will  no  longer  do  so.

Say,  Charley,  that  once  trod  the  ways  of  glory, 
And  sounded  all  the  depths  and  shoals  of  honor, 
Fonnd  thoe  a  way,  out  of  his  wreck,  to  rise  in, 
A  sure  anil  safe  an'd  though  thy  master  missed  it. 
Mark  but  my  fall,  and  that  that  ruined  me. 
Henry,  I  chargre  thee,  fling  away  ambition. 
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taste  and  talent  as  a  child  and  is  yet  but 
a  young  man  with  a  most  promising  fu- 
ture in  the  highest  walks  of  his  profes- 
sion.

A  NOVEL  TUNNEL. 

The  Herald  is  in  receipt  of  a  commu- 
nication from  Mr.  E.  E.  Clark  on  the 
canal  bridge  question  in  which  he  sug- 
gests what  he  thinks  would  be  a  cheap 
and  satisfactory  tunnel.  He  would  have 
the  city  buy  a  long  whaleback  from 
Capt.  McDougall's  fleet  of  wave  riders, 
cut  the  ends  off  square  to  permit  en- 
trance and  sink  it  as  a  tunnel  in  the  bot- 
tom of  the  canal.  The  ends  could  be 
extended  to  make  the  tunnel  as  long  as 
need  be,  and  the  bottom  of  the  vessel 
paved  with  rock  which  together  with 
rock  retained  hy  shelves  on  the  top  and 
sides  would  siik  and  hold  the  monster 
down. 

This,  it  is  said,  would  probably  cost 
not  more  that  $250,000  and  could  be  put 
in  between  now  and  the  opening  of  navi- 
gation. The  Herald  is  not  a  tunnel 
builder,  but  gives  this  suggestion  to  its 
readers,  all  of  whom  are  experts  in  that 
line,  for  their  consideration.  Perhaps 
now  that  a  wide  open  policy  is  under 
consideration,  Capt.  McDougall  might 
consent  to  build  us  a  boat  with  both  ends 
out,  especially  adapted  for  this  busi- 
ness. The  whaleback  is  a  duck  and  we 
have  no  doubt  would  dive  to  the  situ^- 
tion.  Let  the  discussion  proceed  and 
Capt.  McUougall  may  yet  take  out  an- 
other patent  not  for  crossing  the  ocean 
but  for  crossing  the  canal. 


Senator  Arthur  P.  Gorman,  of  Mary- 
land, yesterday,  by  a  total  vote  of  100  to 
g,  was  nominated  in  both  houses  of  the 
legislature  to  succeed  himself  in  the 
United  States  senate.  The  two  bouses 
meet  in  joint  session  today  to  formally 
elect  him.  His  victory  in  the  late  elec- 
tion, ably  assisted  by  the  tin  schedule  of 
the  McKinley  bill  which  fell  so  heavily 
on  the  canning  interests  of  Baltimore, 
was  the  most  overwhelming  in  the  past 
decade  and  placed  him  high  in  the  esti- 
mation of  his  party  in  that  state  though 
for  years  he  has  been  bitterly  and  justly 
fought  by  a  faction  of  his  own  party  in 
the  Monumental  city.  The  Australian 
voting  system  of  that  state,  which  is 
more  simple  and  perfect  than  our  own, 
made  fraud  impossible,  and  the  result 
was  a  free  expression  of  the  sentiments 
of  the  people.  The  opposition  to  the 
tin  tariff  swept  every  congressional  dis- 
trict, though  the  republicans  before  held 
half  of  them.

The  record  of  the  bankinj;  inslitiitions 
of  Duluth  in  iSgt  has  been  a  remarkably 
good  one  considcrinjj  certain  contingen- 
cies which  occurred  at    the  close  of    the 
year    i8qo.      Owing      to    the    hnancial 
troubles  then  prevalent    throuj,^hout   the 
country,  two  banks  failed    here,  causing 
more  or  less  distrust  in    all    tinancial  in- 
stitutions.   The  Bell  &  Eyster  bank  was 
par  excellence  the  bank  which  took  care 
of  the  mercantile    interests    of    the  city. 
Its  failure  affected    the  standing  in  some 
degree  of  all  other  banks.      In    addition 
to  this,  there  has  been    a    general    com- 
plaint  of    tinancial    depression    in    the 
United  States  dunng  the    year,  yet   Du- 
luth banks  have    made  a  record    in    the 
matter  of  paying  dividends  and  increas- 
ing capital  and   surplus   which  has  been 
unequalled    in    any    other   year  of  their 
history.     Kvery    bank    in    the  city    has 
either  increased  its  surplus  considerably 
or  paid  large  semi-annual  dividends,  and 
many  of  them  have  done  both.     Follow- 
ing is  a  comparison  of    the    increase    in 
surplus  ana  undivided    profits    for  1890 
and  iSgt:

Durmg  1801  the  banks  here    assumed 
more  conservative  methods  of    business, 
owing  to  the  fact  that    heavier    burdens 
were  thrown  on  them  on  account  of    the 
greater  volume    of    business    in    bread- 
stuffs,  coal,  iron  and  lumber    and  on  ac- 
count of  the  lessening    of  the  number  of 
banks.        The      amount        of        grain 
moving      through       Uuluth       for      the 
calendar    year   of    1891   was    in    receipts 
over  40,000,000  bushels  and  in  shipments 
over  3!;,ooo,ooo  bushels.      This  immense 
movement  in  grain  required  a  verv  large 
amount    of    capital.      The  cash  /or  this 
purpose    was   mainly  furnished   by   the 
American  Exchany^e  and  First  National 
banks.     The    Manne    National  and   the 
.Security  banks   also   furnished  a  part  of 
the     capital     tor     this     purpose.       The 
smaller    banks,    however,    devote   their 
attention   mainly  to  other   lines  of  busi- 
ness, while   the   banks  of   larger  capital 
handle   a  greater   percentage  of  wheat 
business   in   proportion    to   their  capital 
than  the  others.      The  large  increase  in 
the    wholesale    and     jobbing    business, 
amounting   to  nearly  35  per  cent,  neces- 
sarily   greatly    increased    the    banking 
business  of  Duluth.     In  fact,  the  amount 
of    the   banking   capital  of  Duluth   has 
steadily  kept  pace  with  the  development 
of  the  city  as  a  commercial    center.       In 
II    years   Duluth 's   banking  capital  has 
grown  from  $30,000  to  $2,875,000.      The 
largest  increase  has  occurred  during  the 
last   five   years  contemporary  with   Du- 
luth's  greatest  commercial  development. 
Now  Duluth's   banking   business  in  pro- 
portion to  the  capital  engaged  is  as  large 
as  that  of  any  other  city  in  the   United 
States.    .So  marked  has  been  the  extent 
of    the   business    transacted   by  Duluth 
banks    that    the    project    has  been  con- 
stantly   agitated    among    our    business 
men  of  securing  more  banks  with  addi- 
tional capital  to  take  care  especially  of 
the  retail  and  general   mercantile  busi- 
ness. 

The  increase  in  banking  capital  in 
Duluth  for  1891  was  about  20  per  cent, 
and  in  surplus  and  iindivided  profits 
about  22  per  cent.  The  de- 
mand for  short  time  loans  on 
good  commercial  paper  through- 
out the  year  has  been  remarkably 
good.  The  banks  were  enabled  to  place 
mon,iy  out  at  a  good  rate  of  interest  on 
the  best  of  security.  The  volume  of 
business  may  be  safely  judged  from  the 
following  comparative  table  giving  the 
bank  clearances  for  1801  and  1890:

organized  two  years  and  in  that  time  has 
accumulated  $20,000,  $</xx)  of  which  has 
been  earned  this  year.  It  increased  its 
capital  and  became  a  national  bank  a 
year  ago. 

The  National  Rank  of  Commerce  has 
been  running  two  years  and  has  had  the 
btfst  business  in  its  history  during  the 
last  six  months.  Has  declared  3  per 
cent  semi-annual  dividend  and  nas 
earned  since  its  inccp#on  at  the  rate  of 
over  10  per  cent  on  its  capital.  It  in- 
creased Its  capital  from  $100,000 to  $200,- 
000  this  year. 

The  State  bank  was  organized  five 
years  ago  next  May  and  has  invariably 
paid  a  4  per  cent  semi-annual  dividend 
since  its  inception  besides  accumulating 
surplus  and  profits  of  $44,000  of  which 
about  $7000  was  added  this  year. 

The  St.  Louis  county  bank  has  been 
organized  about  two  years.  This  year  it 
has  earned  $7000  making  over  10  per 
cent  on  the  capital  invested. 

The  Commercial  bank  has  been  or- 
ganized only  eight  months  but  has  a 
good  patronage,  with  large  deposits  and 
good  loans. 

The  Manufacturers  bank  of  West  Du- 
luth was  organized  two  years  ago  and 
has  since  paid  8  per  cent  annual  divi- 
dends besides  having  a  surplus  of  $12,- 
000,  of  which  $4500  was  earned  this  year. 
The  People's  Savings  bank  has  been 
organized  only  about  a  year  and  a  half 
ago  but  in  that  time  has  secured  large 
deposits  and  a  large  line  of  loans.  It  has 
been  very  successful. 

The  American  Loan  and  Trust  com- 
pany was  organized  four  years  ago  and 
has  p.aid  either  3  or  2  per  cent  semi-an- 
nual dividends  since  besides  accumulat- 
ing a  large  surplus,  a  portion  of  which  is 
devoted  to  increasing  its  capital  this 
year  from  $500,000  to  $600,000. 

Dealing  in  commercial  paper  i^carried 
on   to   a   considerable  extent  in  Duluth, 
and   is   closely  allied  in  its  nature  to  the 
banking  business.  There  are  three  firms 
here  who  confine   their  attention  almost 
exclusively  to  this  class  of  business  and 
who  report  about  $400,000  worth  of  busi- 
ness in  i8qi.     The  loan  agencies   in  Du- 
luth are  numerous.    They  make  loans  on 
long  time  paper  at  rates  varying  from  5 
per  cent  on  best  improved  property  up- 
wards.     A   careful   canvass  among  the 
leading  firms   engaged   in   this  business 
enables  us    to    estimate  this  business  at 
about  $3,500,000  for  the  year  iSgr.       The 
year    has    rtbt  been  as  successful    with 
them  as  1890,  but  the  demand  for  loans, 
however,has  continued  vervgood.  There 
has  been  a  very  large   business  done  in 
loans  on  inside  property.     Manv  of  them 
look  for  a   phenomenal   year  in  1892  in 
their  line  of  business.    This  is  predicted 
from  the   fact  that  money  is  now  very 
plentiful  in  the  East,  while  it  remains  at 
present  scarce  in  the  West.

The  American  Exchange  bank,  the 
oldest  in  the  city,  has  paid  24  semi-an- 
nual dividends  of  5  per  cent  besides  ac- 
cumulating its  present  surplus  of  $310,- 
000.  Its  earnings  for  1801  were  $43,000 
exclusive  of  its  dividends.  It  also  in- 
creased its  capital  this  year  from  S325,- 
000  to  8500,000. 

The  First  National  bank  has  the  larg- 
est capital  of  any  bauk  in  the  city  and 
carries  the  heaviest  loans  and  deposits.

The  battle  in  the   republican  camp    is 
to  be  fought    out    tonight  at    the    ward 
caucuses.    Confary  to  general  expecta- 
tion there  i<;  to  be  a  fight.    The  majority 
of  the  republicans  have,  up  to  yesterday, 
appeared  absolutely  indifferent  as  to  the 
coming  election  and  the  nominations    of 
th.-  party.     Mr.  Long  has  for  more  than 
a  week  had  the    field  ail    to  himself,  but 
he  was  too  much  of  a  pill  to  be  taken  so 
easily,  and  last  night  a  strong  movement 
was  organized  against    him,  which    muy 
result  in  his  losing  the  convention.     Two 
meetings  were  held  last  night,  one  in  the 
Palladio      and    one    at     the     Spalding. 
Neither  was    of  any  benefit  to  Mr.  Long. 
He  has  his  whole   battle  to  fight  out    for 
himself.     For    ten    days  he  has    had    a 
chance  to  declare,    without  interruption, 
that  he  was  the    only  man    in  Duluth  fit 
to  be  mayor,  but    has    been  able  to  con- 
vince       no      one       but      himself      of 
the         truth         of         the         statement, 
and       he       was       already      prejudiced. 
Among  th6    republican    leaders   he  has 
been  able  to  arouse  no  enthusiasm.  They 
have   permitted   him   to  "hug   his  little 
phantom"  because    it    pleased  him  and 
did   no   harm,  but   they  have  let  him  do 
his  work  alone.       I.  H.  Sutphin  and  his 
following  are  nominally  in  favor  of  Mr. 
Long  and  perhaps  might  even  cast  their 
votes  for  him,  but    it   is  doubtful  if  they 
will  do  even  this  much.    John  McKinlev, 
on  the  other  hand,  the  chairman  of  the 
republican  city  committee,  has  opposed 
Long  s  candidacy  from   the  start,  and  in 
case  he  was  nominated    might    head  an 
active  opposition  against  him.     The  tide 
today  is  strongly  in   favor  of  Mr.    Davis. 
He  is  out  and  at  work   and  it  would  not 
be  str.inge  if  he  secured  the  republican 
nomination  after  all.     It  is  stated  that  he 
IS   certain  of  the    delegations    from  the 
Fifth  and  Sixth  wards    and  may  secure 
those  in  the  Third  and  Fourth.     Such  an 
event  would    place    Mr.  Long  in  a  very 
embarrassing  position.       No  one  doubts 
that  he  is  a  candidate  and   that  with  Mr. 
Mannheim    he  will    cling  to  the  conclu- 
sion   that    he    is    "in    it"   to   the   bitter 
end.        If       he       does       not      secure 
the      nomination      he      will      be      an 
independent  candidate,  that  is  if    he  can 
find  17  people   to  sign  his  petition.    Just 
how  he  will   reconcile   such   action  with 
his  published  statements  to  the  contrarv 
might    bother    an    ordinary  man  but  he 
will  probably  change  sides  with  the  same 
easy  grace  which  has    characterized  him 
in  that  act  in  the  past.     But  at  the  same 
time  it  should  be  said  in  justice  to   Mr. 
Long  that  during  the  past  week   he   has 
done  a  large  amount  of  good  hard  work. 
His  political  fences  are  all    in  good   re- 
pair.    He  has  to  a  certain  extent   organ- 
ized the  machine    in    his    interests    and 
from  the  present  outlook  he  is  the  prob- 
able republican  nominee.     This   will  aid 
him    only    so  far    as    it    will  give  him  a 
standing    on    the    ticket,     A    great  ele- 
ment in  the  party  will  not  vote   for    him 
in  any  event  and  a   nomination    at    best 
will  only  enablehimtokeepup  his  self  de- 
ception   for    a    little  longer  time.     It  is 
certain  now  that  the  republican  conven- 
cention      will      be      interesting.     It    is 
not        improbable        that       something 
will  drop  and  drop         hard. 

Regarding  the  rest  of  the  republican 
ticket  there  is  much  uncertainty.  The 
judgeship  lies  between  Hanks,  Morris 
and  West,  The  latter  must  be  the 
strongest  candidate,  for  with  a  native 
modesty  that  is  charming  he  says  him- 
self that  he  is,  and  he  should  know.  No 
one  has  been  found  as  yet  to  second  his 
motion,  but  that  does  not  affect  the 
force  of  his  admission.  The  chances 
still  seem  to  be  a  little  in  favor  of  Judge 
Morris. 

The  aldermanic  situation  is  un- 
changed -SO  far  as  the  republicans  are 
concerned.  They  will  make  a  fight  in 
every  ward.  In  the  Sixth  ward  matters 
have  been  still  further  complicated.  A 
meeting  of  the  employes  of  the  National 
Iron  works  was  held  last  night  and  one 
of  their  number  will  be  petitioned  onto 
the  ticket  as  a  representative  of  their 
interests.  If  the  republicans  nominate 
in  the  Sixth  it  will  give  that  ward  four 
candidates  with  Haskins  against  the 
field. 

Mr.  Long  seems  to  have  recognized 
that  the  p  jbic  were  "o.ito"  his  scheme 
in  nominating  Mr.  Bresland,  and  the 
latter  will  be  allowed  to  retire  once  more 
into  oblivion.  As  predicted,  no  further 
nominations  were  made  by  Mr.  Long's 
lieutenants  in  the  trades  union. 

Mr.  d  Autremont'scandidacy  has  been 
rather  lost  sight  of  in  the  conflict  be- 
Mr.  Davis  and  Mr.  Long,  but  the  demo- 
cratic nominee  is  already  at  work  and  is 
making  a  strong  and  vigorous  candi- 
date.

London,  liin.  21  The  funeral  of  his 
eminence  Henry  Edward  Manning,  car- 
dinal priest  of  the  holy  Roman  church 
and  archbishop  of  Westminster,  who 
died  on  Thursday  last,  took  place  today 
from  the  oratory  at  Bronipton,  The 
church  was  one  blaze  with  light,  finely 
set  out  b>  the  somber  drapings  of  the 
altar  and  other  portions  of  the  interior. 

The  funeral    procession  will  long  be 
remembered  in  this    city  as  being  one  of 
the  most  solemnly  magnificent  witnessed 
by  the  present  generation.  It  was  headed 
by  500  priests    m    full   canonical  robes; 
after  the  priests  came    14  bishops  in  the 
most      elaborate    ecclesiastical    robing, 
with    black    copes,     ornamented     with 
silver  braiding  and  white  mitres.  Behind 
them  were  a  number    of    canons   in   the 
richest  mourning  vestments,  and  beiiind 
and  around  and  in  front  of   them  was  a 
host  of    choristers.    The   singing  of  the 
choir  and  the  intoning  of  the  priests  was 
simply  sui)erb.    The    bishop  of  Clifton, 
the  Hon.  Wm.  Clifford,    officiated  at  the 
requiem  mass,  assisted  by  the  usual  num- 
ber of  deacons   and    sub-deacons.    The 
bishop  of  Newp'irt  and  Menevia,  the  Kt. 
Rev.  John  C.  Hedley,  preached  the  ser- 
mon and  took  for    his    text    the  second 
verse  of  tenth    chapter   of   the   prophet 
P^zekiel. 

In  his  opening  remarks  the  bishop 
paid  a  touching  tribute  to  the  late  duke 
of  Clarence  whose  death  had  occurred 
almost  sinmltaneously  with  that  of  the 
cardinal,  the  two  plunging  England  into 
mourning.  The  orator  proceeded  to  de- 
clare that  an  era  had  been  closed  and  a 
new  era  opened  in  the  history  of  Catholi- 
cism in  England  by  the  death  of  Car- 
dinal Manning. 

The  preacher  recalled  at  length  the 
late  cardinal's  services  for  the  poor  and 
in  the  causes  of  labor,  temperance  and 
other  social  reforms.  Proceeding  he 
said;  "The  fiery  star  has  set,  but  the  lu- 
minous trail  of  glory  which  it  scattered 
in  its  passage  across  the  sphere  remains 
and  will  remain  for  men  to  gaze  upon 
and  gazing,  to  thank  God  for  one  who 
served  so  loyally  the  heavenly  father  and 
who  loved  with  such  devotedness  the 
creatures  whom  the  father  loves." 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  service  the 
bo<ly  of  the  late  cardinal  was  removed 
to  the  hearse  and  the  procession  started 
for  Kendal  Green  cemetery.  It  was  led 
by  the  clergy  and  included  distinguished 
members  of'^  the  nobility,  members  of 
parliament,  delegates  of  temperance  so- 
cieties and  labor  bodies.  Enormous 
crowds  lined  the  streets  along  the  route 
and  all  heads  were  bared  as  the  funeral 
cortege  passed.  The  procession  was 
one  ot  the  largest  ever  witnessed  in  Lon- 
don. 


The  Chileans  Love  us  Tco  Well  to  En- 
eaj^e  in  Hostilities. 
New  York,  Jan.  21— The  Herald  this 
morning  prints  an  interview  with  Chilean 
Minister  Montt,  in  which  he  expresses 
the  views  of  his  government  in  the  con- 
troversy now  pending  between  Chile  and 
the  United  States,  which  threatens  to  in- 
volve the  I'nited  States  in  a  war. 

The  minister  began   by  saying:  "Chile 
has  only  the  warmest  feeling  toward  the 
United  States.    The  American  people  do 
not  understand  Chile.     Chile  has  done 
and  is  doing  all  she   possibly  can  to    in- 
vestigate this   trouble  and  to  obtain    the 
facts  whereupon    to    punish   the  guilty. 
Before  she  obtains  these   facts  it  is    im- 
possible for  her  to  make  any  reply  to  the 
aemands  of  this    government.    She   has 
conducted  the    matter  just  the  same    as 
the  United  States  or    any  other  country 
would  have  conducted    it  if  it  had    hap- 
pened in  their  borders.    There  has  been 
no  delay  nor  has  there  been  undue  haste. 
The  investigation    has    been    thorough, 
and  when  it  is  finished  the   facts  will  be 
known.    The  matter  is  now  in  the  hands 
of  Judpe  of  Crimes  Foster.    He  may  not 
give  his  decision  until  !•  eb.  i. 

When  asked  if  it  was  true  that  the 
president  of  Chile  and  the  leading  states- 
men of  that  country  were  disposed  to  be 
friendly  towards  this  country,  but  were 
afraid  to  deal  out  justice,  the  minister  re- 
plied: "Bosh,  I  do  not  believe  it.  When 
the  facts  are  properly  ascertained  our 
officers  of  state  will  do  strict  and  abso- 
lute justice  in  accordance  therewith.  It 
does  not  make  any  difference  what  the 
state  of  feeling  in  Chile  may  be.  In  the 
Chilean  newspapers  there  is  not  one 
word  of  war  nor  the  slightest  expression 
of  ill  feeling  towards  the  United  States."

Chicago,  Jan.  21.— There  was  organ- 
ized in  this  city  today  a  l)aseball  league 
that  is  a  model.  It  is  the  new  Western 
association,  consisting  of  Minneapolis, 
St.  Paul,  Omaha  and  Kansas  City  in  the 
West  and  Milwaukee,  Toledo,  Columbus 
and  Indianapolis  in  the  East. 

In  the  constitution  su'omitted  by  the 
committee  to  the  delegates  at  the  Audit- 
orium hotel  were  these  provisions. 
Every  club  shall  carry  12  players.  No 
club  can  sign  any  player  whatever,  but 
all  plavers  must  oe  signed  by  the  secre- 
tary of  the  league.  A  list  of  eight  teams 
of  a  dozen  players  each  will  be  submit- 
ted to  the  league  in  session  by  the  com- 
mittee and  these  will  be  discussed  and 
altered  to  suit  the  will  of  the  majority. 
It  being  the  object  of  every  manager 
that  the  teams  are  of  all  equal  strength 
there  will  be  no  haggling  after  stars. 
Each  club  is  limited  to  ?i 2,000  a  season 
for  salaries.  The  plan  contemplates  an 
equal  division  of  the  gate  receipts  so 
that  in  the  new  league  those  terrors  to 
baseball,  weak  cities  and  tail  enders, 
should  be  absent.

The  Haymarket  Anarchists. 
Washin(;ton,  Jan.  21.— The  cases  of 
the  Chicago  anarchists,  Samuel  Fielden 
and  Michael  Schwab,  were  argued  in 
the  supreme  court  today.  The  point  in- 
volved in  the  cases  and  on  which  the  at- 
torneys for  the  anarchists  hope  to  secure 
their  release  is  that  Fielden  and  Schwab 
were  not  present  in  court  when  sentence 
of  death  (afterwards  commuted)  was 
passed  upon  them.  Fielden  and  Schwab 
were  convicted  along  with  the  men  who 
suffered  the  death  penalty  for  complic- 
ity in  the  Haymarket  tragedy. 


MINXKSOTA'S  ALL  RIGHT. 


Would  Do  the  Fair  No  Harm. 
Chicago,  Jan.  21.  -The  question  was 
raised  in  World's  fair  circles  yesterday 
as  to  what  effect  a  war  with  Chile  would 
have  on  the  exposition.  The  general 
opinion  was  that  while  a  conflict  with 
that  republic  would  do  the  fair  no  good, 
it  would  do  but  little  harm.  Solicitor- 
General  Butterworth  said:  "There  will 
be  really  nothing  to  fear  from  a  war 
which  would  be  confined  to  Chile,  but  no 
one  can  tell  what  complications  might 
arise  with  other  nations  and  seriously 
affect  the  exposition  in  its  representa- 
tion from  foreign  countries." 


The  Deadly  Crossing. 
Chicago,  Ian.  21.— Ex-County  Com- 
missioner Adam  Ochs  is  the  latest  vic- 
tim of  the  deadly  railway  crossing. 
While  driving  across  the  I'an  Handle 
tracks  at  May  and  Kenzie  streets  last 
evening  his  cutter  was  struck  by  a  pas- 
senger train.  Mr.  Ochs  was  thrown 
twenty  feet.  His  skull  was  crushed  in 
several  places.  He  died  a  few  minutes 
later.

Washin(;ton,  Jan.  21.  In  Congress- 
man Mills'  letter  to  Speaker  Crisp  in 
which  he  resigns  the  chairmanship  of  the 
committee  on  interstate  and  foreign 
commerce,  he  says  he  prefers  to  hold  no 
chairmanship  in  the  present  congress  as 
he  believes  he  can  do  better  work  on  the 
floor  than  in  a  position  that  is  uncongen- 
ial to  him.  The  real  reason  for  his  ac- 
tion, however,  is  understood  to  be  his  de- 
termination to  canvass  actively  for  the 
Texas  senatorship  and  he  does  not  care 
to  spend  very  much  time  in  the  house 
while  the  canvass  is  going  on. 

Wreck  on  the  Omaha. 
Minneapolis,  Jan.  2i.--The  Sioux 
City  train  on  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Min- 
neapolis &  Omaha  road  was  wrecked  by 
a  broken  rail  at  Hamilton  early  this 
morning,  20  miles  from  St.  Paul.  Four 
sleepers  were  ditched  and  piled  up  in 
wild  shape.  By  a  miracle  no  one  was 
killed.  The  loss  to  the  company  will  be 
$20,000. 

United  States  Senator  Gibson. 
Annai'olis,  Md.,  Jan.  21— Hon.  Chas. 
H.  Gibson  was  today  elected  United 
States  senator  in  joint  convention  of  the 
general  assembly  of  Maryland,  to  fill  the 
unexpired  term  of  the  late  Hon.  E.  K. 
Wilson. 

Discount  Rate  Reduced. 
London,  Jan.  21.— The  directors  of  the 
Bank  ot  England  at  their  regular   meet- 
ing today  voted  to  reduce    the    discount 
rate  from  3 1^  per  cent  to  3  per  cent.

Pittsburgh,  Jan.  21.— At   noon  today 
Attorney   McCook    addressed  the  jury 
for  the  defense.    At    the    close    of    his 
speech  court  adjourned  for  dinner.

Chicago,  Jan.  21.— For  the  first  time 
in  its  history  Chicago  is  threatened  with 
a  water  famine  that  may  prove  of  great 
injury  to  all  business  interests  and  a 
menace  to  property  all  over  the  city. 

At  midnight  last  night  the  lake  crib  at 
the  end  of  the  tunnel,  the  main  source 
of  the  city's  water  supply,  began  to  choke 
up  with  ice,  and  this  morning  was  frozen 
solid  for  the  first  time  since  the  tunnel 
was  built.  All  the  manufactories  in  the 
city  were  unable  to  start  up  this  morning 
and  all  the  hotels  and  residences  could 
not  secure  even  enough  water  for  cook- 
ing purposes.  Fortunately  only  a  light 
wind  is  blowing,  so  a  serious  conflagra- 
tion is  not  threatened. 

In  case  of  fire  the  fire  department 
would  be  almost  helpless.  One  or  two 
small  fires  broke  out  this  morning,  but 
owing  to  the  favorable  conditions,  they 
were  quickly  extinguished  by  chemical 
engines.  Thousands  of  householders 
are  crowding  into  the  city  hall  and 
clamoring  for  water,  but  the  city  autho- 
rities are  unable  to  satisfy  them  or  as- 
sure them  when  they  will  be  granted 
relief. 

At  9:30  the  condition  of  affairs  was 
most  serious  and  City  Engineer  Clarke, 
Fire  Marshal  Swenie  and  Commissioner 
Aldrich  were  in  a  state  of  excitement. 
The  supply  of  water  was  growing  less 
and  tears  of  what  might  happen  through 
a  big  fire  breaking  out  were  entertained 
by  all. 

At  9  o'clock  Mr.  Clarke  received  word 
that  the  ice  had  been  partially  removed 
from  the  ports  at  the  two-mile  crib  and 
a  half  of  the  west  side  engines  were  in 
operation. 

Nearly  all  of  the  hotel  proprietors 
have  organized  bucket  brigades  for 
service  as  soon  as  theiiiJank  supplies  are 
exhausted. 

THE  NATIONAL  CONVENTION. 

June  21  Selected  as  the  Date;  The 
Place  Not  Yet  Named. 

Washington,  Jan.  21.— The  national 
democratic  committee  met  in  the  Ar- 
lington hotel  at  12:10  p.  m.  The  ban- 
quet hall  was  handsomely  decorated 
with  the  flags  of  all  nations — the  Amer- 
ican colors  predominating.  Intertwined 
among  the  decorations  was  running  ivy 
with  a  background  of  mirrors  which  re- 
flected the  gay  colors  and  vines  in  every 
direction.  In  a  semi-circle  about  the 
seat  of  the  chairman,  facing  the  entrance 
to  the  banquet  hall,  were  drawn  up  200 
chairs.  Back  of  these  was  an  open 
space.  The  room  accommodated  about 
600  persons. 

Chairman  Brice  called  the  meeting  to 
order  .ind  Gen.  Walker  introduced  Dis- 
trict Commissioner  Ross,  who  in  behalf 
of  the  local  dcniocmcy  and  in  the  name 
of  all  the  people  of  the  District  of  Col- 
umbia, extenaed  the  delegates  a  cordial 
welcome  to  the  capital  city  of  the  re- 
public. 

The  roll  was  then  called  and  Senator 
Vilas  moved  to  go  into  executive  ses- 
sion. This  motion  prevailed.  At  12:20 
the  doors  were  closed. 

2:25  p.  m. — June  21  has  been  selected 
as  the  date  to  hold  the  democratic  na- 
tional convention.  It  is  thought  that  the 
balloting  for  the  city  in  which  the  demo- 
cratic convention  is  to  be  held  will  not 
begin  before  10  o'clock  tonight. 

The  committee  reassembled  at  4 
o'clock  and  the  claims  of  Cincinnati 
were  presented  by  Mr.  Ramsay. 

Congressman  Chipman,  in  closing 
urged  the  committee  to  go  to  the  great 
West,  a  sentiment  that  was  applauded 
for  two  minutes. 


Blaine  Busy  at  Work.

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Code  of  Rules  GoverninK  the  Fiftieth 
Coneress  Readopted. 

Washington,  Jan.  21.— The  house 
committee  on  rules  met  this  morning  in 
Speaker  Crisp's  room  at  the  Metropoli- 
tan hotel  and  adopted  the  code  of  rules 
governing  the  Fiftieth  congress,  when 
the  democrats  last  held  the  house,  with 
the  exception  of  a  few  changes.  The 
most  important  of  these  changes  is  the 
reinsertion  of  a  modification  of  the  Hol- 
man  rule  of  the  For  ty-eighth  congress  per- 
mitting riders  on  appropriation  bills 
only  when  they  provioe  for  a  reduction 
of  the  amount  named  in  the  bill.  An- 
other important  change  provides  that 
only  one  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  al- 
lowed pending  consideration  of  a  report 
by  the  committee  on  rules.  This  is 
aimed  at  filibustering,  as  is  also  the 
change  limiting  the  time  for  introduc- 
tion of  bills  on  days  set  apart  for  the 
suspension  of  rules  to  one  hour.  The 
republicans  will  offer  the  rules  of  the 
last  congress  as  a  substitute. 

In  the  Senate. 
In  the  senate  today  several  bills  of 
minor  importance  were  introduced.  The 
committee  on  commerce  reported  favor- 
ably the  senate  bill  to  establish  a  marine 
board.  Mr.  Stanford  addressed  the  sen- 
ate In  support  of  his  bill  for  a  circulat- 
ing medium  based  on  land  mortgages. 
Mr.  Pfeffer  followed  Mr.  Stanford  in  a 
long  speech  in  support  of  the  bill  and  at 
3:10  p.  m.  was  still  speaking.

THE  CHIPPEWA  INDIANS. 

Some  of  the  Fond  du  Lac  Band  are  in  a 
Destitute  Condition. 

The  Herald  is  in  receipt  of  a  letter 
from  Bishop  McGolrick  which  best  ex- 
plains itself  and  should  arouse  the  active 
sympathy  of  our  people.  "The  bishop 
says: 

"1  have  just  now  received  from  Clo- 
quet  a  letter  signed  by  the  representa- 
tives of  the  Chippewa  Indians  on  the 
Fond  du  Lac  reservation.  These  poor 
people  are  suffering  for  food  and  indeed 
are  on  the  point  of  starvation.  They 
have  not  been  well  treated  by  the  gov- 
ernment; large  amounts  of  timber  have 
been  cut  on  their  reservation  and  against 
their  will;  that  is,  they  have  been  robbed 
openly  and  left  without  any  compensa- 
tion. I  laid  this  whole  matter  before  the 
proper  authorities  last  year  with  the  affi- 
davits of  the  principal  Indians,  and  no- 
thing, so  far  as  1  know,  came  of  it.  No- 
thing now  remains  but  to  appeal  to  the 
public.  While  we  are  generously  aiding 
the  sufferers  in  far-off  Russia,  we  must 
not  allow  our  own  poor  fellow-creatures, 
even  if  they  are  Indians,  to  perish  at  our 
very  doors."

Francis  Waylard  I'arkcr  i5  in  the  true 
sense  of  the  word  an  educator. 

He  was  born  in  Bedford,  New  Hamp- 
shire, in  1837.  Mr.  Parker  was  educated 
in  the  public  schools  and  at  the  univer- 
sity ot  Berlin,  and  taught  during  his 
early  manhood. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  civil  war  he 
enlisted  as  a  private  in  the  Fourth  regi- 
ment of  New  Hampshire  volunteers,  from 
which  he  was  mustered  out  in  1865  as 
lieutenant  colonel. 

He  then  resumed  teaching,  was  super- 
intendent of  the  public  schools  in 
(2uincy,  Mass.,  supervisor  of  the  Boston 
public  schools,  and  is  now  principal  of 
the  Cook  County  Normal  schooL  Chi- 
cago, 111. 

Col.  Parker  received  his  degree  of  M. 
A.  from  Dartmouth  college.  His  publi- 
cations, "Talks  on  Teaching,"  "The 
Practical  Teacher,"  "Course  in  Arithme- 
tic," and  "How  to  Teach  Geography,"  are 
works  which  have  introduced  him  to  all 
who  are  interested  in  the  education  of 
the  young  and  will  surely  be  sufficient  to 
insure  a  large  and  appreciative  audience 
tohear  him  on  the  subject  "The  Child," 
in  Temple  opera  house  on  Saturday 
evening  of  this  week.  This  will  be  the 
first  lecture  of  the  last  halt  of  this  popu- 
lar course  by  the  Duluth  High  School 
Lecture  association.

To  Open  the  Zenith. 

One  of  the  Duluth  lumber  firms  that 
has  a  good  thing  in  iron  is  Bradley  & 
Hanford.  Together  with  Mr.  Bradley, 
senior,  E.  L.  Bradley,  H.  E.  Tremain, 
andC.  H.  Bradley  living  in  Bay  City  and 
extensive  lumbermen  and  shippers 
there  the  firm  owns  the  Zenith  mine  at 
Ely. 

The  Zenith  has  been  called  a  possible 
shipping  mine  for  years,  but  it  has  never 
shipped  anything  and  the  new  owners 
bought  it  last  year  at  a  reasonable  fig- 
ure. They  went  to  work  at  once  devel- 
oping the  property  and  now  have  about 
75  men  at  work,  a  force  which  they  in- 
tend to  soon  increase  largely.  A  40  foot 
vein  has  lately  been  sunk  into  and  across 
and  the  ore  that  is  being  taken  out  is  as 
fine  as  anything  yet  mined  on  the  Ver- 
milion; finer,  miners  say,  than  the  ore  of 
the  celebrated  Chandler  mine  lying  close 
by.  A  small  beginning  in  the  way  of 
stock  piles  has  already  been  made  and 
the  company  has  stuck  in  a  peg  for  this 
year's  shipments  at  100,000  tons.  It  can 
hardly  be  expected  that  any  such  total 
will  be  reached,  but  that  the  Zenith  is  in 
it  for  business  there  is  no  question. 

The  fee  of  the  Zenith  is  owned  largely 
by  Ishpeming  mining  men,  but  Hartman 
&  Mallet,  Robert  Whiteside  and  C.  F. 
Howe,  of  this  city  have  small  interests.

Jan.  18,  1871,  the  German  Empire  was 
"proclaimed."  That  is  the  official  date 
of  its  creation.  But  it  had  been  a  good 
deal  longer  making.  From  the  time 
when  Frederick  the  Great  made  for

The  past  year  has  been   the    most    re- 
markable in  many  respects  of  any  in  the 
history  of  Duliith   as  a  jobbing  center. 
The    volume    of    her  jobl)infj  trade  has 
shown  the  greatest  increase  of   any  year. 
At  the  same  time,  there  have  been  more 
oew   lines  of  trade    started  in  this  year 
than  in  anv  other  since  Uuluth  began  to 
be  recognized    as    a    possible  available 
point  for  the  location  of  the  jobbing  cen- 
ter of  the  Northwest,    All    this  has  oc- 
curred   in    the  face    of    a  bitter  rivalry 
trom  the  Twin  cities  which  have  had   aii 
almost  absolute  control  of  the  markets  of 
our  tributary  territory  by  the   prior  right 
of  occupancy.     Their  traveling  men  had 
become  fully  acquainted   with    the  terri- 
tory and  its  people  and  thoroughly  knew 
Its  wants,  at  a  time  when  Duluth  jobbers 
were    obliged    to    enter    the    field,  one 
might  say.  unexperienced  and  unknown. 
Duluth,  three  or  four    vears   ago.   was 
practically  unknown  as  a  jobbing  center. 
She  was  further  handicapped  by  the  fact 
that  she  did   not  have  a  full    line  of  job- 
bing trades,  so  that  the  proprietor  of  a 
general    country    store    could  get  a  full 
line  of   goods   from  her  jobbers  without 
being  compelled  to  divide  his  patronage 
among    the  jobbers  of  different   cities. 
Traveling  men  from    Duluth    houses    re- 
late how  they  were  obliged,  several  years 
ago.  to  stop  and  tell    all    about    Duluth 
and  how,  when  and  where  her  wholesale 
houses    started.    Outside  traders  knew 
nothing    of    her.    These    things  consti- 
tuted great  advantages  to  rival  St.    Paul 
and    Minneapolis  houses.      These  draw- 
backs,   however,    under   the   increasing 
vigilance,    push    and  enterprise  of  Du- 
luth jobbers  are   rapidly    passing  away. 
We  are  fast  reaching  a  point  in  our  de- 
velopment   when    we  can   compete  suc- 
cessfully with  any  of  them  right    in   the 
heart    of    their    own    territory.     Duluth 
jobbers  are  now  recognized   as   fully   on 
an  eclual  footing  with  any  in  the    North- 
west in  point  of  cheapness  of  goods  of- 
fered and  enterprise  displayed    in    call- 
ing the  attention  of   purchasers   to   their 
merits.    The  only  serious    obstacle  now 
in    the    way    of  jobbers  is  the  fact,  that 
drugs,  wholesale   harness  and   saddlery 
and  one  or  two  other  minor    branches  of 
the  jobbing  trade  are  not  represented   at 
pfesent    in    Duluth.    Steps    have    been 
taken  to  remedy   these  deficiencies  and 
before    another    year    passes   over   our 
heads  these  drawbacks  will    be    entirely 
remedied. 

Another  thing  which  militates  greatly 
against  Duluth  is  the  persistent  and 
continued  discrimination  of  railroads 
against  the  head  of  the  lakes.  It  is  the 
boast  of  Twin  citv  jobbers  that  they  can 
get  bulky  freight  from  the  Eastern  mar- 
kets via  the  lakes  to  St.  f'aul  and  Min- 
neapolis as  cheaply  as  Duluth  can,  and 
that  they  are  allowed  to  store  their 
freight  in  the  warehouses  heie 
free  of  charge.  Only  six  months  ago 
the  Great  Northern  road  and  the  North- 


>3o.ooo,ooo  in   i8qi,  a  gain  of   1500  per 
cent.     In  the  last  year  the  jobbing  busi- 
ness, in  the  teeth  of  financial  depression 
prevalent  over  the   entire  country,  has 
increased    about  35   per  cent,  including 
the    lumber,  coal    and  flour    trade.    As 
will   be   readily  seen   by  comparing  the 
figures  set   down    in    the    tables  in  this 
article,  the    jobbing    trade  here  has  in- 
creased  in   volume   with  wonderful  ra- 
pidity.    It  is  less  than  a  year  since  two 
new    lines    were    started,    namely,   dry 
goods  and  boots  and  shoes.      Iloth  con- 
cerns did    three-quarters  of    a  million 
dollars  worth  of  business  since  their  in- 
ception, and    now   employ   15   traveling 
men  to  push  their  trade  throughout  the 
Northwest.    The  Duluth  Shoe  company, 
which  has  been  engaged  in  active  busi- 
ness only  about  seven  months,  has  trans- 
acted  about  $280,000  worth  of  business 
and  employs  eight  traveling  men.  Their 
new  patents  in    explorers' and    lumber- 
men's boots  and  shoes  have  proven  to  be 
of  such  excellence  that  these  goods  have 
found  a   ready   market   throughout    the 
Northwest  and  have  even   been   sold   in 
large  quantities    in    New   York,  Massa- 
chusetts, Maryland    and    Pennsylvania. 
This  concern   expects  to  double  its  busi- 
ness in  1892.      It  will   shortly  double  its 
manufacturing  capacity  in  order  to  keep 
pace  with  its  increasing  business. 

The  most  notable  increase  here  for  the 
year   in  the   line  of    manufacturing  job- 
bers has  been  in  the  lumbering  interests. 
Three  new  band,  circular  and  gang  saw- 
mills, with  an  annual    capacity  of    115.- 
000.000   feet    of    manufactured   lumber, 
have  been   built  in  1891,  with  docks  and 
improvements    costing  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  $350,000.       Two  of    the  largest 
Saginaw  lumber  concerns,  namely,    Mit- 
chell &  McClure  and   Merrill    &    Ring, 
have    transferred    their    business    here! 
thereby  increasing  the  lumber  output  at 
I  Duluth.    when    their    plants  are    in  full 
working  order,  at  least  50  per  cent.  This 
year  the    output    of    Duluth   proper  in 
lumber  was  increased  about  30  per   cent 
and  but  very  little  of  the   manufactured 
product  remainsover. 

In    Hour    there    has  also  been  a  most 
notable  increase  in  output.    The    Impe- 
rial mill  has  increased   its    output  from 
1800  barrels  a  day  to  6000  at  .in  expense 
of  Si 50.000.    There  have  also  been  large 
increases  in  the  money  value  of  trade  in 
groceries,  sash  and  doors,  cigars  and  to- 
bacco, boots  and    shoes  and   dry  goods. 
There  has  been  a  great   increase  in   the 
wholesale  trade  of  farm    products  of  all 
kinds,  such    as    feed,   eggs,  vegetables, 
etc..  but  prices  have  been   much   lower 
so  that  the  value  of  the    business    done 
has  been  in  .some  classes    less    than    in 
1890.     In  some  lines  of  the  jobbing  trade, 
such  as  dry  goods  and  boots  and    shoes 
the  increase  for  1891  over  1890  is  loo  per 
cent  as  they  have  been  in  existence  less 
than  a  year.     Following  is  a  table  show- 
ing the  money  value  of  the  different  lines 
of  business  for  1891  as  ascertained    by  a 
personal  canvass:

The  time  is  fast  approaching 
when  Duluth  must  be  recognized  as  Chi- 
cago now  is  for  Lake  Michigan,  the  nat- 
lyal  terminal  railroad  point  tor  Lake  Su- 
perior. It  is  the  meeting  point  of  cheap 
lake  and  rail  transportation.  The  great 
amount  of  freight  handled  in  Duluth  by 
the  railroads,  amounting  'to  nearly  10.- 
000,000,000  pounds  in  1891.  has  shown 
them  the  greatness  of  Duluth  as  a  term- 
inal point. 

The  trend  of  commerce  cannot  be  reg- 
ulated for  any  length  of  time  by  discrim- 
inations. The  railroads  will  be  com- 
pelled to  give  Duluth  a  differential  on 
freight  rates  which  taken  in  connection 
with  cheap  lake  rates  must  constitute  an 
advantage  not  to  be  avoided  or  gain- 
said. Moreover,  our  nearness  to  the 
consuming  territory  of  the  Northwest 
will  remove  all  possibility  of  competi- 
tion from  other  cities  north'  or  west  of 
Chicago.  Even  Chicago  cannot  com- 
pete in  this  Northwestern  territory.  Du- 
liith  I'j.acw  oifi  the  eve  of  the  great  de- 
■  f  velopmen*  which  her  present  growth  has 
prepared  her  for.  The  wonderful  in- 
crease of  the  jobbing  trade  in  the  last 
year  demonstrates  that  she  is  destined  to 
advance  in  these  interests  by  leaps. 

In    heavy    commodities    like  lumber, 
coal,  iron  and  grain,    no    other  city   can 
compete  with  Duluth.     Lumber  and  iron 
abound  in  her  immediate  vicinity,  while 
the  coal  and    grain    must    pass  through 
here  to  market.    There   is  no  other  way 
for  it  to  go.    The  coal  for  the  Northwest 
and  the  grain  and  wool  for  the  Eastern 
markets  used  to  go    through    the  Twin 
cities  and  Milwaukee.     Now  all    this   is 
changed.     Duluth  is  the  entrepot  for  all 
these  commodities    and    they  seek  the 
shortest  route  to    deep  water  navigation 
going  east  and   the  shortest  route  going 
west  from  the  great  lakes  to  the  point  of 
consumption.    The  ^reat  lake  boat  lines 
have  come  to  recognize  Duluth    as  situ- 
ated in  the  greatest    highway    of    com- 
inerce  in  the  world— the    natural    outlet 
of  the  immense  volume  of  trade  passing 
through  the  "Soo"  canal  from  New  York 
and  Buffalo  and  Cleveland  to  the   west- 
ern parts  of    the  United  States  and  from 
the  granaries  of    the    world  to   the  mar- 
kets of  the  world.     There  is  no  possible 
escape  from  the  conclusion  that  there  is 
destined  to   be  a  wonderful   commercial 
development  at  the  head    of    Lake   Su- 
perior and    that    Duluth    is  of  necessity 
marked  to  be  the  natural   point   for   the 
location  of  the  great  jobbing  houses   to 
supply  the  trade  of  the  Northwest  as  far 
west  as  the  Rocky  mountains. 

Goods  are  unloaded  at  the  doors  of  the 
jobbing  houses  as  they  are  brought  in 
on  vessels  from  the  ports  of  the  lower 
lakes  and  loaded  into  cars  for  shipment 
to  all  points  in  the  Northwest  without 
any  extra  charges  for  drayage  or  hand- 
ling. These  charges  on  bulky  merchan- 
dise amount  to  a  great  deal  in  the  course 
of  a  year  on  a  large  business,  and  in 
themselves  may  be  of  sufitlcient  magni- 
tude to  determine  the  profit  or  loss  of  a 
jobbing  concern.  Another  advantage 
which  assists  to  a  large  e.xtent  in  the 
building  up  of  Duluth  jobbing  interests 
IS  the  fact  that  the  whole  Northwest  de- 
pends on  this  citjr  for  its  coal  and  also 
for  a  market  for  its  wheat  and  coarse 
grains.  It  is  natural  for  shippers  to  do 
their  buying  and  selling  at  the  same 
mart. 

The  jobbing  trade  in  Duluth  dates 
back  practically  only  six  years.  In  that 
short  time  the  volume  of  business  has 
swollen   from  about  ^3,000,000  to  nearly

Chicago  has  in  past  years  possessed  an 
immense  advantage  over  Duluth  and  all 
points  in  the    Northwest    owing    to  her 
enormous    lane     traffic     especially      in 
bulky  materials  and  goods  from  Eastern 
manufacturers  and  importers   which   go 
to  supply  her  jobbing   trade.     Lake  car- 
riers were  always  assured  of  a  good  load 
both    ways    and    could    afford    to  carry 
freight  at    the  lowest    possible   notch  at 
which  a  profit  could  be  made.    The  rail- 
roads entering  Chicago  were    also    obli- 
gated to  meet  these    rates    in   a    large 
measure  or  lose    their    business.    For  a 
long  time  this   advantage   allowed    Chi- 
cago to  place    goods    in   the  markets  of 
the  Northwest  in  wholesale  quantities  at 
prices  which  no    resident    jobber  could 
hope  to  meot.     This  state  of  affairs  is  al- 
so passing  rapidly  away.    The   tonnage 
of  Duluth  and  Superior  in  i8qi  was  con- 
siderably over  half  that  of  Chicago    and 
every  year  shows  a  remarkable  decrease 
in  the  wide  disparity  which  has    existed 
between  the    lake    freight   traffic  of  the 
heads  of.Lake  Superior  and    Michigan. 
Last  fall  owing  to   the  poor  demand  in 
ore  and  the    early    large    movement    in 
coal.    Duluth    wheat     shippers       were 
obliged  to         pay         very        high 

rates.  This  condition  of  things,  how- 
ever, will  not  be  permanent.  Every  in- 
crease in  the  volume  of  freight  coming 
to  Duluth  to  supply  the  jobbing  trade 
will  assist  to  remove  the  possibility  of 
the  wide  fluctuations  in  carrying  charges 
and  will  at  the  same  time  tend  to  cheap- 
en both  lake  and  rail  carrying  charges. 
The  two  things  which  are  destined  to 
make  Duluth  a  great  jobbing  center- 
namely  the  recognition  of  the  head  of 
the  lakes  as  the  railroad  terminal  point 
of  the  Northwest  and  a  volume  of  traffic 
sufficient  to  cheapen  materially  and  to 
steady  all  carrying  charges,  are  now  as- 
sured. The  geographical  position  and 
the  tributary  territory  cannot  be  taken 
away  from  us  even  to  gratify  the  vanity 
and  the  hopes  of  the  Twin  cities. 

The  oldest  line  of  the  jobbing  business 
here  to  assume  very  large  proportions 
was  that  of  groceries.  The  Stone-Or- 
dean  company,  the  pioneer  wholesale 
grocery  concern  has  a  business  which 
has  grown  to  such  proportions  that  the 
company  has  decided  to  erect  and  has 
already  completed  plans  for  one  of  the 
largest  wholesale  buildings  outside  of 
Chicago.  This  building  will  be  erected 
in  1892.  The  Well-Stone  Mercantile 
company  was  also  compelled  to  erect  a 
new  6-story  building  this  year  which  will 
afford  them  over  60.000  square  feet  of 
floor  space.  The  Chapin-WellsJ  Hard- 
ware company  is  also  compelled  to  pro- 
vide for  many  times  the  space  which  can 
bfe  used  in  its  old  building  on  account  of 
the  great  increase  in  its  business. 

All  lines  of  the  jobbing  trade  i;<iicate 
not  only  successful  profits  in  their  busi- 
ness, but  a  healthy  growth  in  trade  which 
necessitates  the  enlargement  of  their  fa- 
cilities to  supply  trade.  The  Duluth 
jobbing  business  is  now  par  excellence 
in  the  hands  of  the  jobbing  man.  Ad 
vertising  is  a  necessity.  Men  must  be 
put  to  the  fore  who  will  see  that  Duluth 
is  advertised  and  her  war^s  pushed  to 
the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth.

The  city  hall  has  seen  within  a  week 
three  city  political  gatherings.  Neither 
of  its  predecessors  promised  such  inter- 
esting developments  as  the  republican 
convention,  which  convened  this  after- 
noon. At  the  democratic  corwention  a 
cut-and-dried  plan  was  carried  out  al- 
most without  objection.  At  the  people's 
party  mcetinif  the  white-winged  dove 
of  peace  picked  up  the  hayseed  which 
dropped  from  the  hair  of  the  alliance 
farmer.  But  this  afternoon  when  things 
were  calmest,  above  the  voices  of  the 
delegates  could  be  heard  in  imagination 
the  scrapmg  of  steel  over  wheat  stones 
as  the  political  knives  were  sharpened 
for  a  post  convention  slaughter. 

At  the  republican  primaries  last  night 
there  were  several  mteresting  tights,  but 
the  result  so  far  as  could  be  seen  was 
the  election  of  almost  a  solid  Long  con- 
vention. With  the  exception  of 
about  SIX  delegates  his  tickets 
w;ere  elected  throughout  the  entire 
city  and  his  wmning  of  the  preliminary 
skirmish  was  regarded  as  a  walk  over.
